WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—United States 
Senator William Mason of Chicago was the 
victim of an unpleasant affair in the office 
of the Hotel Johnson this evening, when 
he was assaulted by the clerk, after some 
words over securing a room for the wife of 
one of Senator Mason’s Chicago friends, who 
was passing through the city. 

Alonzo Wighal of Chicago, a well-known 
lawyer, and formerly editor of The Chi- 
cago Journal, is an old friend of Senator 
Mason’s. Yesterday Mr. Wighal telegraphed 
that his wife would pass through Wash- 
ington, and asked that Senator Mason 
should take her sight-seeing. Senator Ma- 
son and his son spent the early afternoon 
in escorting Mrs. Wighal through the pub- 
lic buildings, and afterward dined at the 
Johnson, 

Mrs. Wighal being tired, and some hours 
remaining before she could secure a train, 
Senator Mason engaged a room for her at 
the Johnson for the afternoon, paid for it, 
and registered her as “‘ Mrs. Lou Wighal, 
Chicago.’’ 

Returning to the café, where the lady was 
waiting with her son, Mr. Mason was fol- 


lowed by the clerk, who asserted that he 
had changed his mind about furnishing the 
room, and tendered Senator Mason his 
money. The Senator repaired with the clerk 
to the lobby, where hot words ensued and 
the clerk struck him. Before many blows 
passed the combatants were separated by 
friends. Mrs. Wighal afterward was escort- 
ed to the Arlington, where she secured a 
room for the night, being too much wrought 
up over the incident to continue her journey 
as intended. 

The proprietor of the Hotel Johnson aft- 
erward said that his clerk had been over- 
zealous, and that he greatly regretted the 
occurrence, 


MONUMENT TO EUGENE FIELD. 


To be Erected by the School Children 
of Missouri, 


SEDALIA, Mo., Jan. 18.—J. West Goodwin 
of The Sedalia Bazoo, Secretary of the Eu- 
gene Field Monument Association, to-day 
received from Hoffman & Brochazka of 
New York the design for the monument 
which the school children of Missouri_pro- 
pose to erect to the memory of Eugene Field 
on the Missouri State University campus at 
Columbia. 

The base is of rough Missouri granite six 
by seven feet, while the shaft is of polished 
granite, ye which rests a bronze figure 
of the dead poet. The cost of the monument 
will be about $6,000. 


RAILROAD MEN IN SESSION. 


Big Four and Other Hands in Cincin- 
nati to Promote Their Welfare. 


CINCINNATI, Jan. 18.—Delegations from 
all the brotherhoods of all branches of the 
Cincinnati, Hamilton and Dayton and from 
all branches of the Big Four Road are here 
in secret session. The railroad Division Su- 
perintendents also met secretly yesterday 
and to-day. 

The men involved are engineers, conduc- 
tors, firemen, freight handlers, and all the 
rolling stock men. They number at least 
1,000. The engineers and firemen want pay 
for working overtime. They also demanded 
that men be promoted or have favorable po- 


sitions according to term of service and effi- 
ciency. The freight handlers object to be- 
ing paid by tonnage. At present they are 
paid by the day. 

The Division Superintendents have decided 
to put in effect the ton e method of pay- 
ment on Feb. 15. The railroad men also de- 
mand that the blacklist be lifted from the 
American Railway Union. 

The delegation to the Big Four will call 
directly on M. E. Ingalls, the President. It 
is said that other roads also will be called 
upon. 
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MORE RIOTING IN FRANCE 


The Anti-Jewish Crusade Assumes 
Alarming Proportions Through- 
out the Country. 


MAY OVERTHROW THE MINISTRY 


Serious Alarm Felt by the Government 
—Another Strong Attempt to be 
Made in the Chamber of Dep- 
uties on Saturday. 


PARIS, Jan, 18.—Telegrams from most of 
the large towns show that the anti-Jewish 
crusade is assuming most menacing pro- 
portions, 

The Government is seriously alanmed. An- 
other strong attempt, it is said, will be 
made in the Chamber of Deputies on Satur- 
day to overthrow the Cabinet. 


PARIS, Jan, 18.—There were renewed at- 
tempts at a student demonstration in front 
of the newspaper offices and the Military 
Club, but the police dispelled the crowd. 

There was much agitation in the Latin 
Quarter, but the police barred the bridges 
and all attempted demonstrations were sup- 
pressed. 

The Organizing Committee of yesterday’s 
meeting at the Tivoli Vauxhall has decided 
to hold another meeting on Saturday next 
in the Latin Quarter and a public demon- 


stration on Sunday afternoon in the Place 
de la Concorde. 

Meanwhile the effervescence increases in 
the Provinces. Shops of Jews at Nantes 
have been stoned. M. Clémenceau’s paper, 
the Aurore, was publicly burned in front of 


the Military Club at Bordeaux, where se-, 


rious disorders took place. The police were 
roughly handled, and the guards finally 
charged the mob Thirty-two arrests have 
been made. 


LYONS, Jan. 18.—To-day the students 
made a riotous demonstration in front of 
the synagogue and the Jewish shops, break- 
ing shop windows and raising menacing 
shouts. 

The police had great difficulty in dispers- 
ing them. Hand-to-hand encounters were 
frequent, and there were many arrests, 


COMPLAINT AGAINST ZOLA, 


Gen. Billot Lodges It with the Minis- 
ter of Justice in Paris—Social. 
ists Issue a Manifesto. 


PARIS, Jan. 18.—The Minister for War, 
Gen. Billot, has lodged with the Minister of 
Justice, M. Darlan. a formal complaint 
against M. Emile Zola, and the manager of 


the Aurore. The complaint will be for- 
warded to the Public Prosecutor. - 

During the day the Socialists issued a vio- 
lent manifesto, exhorting the country not 
to make a distinction between Jewish cap- 
italists and Catholic capitalists, andi urging 
distrust of those “‘ who, under the pretense 
of anti-Semitism, propose to expropriate 
one portion of the bourgeoisie in favor of 
another category of the bourgeoisie.” 

The manifesto concludes with denouncing 
the “‘ military peril.”’ 


ROTHSCHILD APPEARS AT COURT. 


Emperor Francis Joseph’s Course 
Criticised—Trouble in Prague, 


VIENNA, Jan. 18.—Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph has received in audience Baron Na- 


thaniel Rothschild and granted him the 
right to appear at Court. 

This decision is likely ‘to give great offense 
to the Anti-Semites, 

The recent events in the Bohemian Diet 
are regarded as proving that a Czech-Ger- 
man compromise is more remote than ever. 


STUDENT ASSAULTED IN PRAGUE. 


Session of the Diet Suspended and 
Gov. Coudenhove Asked to Resign. 
PRAGUE, Jan. 18—The Bohemian Diet 

to-day was again the scene of turbulence. 
Dr. Wolff, on arriving, announced that a 
German student had been assaulted in the 
street, whereupon all the Germans rose 
and violently demanded satisfaction, calling 
upon Gov. Coudenhove to resign, on 
the ground that he is incapable of govern- 
ing Bohemia. The session was eventually 
suspended, all the German deputies hurry- 
ing to the scene of the assault. 

When the session was resumed, the Gov- 
ernor said that a Czech student, who had 
struck a German because the latter was 
wearing the colors of a German student 
corps, had been arrested. The police, he 
added, had done their duty efficiently; but 
no police could prevent such occurrences. 
The Czechs loudly protested against these 
remarks. 


FOUGHT A FIERCE FIRE. 


The Livingston Building on the Site 
of the Ireland Building Badly 
Damaged—$20,000 Loss. 


Fire last night completely destroyed the 
contents of the fourth floor of the Living- 
ston Building, an eight-story structure at 
55 and 57 West Third Street. Although 
the building proved to be thoroughly fire- 
proof, so flerce was the fire that tongues of 
flame reached up from the windows of the 
fourth floor and partially destroyed the 
contents of the floor above. 

For a time the entire upper portion of 
the structure was threatened, as was the 
Central Apartment House in Washington 
Square South, which adjoins the Living- 
ston Building on the north. Three alarms 
were responded to by the Fire Depart- 
ment. 

The fire was discovered almost simultane- 
ously at a few minutes past 8 o’clock by 
Arthur Robbins, the watchman in the build- 
ing, who was in the basement at the time, 
and by Policeman Walter A. Stevens of the 
Mercer Street Station, who was standing on 
Washington Square. Both men _ were 


startled by the crash of window glass on 
the pavement, followed by the bursting of 
a sheet of flame from: one of the fourth 
floor windows, facing Third Street. 

Stevens turned in an alarm from the cor- 
ner of Third Street and Broadway. Find- 
ing that it was not responded to, he ran 
to Wooster and Third Street and repeated 
the alarm. By this time fire and smoke 
were pouring from nearly every window 
of the fourth floor, and when the engines 
finally arrived a vast conflagration was 
threatened. The first floor of the building 
is vacant. The second and third are oc- 
cupied by the G. Wuerth Manufacturin 
Company, makers of picture frames an 
moldings; the fourth was used by H. M. 
Marx’s Sons, dealers in furs; the fifth 
by Lamchick, Yatkowsky & Silberman, cap 
manufacturers; the sixth by Goldstein & 
Gons, cap manufacturers, and the Gotham 
Novelty Company, and the seventh and 
eighth floors by the Cimiotto Unhairing 
Company. 

The tire heated the walls of the rooms ad- 
joining in the Central Apartment House so 
that the occupants fied in terror, and fright- 
ened men and women rushed in squads from 
the building. 

Thirteen engines and one water tower 
were at length brought to play upon the 
building, and within a half hour the flames 
were under control, having consumed every- 
thing inflammable on the fourth floor. The 
contents of the fifth floor were partially 
consumed, but the other floors were un- 
touched. The d@ may reach $20,000. 
The cause of the fire is unknown. 

The Livingston Layne was finished 
about a year ago, and stands on the site of 
the Ireland Building, which collapsed in 
1895, causing the death of fifteen workmen 
and the serious injury of many others. The 
building is owned by Strong & Ireland, 60 
Liberty Street. 


CHICAGO BROKER ACCUSED. 


Robert Lindblom on Trial for Irregu- 
lar Practices 


CHICAGO, Jan, 18.—The Directors of the 
Board of Trade began the hearing to-day of 
Robert Lindblom on charges preferred by 
John Hill, Jr. There were thirty charges 
in all, but the general one is “ reporting 
false and fictitious trades, and also dealing 
in differences on the market price in the 
commodities on the Exchange. 

Owing to the lateness of the hour, the 
hearing was postponed for a week. nd- 
blom pleaded not guilty. He refused to 
talk for publication other than to say that 
the charges were false. 

Joseph L. Ball & Co. were expelled from 
board membership to-day. 


BIG CONCLAVE OF MASONS. 


Mr. Hanna’s Secretary Interested in a 
Project for Cayuga Island. 


BUFFALO, Jan. 18.—S. A. Perkins, pri- 
vate secretary to Senator Mark MHanna, 
was in town yesterday to see the Directors 
of the Pan-American Exposition. It de- 
veloped to-day that Mr. Perkins’s visit had 


to do with the mightiest conclave of Masons 
that the world has ever seen. 

The managers of the exposition had al- 
ready considered the scheme, and the ar- 
rangements are practically perfected. It is 
intended to erect on the exposition grounds, 
on, Cayuga Island, a huge Masonic temple, 
on lines corresponding to the Biblical de- 
scription of King Solomon’s Temple. 

Every blue lodge, chapter, commandery, 
and consistory from Maine to California and 
from the Rio Grande to Cape Horn is te be 
invited to participate in the conclave. 


SHOOTING AFFRAY IN ST. LOUIS. 


A Millionaire Wounds a Bookkeeper 
Who Had Attacked His Daughter. 


ST. LOUIS, Jan. 18.—Dr. Charles F. Sim- 
mons, a reputed millionaire and President 
of the Simmons Patent Medicine Company, 
shot Emil Davidson, bookkeeper for the St. 
Louis Trust Company, at the corner of Car- 
dinal Avenue and Olive Street to-day. Dr. 
Simmons, who is an elderly man, met Da- 
vidson on the street. Passers-by heard an- 
gry words, and the next instant Simmons 
drew a revolver and fired five times, each 
shot taking effect. Davidson is seriously 
wounded, but will recover. 

Simmons was arrested. He told Capt. 
Boyd that the man he shot had attacked his 
daughter, and that in shooting Davidson he 
had endeavored to avenge a wrong. This is 
Dr. Simmons’s third affray. Several years 
ago he stabbed his brother-in-law in Missis- 
sippi, and three years ago he stabbed his 
bookkeeper, named McBrain. 


JOHN N. LINDSAY ASSIGNS. 


Axuether Blow to the Wrecked Tren- 
ton Loan Associations. 


TRENTON, Jan. 18.—The stockholders of 
the Mercer and Mechanics’ Building and 
Loan Associations, which were wrecked by 


the Treasurer, Peter W. Crozier, embezzling 
nearly $100,000, have received another shock 
by the assignment of John N. Lindsay. He 
was the President of the two building and 
loan associations, and it was thought he 
Was wealthy and would help many of the 
small depositors who had lost all their 
savings by placing them in the associations. 

The assignees of Crozier have a suit pend- 
ing against Lindsay, alleging that he ob- 
tained some of the money embezzled by the 
missing Treasurer. This Mr. Lindsay em- 
phatically denies. Mr. Lindsay assigned to 
Charles L. Patterson because of a judgment 
obtained by Scott Berrian of Princeton 
against him. Mr. Lindsay says his nominal 
assets are about $7,000, while his liabilities 
amount to $6,000.

In repeating a conversation witness had 
with Capt. Carter just previous to meeting 
of the court-martial, he said he told Capt. 
Carter that he did not feel free to go to 
him and tell him of defects because he be- 
lieved Capt. Carter was friendly to Capt. 
Green, who had the contract. 

The contract specified that the fascines 
should be made carefully and thoroughly. 
The witness testified that they were not so 
made and only contained about one-third 
of the brush that they should have. He 
had not made any report of these facts 
to Capt. Carter, because the latter had*seen 
and inspected the work, and there was no 
occasion for him to make a report. 

The court adjourned to meet again in 
Savannah Thursday morning. 


DRAW POKER IN A SEMINARY. 


Presbyterian Theological Students 


Accused in Allegheny. 


PITTSBURG, Jan. 18.—At its weekly 
meeting this afternoon the Faculty of the 
Western Theological Seminary of the Pres- 
byterian Church, in Allegheny, examined 
thirty candidates for the ministry charged 
with breaking the rules. Chief among the 
alleged offenses is the introduction of draw 
poker in seminary circles. The students 
were examined individually, and those im- 
plicated were told by President Thomas H. 
Robinson of the Faculty that their sen- 
tences would be made known in chapel 
Thursday morning. In the meantime, the 
culprits are living in fear and trembling. 

Half a dozen suspensions and as many ex- 
pulsions are probate, while students who 
have been graduated but are involved, may 
lose their diplomas and their connection 
with the Church. It is stated that the 
charges have been sifted carefully and that 
card playing was only one of them. The 
members of the Faculty refuse to make any 
statement. Rumors concerning the conduct 
of the students have been current for a 
year, but not until recently did the Faculty 
take cognizance of the stories. 


STATE BAR ASSOCIATION. 


Oration on the Charter and Future of 
New York by William C. De Witt. 


ALBANY, Jan, 18.—The annual meeting 
of the State Bar Association opened this 
evening in the Assembly Chamber. Presi- 
dent Edward G. Whitakér in his annual ad- 
dress advocated the biennial sessions of the 
Legislature as a means of reducing the 
amount of legislation which finds its way 
to the statute books of the State. He also 
advocated the abolition of the inchoate 
right of dower, and urged that married wo- 
men should be entitled to dower only in 
such lands as the husband dies seized of. 

William C. De Witt, who delivered the 
oration of the evening in place of John 
G. Carlisle, whose absence was occasioned 
by the death of his son, spoke on the 
New York charter, and gave a minute 
and comprehensive delineation of its ma- 
chinery. 

Speaking of New York’s future he showed 
that a continuation of the commercial ad- 
vancement of New York must come in her 
commercial connections with fore na- 
tions. What England had done for ndon 
so must America do for New York. He 
called upon the American ple to “ for- 
ever insist that Greater New York shall 
take her place among the commercial cities 
of the world, so that upon the ocean as 
upon the lakes she shall maintain business 
relations and active trade with every point 
where human daring ventures or human in- 
dustry seeks fair exchange of products on 
the broad basis of the brotherhood of 
man.”

BICYCLEPOLIGEMANKILLED | ‘HE COTTON MILL STRIKE. | COBAN FIGHT IN THE HOUSE 


His Skull Crushed in a Collision at 
Sixty-third Street and Mad- 
ison Avenue. 


A CITIZEN SEVERELY HURT 


The Officer, One of the Youngest on 
the Force, Was Chasing a Street 
Car to Complete an Offi- 
cial Memorandum. 


While chasing an underground trolley car 
down Madison Avenue, Frederick H. Lin- 
coln, one of the youngest and most active 
of the Police Bicycle Corps, was thrown 
from his wheel and instantly killed at 
Sixty-third Street and Madison Avenue, at 
8:50 last evening. Julius Herschberg of 157 
East Seventy-ninth Street, with whom Lin- 
coln was in collision, was badly injured, 
and is under his doctors care and the 
supervision of the police at his home. 

Lincoln, who was twenty-two years old 
and an expert rider, had the bicycle post on 
Madison Avenue, from LEighty-sixth to 
Fifty-ninth Street. He was wheeling down 
the avenue at Seventy-eighth Street at 8 
o’clock, when he saw a woman named Katie 
Greehy, who lives at 725 Eleventh Avenue 
and works at 208 West Hignty-first Street, 
fall from the rear platform of a south-bound 
car. He picked the woman up and sent in 
an ambulance call. 
the Presbyterian Hospital in an ambulance 
with Dr. Howland, who responded, and Lin- 
coln took her to a drug store at Seventy- 


sixth Street and Lexington Avenue. She be- 
came worse there, and Lincoln sent in an- 
other call, bringing a second ambulance 
from the same hospital, and Dr. Dorsey took 
charge of the patient. 

Lincoln then began to make out his official 
report of the occurrence. He had the name 
and address of the woman, the number of 
the car from which she fell, 1,204, and the 
names of the motorman, T. O’Brien, and of 
Thomas Smith, probably the conductor. In 
his haste he had omitted to get the ad- 
dresses of the two men. Many minutes 
had elapsed, but Lincoln probably feared a 
reprimand for his omission. He jumped on 
his wheel and turned into Madison Avenue 
at full speed, going down on the west side, 
hoping to catch the car somewhere. 

He was scorching hard as he neared Sixty- 
third Street. At the south crossing of that 
street a south-bound car stopped and three 
men stepped off—Mr. Herschberg and two 
friends. Lincoln was rushing down on them 
and yelled to them to stand still. At the 
same time he swerved in toward the side- 
walk. The three men, alarmed and con- 
fused, also ran for the sidewalk. Lincoin 
was going over the asphalt probably at 
eizhteen miles an hour and struck Mr. 
Herschberg. Lincoln flew into the air over 
his handlebars, turned, and fell on his 
back, the back of his head striking the edge 
of the curbstone, 

Peoplé rushed to the scene from every 
direction. Both Lincoln and Herschberg 
lay on the street. Police Officer Witbeck, 
who was on post near by, sent in an am- 
bulance call, but Lincoln needed no medical 
aid. The back of his head was crushed in. 

Mr. Herschberg’s friends picked him up 
ax ' put him in a cab and drove off. The 
Presbyterian Hospital ambulance, which Lin- 
coln had called out a short time before, 
again answered a call, but all that could 
be done was to remove his yody to the East 
Sixty-seventh Street Station. His uncom- 
pleted memorandum of the accident to the 
woman, made out on two sheets of a drug- 
gist’s order blank, was found by a reporter 
where he fell. He had held it in his hand 
or had—stuffed-it-loosely in--ome-of his 
pockets. 

The police located Mr. Herschberé, after 
some difficulty. His attending physician 
said he was seriously hurt and was suffer- 
ing from shock and contusion, and that he 
would be injuriously affected by the ex- 
citement of a formal arrest. A policeman 
was put on duty before his door, as a mat- 
ter of form. 

Lincoln was appointed on the force Feb. 
11, 1897. He was from Saratoga County, 
where his father and mother and a brother 
live. He lived at 68 East One Hundred 
and Thirtieth Street.

New Bedford Weavers Vote to Make 
the Fining System an Issue—Con- 
cession in Fall River. 


BOSTON, Jan. 18.—Interest in the second 
day of the great contest of the cotton in- 
dustry of New England centred almost en- 
tirely in the strike at New Bedford. The 
disturbances in that city yesterday after- 
noon and last evening led to the belief that 
a similar demonstration might be attempted 
to-day, but nothing of the kind occurred. 

The New Bedford Weavers’ Union at a 
meeting this afternoon voted to make the 
removal of the fines system an issue of the 
strike. The vote was taken after a discus- 


sion of considerable length, and it was 
quite a close shave for the issue, inasmuch 
as the President ruled that it required a 
two-thirds vote, the same as any other 
question of strike. There were votes 
cast, and the required two-thirds was 864. 
The vote on the adoption of the issue was: 
Yeas, 383; nays, 153. The majority over the 
required two-thirds was 19. 

It is the general opinion that the strikers 
have strengthened their cause by making 
the question of fines a definite issue with 
the mill owners. It is just possible that 
an agreement on this question may lead to 
some satisfactory ending of the whole mat- 
ter in that city, although at present such 
an outcome seems far distant. 

The matter of financial support to the 
strikers was also discussed not only in 
New Bedford, but in Biddeford, Saco, and 
Lewiston, Me., and while the union strik- 
ers seem to have no anxiety regarding the 
next three months, the non-union men who 
are out have a feeling that they may not 
receive sufficient support. 

In Fall River the Superintendent of the 
King Philip Mill, where there is a strike, 
agreed to remedy the union’s grievances, 
but other than this there appears to have 
been no breach in the line of the manu- 
facturers during the day. 


BANKRUPT MILLS SOLD. 


The Bennett and Columbia Concerns 
Rought by the Creditors. 


NEW BEDFORD, Mass., Jan. 18.—The 
Bennett and Columbia spinning mills and all 
their accounts and other quick assets were 
sold at auction this morning. The prop- 
erties were disposed of separately, the Ben- 
nett being offered first. It was purchased 
by Louis Snow and Edward S. Brown, 
trustees for a syndicate of the creditors, 
for $1,080,000. Then the Columbia was sold, 
and was knocked down to the same parties 
for $720,000. The two plants will now be 
combined under one corporation, to be 
known as the Bennett Spinning Company, 
with a capital of $1,800,000. 

The Columbia and Bennett mills went into 
the hands of a receiver during the mill 
troubles of the Spring of 1897. 


DEPOSITED HER BABY. 


An Arizona Woman Pledges a Child 
to Pay for Her Husband's Liquor. 


PRESCOTT, Arizona, Jan. 18.—While the 
Cabinet Saloon was crowded with people, 
Mrs. Beli entered, with a babe in her arms, 
and, placing it on the bar, left, with this 


farewell: “The father of. this child de- 
Serted me and my baby, caring more for 
whisky than either of us. I wish to tender 
you now his child, so that his appetite may 
be gratified to the extent of the deposit.” 

There was a rush for the youngster, sev- 
enty-five men coming forward and offering 
to care for the waif. The Probate Judge 
was called in to settle the controversy, and 
has taken charge ot the child.

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Effort to Secure a Vote on a Reso- 
lution to Recognize the Insur- 
gents as Belligerents. 


DIVISION ON PARTY LINES 


Republicans Respond to a Call from 
Their Managers to Sustain the 
Rules—Debate Causes Great 
Excitement. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Cuba had a 
hearing in the House to-day, and for a time 
it looked as if parliamentary precedents 
would be set aside and a resolution recog- 
nizing the insurgents as belligerents would 
be attached as a rider to the Diplomatic and 
Consular Appropriation bill. 

As soon as the enacting clause of the bill 
had been read, the House being in Commit- 
tee of the Whole, Mr. De Armond (Dem., 
Mo.,) offered an amendment providing for 
recognizing the Cuban insurgents as bel- 
ligerents. 

Mr. Hitt, (Rep., IiL,) Chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, raised the 
point of order that the amendment was new 
legislation and obnoxious to the rules of 
the House. 

Mr. De Armond, speaking to the point of 
order, said he fully understood the rules 
of the House, which were designed to sup- 
press when desired the will of the House, 
The Chairman of the Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee might, he said, feel constrained to 
raise this point of order, but he reminded 
the House that there still resided in its 
judgment the power at any time, at any 


place, on any bill, to place what the House 
believed should be there, 


De Armond Taunts Republicans. 


For months those in control of the House 
had declined to allow the House to consider 
the Cuban question, although the people of 
the country, without regard to party, de- 
sired that Congress should consider and act 


upon this question. When the people of the 
country felt as they did, it was the duty 
of members to override “ these petty little 
— " which had been used to suppress 
action. 

The newspapers were filled daily with har< 
rowing tales of starvation and cruelty in 
Cuba. _. Should Congress emulate the ex- 
ample of Nero, who fiddled while Rome 
burned, and sit supinely and indifferently 
by when men a]lmost within sight of our 
shores were fighting valorously for princi- 
ples as holy as patriots ever espoused or 
heroes ever defended? Mr. De Armond 
taunted the Republicans with being sulsser- 
vient to those who desired to. prevent ate 
tion on this question. Further inact», 
he insisted, would be a disgrace to Amiuvi- 
can manhood. 

The autonomy offered by Spain was re 
volting mockery, a sham, and a delusion. 
The other side must understand that the 
question could not be evaded or dodged. 
They could not plead the rules as an excuse 
for non-action. 

Mr. De Armond was proceeding to de- 
nounce the Administration for following the 
example of its predecessor in sending out 
the United States Navy to hunt down the 
sympathizers with the struggling Cubans 
when Mr. Steele (Rep., Ind.,) and Mr. Hitt 
both called the attention of the Chair ta 
the fact that Mr. De Armond was not dis- 
cussing the point of order. 

Mr. Armond said he understood this, 
but he would not flinch from his purp®se. 
“He would say no more. But if the point of 
order was sustained, he declared that it 
was his purpece to appeal from the deci- 
sion of the Chair and give the House the 
opportunity to determine this question for 
itself. He felt constrained to do this, he 
said, out of a sense of public duty, 


Bailey’s Challenge to Hitt. 


Mr. Bailey of Texas, the Democratic lead- 
er, reinforced the views of Mr. De Ar- 
mond in a forcible speech, arguing that a 
proposition to recognize a state of war 
in Cuba was certainly germane to the bill. 

The climax of Mr. Bailey’s speech came 
when he dramatically offered to withdraw 


the amendment if Mr. Hitt, the Chairman 
of the Foreign Affairs Committee, would 
give assurances that the Senate resolution 
would receive consideration within a rea- 
sonable time. 

The Democrats applauded this challenge 
heartily, Mr. Bailey paused to await Mr. 
Hitt’s answer, but Mr. Hitt did not rise 

“The gentleman,” added Mr. Bailey, “is 
as silent as the Republican Party on this 
question.” 

Again the Democrats cheered, and the 
galleries also applauded. 

Then Mr. Hitt rose, but instead of replys 
ing to Mr. Bailey’s challenge he called the 
attention of the Chair to the fact that Mr. 
a was not discussing the point of or- 
er, 

“It is an attempt to have two general de- 
bates,”’ said he. 

The Democrats jeered this statement. 

Mr. Hepburn (Rep., Iowa,) in the chair 
then sustained the point of order, where- 
upon Mr. De Armond, in order to get the 
question before the House in a better form, 
offered the Senate Cuban resolution as an 
amendment, and when it was overruled 
mate his appeal from the decision of the 

air, 


Excitement in the House, 


By this time the greatest excitement ex. 
isted in the House. The galleries had filled 
to overflowing; messengers had been sent 
scurrying to all quarters of the Capitol to 
summon Republicans who were absent from 


the hall.. It was evident there was fear on 
the part of the House managers that the 
House might be carried off its feet on thig 
first occasion of a test of the sentiment 
toward Cuba, 

The House managers made their fight for 
regularity of proceeding. The er, who 
was in the lobby, came into the hall and 
helped to rally his followers, 

Mr. Dingley, the floor leader of the major- 
ity, took the floor. He characterized Mr. 
De Armond’s appeal from the decision of 
the Chair as a@ most extraordinary proposi- 
tion. It was a proposition to override the 
rules, and establish a new mode of proced- 
ure and to destroy the orderly transaction 
of omnes. ' 5 

‘Many a time,” he was saying, “‘I mi 
have been tempted for partisan oe 

“Then the gentleman concedes this is a 
partisan question,’ shouted Mr. Terry, 
(Dem., Ark.,) ‘‘ that the Democrats are on 
one side and the Republicans on the other.” 

Mr. Dingley waved Terry aside and paid 
no attention to the interruption, which the 
Democrats had applauded, 

Mr. Dingley appealed to his side of the 
House to sustain the rules of the House, 
Partisan spirit was running at fever heat, 
and the Republicans indicated their support 
by warm manifestations of approval. 


Denanciation of the Rules. 


Mr. De Armond, in reply, urged members 
on both sides of the House to vote to “ free 
this House for one hour from a dominion so 
absolute that it is impossible to get consid- 


eration of any matter, no matter how im- 
portant or urgent, without the consent of 
those in authority in the House. 

“It seems,” he added, ironically, “to be 
our loftiest duty to observe the petty shift- 
ing rules of the House, no matter where 
they lead or what the exigencies of the 
time demand.” 

Again at this point Mr. Hitt protested that 
the debate was not on the question before 
the House, and again the minority jeered. 

“TIT am sticking as close to my text,” 
shouted Mr. De Armond, “ as the gentleman 
from Maine (Mr. Dingley) did.’ 

Mr. Simpson (Pop., Kan.,) interrupted to 
state that the Speaker himself had violated 
Rule 10 by not appointing the committees 
of the House. 

Mr. Hendehson, (Rep., Iowa,) a member 
of the Rules Committee, answered with 
spirit and much evidence of feeling.. He 
said the Missouri member (De Armond) was 
again lecturing the House. He was inter- 
rupted by Mr. Armond, and the colloquy 
was fast and furious as to all promises 
that a new code of rules would presented. 

When at one point Mr. De Armond got a 
round of applause, Mr, Henderson ex- 
claimed: “It a your political buncombe 
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that you are applauding. There is no com- 
mittee in this House so mighty .as to. act 
or retard action unless the use is behind 
it. And there is no man so mighty as to 
retard action unless a majority of the House 
is behind him.”’ 

The confusion redoubled as the debate 
proceeded, many members contending for 
the floor, while the area in front of the 
s er’s desk was crowded.

“But if a majority is against action on 
that resolution,” he added, defiantly, “ then 
that aetion will not be taken, despite the 
fine play of the gentleman from Missouri.” 

Mr. Lewis (Dem., Washington,) gave a 


breathing spell by making a long speech 
on precedents favorable to the Cuban 
amendment. The Cuban theme temporaril 
disappeared, and Mr. Cannon (Rep., IIL, 
and others discussed the parliamentary 
status. 

“If the Cuban amendment is not in 
order,” askea Mr. Bland (Dem., Mo.,) of 
Mr. Cannon, “how can the questton be 
brought before the House, so we can vote 
on it?” 

“T am not required to answer how you 
must proceed,” answered Mr. Cannon, amid 
derisive laughter from the Democratic side. 
“Deo you yourself believe this amendment 
is in order?” 

“Yes, I do,’’ responded Mr. Bland, “ be- 
cause this is the only way we can get at 
it. It is a law of necessity, just now.” 

Mr. Fleming (Dem., Ga.,) declared that, 
while he was in favor of acknowledging the 
independence of Cuba, he had sworn to sup- 
port the rules of the House, and he could 
not bring himself to vote to overthrow them, 
These -remarks earned for him several 
rounds of applause from the Republican 
side. 

Immediately a break occurred in the Re- 
publican ranks when Mr. Colson (Rep., Ky.,) 
denounced the inaction of the House on the 
Cuban resolution, and the applause was 
transferred to the Democratic side. This 
was short lived though, as Mr. Colson con- 
cluded his remarks by declaring that he 
should vote to uphold the decision of the 
Chair. 

“But I warn my Republican friends,” he 
added, “‘ that we have delayed too long the 
recognition of the insurgents. If we do 
not act we will be swept out of power. And 
if we are not given the opportunity to act, 
I for one, will join any revolutionary tactics 
in order to cast my vote for Cuban inde- 
pendence.”’ {General applause.] 


No Vote on the Cuban, Resolution, 


When Mr. Hitt moved to close debate on 
the pending paragraph of the bill before the 
House,: Mr. Bailey. attempted to make the 
point of order that the question was on 
the appeal, and not on the paragraph, and 
that Mr. Hitt’s motion was not in order, 
but Mr, Hepburn, who was in the chatir, 
held that Mr. Bailey’s point of order came 
too late. This announcement was greeted 
with Democratic jeers,

THE MUNICIPAL ASSEMBLY 


Trouble in the Board of Aldermen 
Owing to Disregard of the 
Rules of Procedure. 


THE COUNCIL SETTLING DOWN 


Ordinances Introduced Regulating 
Smoking on Brooklyn Borough 
Street Cars—Councilman Leich 
Dubbed the “Great Ob- 
structionist.”’ 


The Municipal Assembly met for the third 
time at 1 o’clock yesterday afternoon. The 
work in the Council proceeded smoothly on 
the whote, but in the Board of Aldermen 
there was some trouble, owing to a greater 
or less disregard of the rules of procedure 
that had been adopted at the previous ses- 
Sion. President Guggenheimer called the 
Council to order at 1:20. When some of the 
members began to present resolutions they 
found that they had run foul of the rules, 
one of which provides that all resolutions, 
to be introduced, must be in the hands of 
the Clerk at 11 o’clock on the day of the 
meeting. Many members had overlooked 
this, and as a result there was a tangie. 
The only way that could then be followed 
was to vote unanimous consent, which the 
unfortunates did. 

Under the rules all legislation must go to 
three readings, although it is the usual 
mode of procedure to announce only the 
title after the first reading. But Council- 
man Leich, who was yesterday dubbed by 
some of che members the * Great Obstruc- 
tionist,’’ insisted on a literal construction 
of the rules, and the clerks had to drone 
out the full text at each reading. When the 
resolution to rescind the Hall of Records 
resolution came up it was read in full at 
Qouncilman Leich’s request; by his request 
it was again read in full after its adoption 
was moved; read again when referred, read 
in Committee of the Whole, and again and 
finally read when it came up for final adop- 
tion, 

Councilman McGarry of Brooklyn intro- 
duced an ordinance requiring that every 
third car during “rush” hvurs, and at 
other times the fourth surface car on all the 
roads operated in the Boroughs of Queens 
and Brooklyn shall be a car for the use 
of smokers except during the warm sea- 
son, when open cars are run, during which 
time a section shall be reserved for smok- 
ers. The ordinance prohibits smoking on 
the platforms of cars, or within any closed 
car except the special third or fourth car. 
The penalty fixed for the violation of the 
ordinance is $100. Mr. McGarry also intro- 
duced an ordinance requiring all surface 
roads in Breoklyn and Queens to run at 
least one car every hour between 1 and 5 
A. M. The same penalty is attached for 
non-observance of the ordinance. 

A communication reciting the work done 
by the Board of Aldermen at its last ses- 
sion was read and each ordinance contained 
in it was referred to the proper committee. 
Among these was the one rescinding the 
grant of the Hall of Records to the Na- 
tional Historical Society, passed in compli- 
ance with the request of the Mayor, con- 
tained in a special message on the matter. 
A resolution was introduced and referreu 
to give offices to the Bronx Borough offi- 
cials, 

Councilman Leich raised the point of or- 
der that all resolutions must be in_ the 
hands of the Clerk by 11 o’clock, and Presi- 
dent Guggenheimer sustained him. 

Councilman Conly asked by resolution the 
appointment of Dr. A. Warner Shepherd as 
physician for the Kings County Jail. It 
was referred to the Committee on Salaries 
and Offices. ° 

A resolution was introduced by Council- 
man Doyle, providing for the establishment 
of ten Sealing and Weighing Districts, and 
the creation of a like number of Inspectors 
of Weights and Measures. ‘The resolution 
provides for a penalty of $100 for the using 
of uncertified weights and measures, and 
regulates the fees and: prescribes the duties 
of the Inspectors. It also provides for the 
dismissal of all city eanployes who may now 
be doing such work. 

Councilman Oakley asked that the reso- 
lution be referred to the Law Committee 
for immediate consideration, 

A recess of ten minutes was taken to per- 
mit the committee to act. 

When the Council reconvened the budg- 
ets for the various departments were taken 
up. The District Attorney of Kings County 
asked for $80,100. The estimate of the 
Board of Education was $6,962,145.92 for the 
Boroughs of Manhattan and the Bronx. This 
budget was indorsed by the board on Jan. 
12, as needed for the year 1898. The Dock 
Board asked for permmission to construct an 
electric lighting and a heating plant for 
the recreation pier at the foot of East 
Twenty-fourth Street at a cost of $35,000. 
The present cost of heating and lighting is 
$23,500 per year, and the Dock Commission- 
ers asserted that the establishment of a 
plant by the city would mean an annual 
saving of $9,000. A similar suggestion was 
made with regard to the other recreation 
piers. 

The Council adopted a _ resolution § that 
had been favorably reported by the Com- 
mittee on Buildings, ratifying the selection 
of quarters by the heads of the depart- 
ments. At a meeting of the Board of Esti- 
mate Mayor Van Wyck and Controller 
Coler objected to the “indiscriminate ”’ 
renting of offices, and Messrs. Guggen- 
heimer and Muh, members of the board, 
were appointed a special committee to se- 
cure several floors ot one building for city 
uses. Mr. Guggenheimer at that time said 
that some of the departments had rented 
offices at a rate for floor space of from 25 
to 40 per cent. higher than the average. 
Permission was granted, under a suspen- 
sion of the ordinance, to Chu Fong, the 
Mayor of Chinatown, to set off fireworks 
on the occasion of the Chinese New Year's. 

While these matters were being consid- 
ered Councilman Leich made many objec- 
tions to the manner of procedure, and Coun- 
cilman McGarry rose to protest. ‘“ Coun- 
cilman Leich,” he said, “is becoming a 
trifle monotonous. I have sat in previous 
boards with the gentleman, and I know 
his habits. I will therefore tell it to you, who 
don’t know him—it’s only his way.” 

The Council went into the Committee of 
the Whole to consider the ordinance for a 
Bureau of Licenses, The report of the com- 
mittee, which was favorable, failed of final 
passage, Councilmen Leich, Williams, and 
Francisco of Brooklyn voting against it. A 
similar ordinance had already passed the 
Board of Aldermen, but in the Council a 
three-fourths (22) vote is necessary to the 
passage of any measure for the allocation 
of money. Only 20 votes were cast in the 
affirmative. Councilman Foley called up 
the proposed ordinance again by a motion 
to reconsider. The motion prevailed, and 
the measure was placed on general orders. 
The weights and measures ordinance re- 
mained in committee. 

It was asserted after adjournment that, 
inasmuch as,the granting of licenses was 
one of the prerogatives of the clerks of the 
old Board of Aldermen, the u r house did 
not purpose to give away its powers, It 
was said that the members formerly found 
it a convenient thing to be able to help some 
constituent who wanted a license, and that, 
besides this, the work would give employ- 
ment to clerks and add to the patronage of 
the Municipal Assembly. 


THE BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


Resolution Against Four Lines of 
Electric Cars on Amsterdam . Ave- 
nue—Effects of Misplaced Comma. 


There were only five absentees from the 
meeting of the Board of Aldermen yester- 
day. Alderman Muh moved that the read- 
ing of the minutes of the previous meet- 
ing be dispensed with, but Alderman Stew- 
art of Brooklyn protested. “Under Rule 
8,” he said, “the minutes‘ must be read 
tc the end, that any mistakes therein may 
be corrected.” The reading began and had 


| proceeded for some minutes when Alderman 
Goodman came to the aid of the weary 
clerk, by . stating 
had slipped a comma. “ Theré’s a comma 
in the rule,” he cried, “‘ and it’s after the 
word ‘read.’ The rulé means that the 
minutes shall be read, to the end that 
mistakes shall’ be corrected.” 
Alderman Hennessy of Brooklyn offered 
a resolution prohibiting indiscriminate smok- 


ing on the street cars in Brooklyn, except 


between the hours of 5 and 8 A. M. and 
5 and 7 P, M., and requiring the Brooklyn 
elevated roads to provide smoking cars at 
the rear of every train. Other provisions 
of the ordinance are similar to those _con- 
tained in the ordinance introduced by Coun- 
cilman McGarry. The ordinance was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Railroads. . 

Alderman John 8. Roddy of the Twenty- 
first District, upon the request of the Peo- 
ple’s Committee in the Amsterdam Avenue 
matter, of which T. A. Fulton is Chair- 
man, introduced ‘the following resolution: 

Whereas, The running of horse cars upon four 
tracks upon Amsterdam Avenue, covering some 
35 of the 60 feet of. the width of that avenue, 
between Seventy-second and One Hundred and 
Twenty-fifth Streets is a detriment to that 
thoroughfare and _ neighborhood; and the 
threatened conversion of the four lines of 
horse cars into electric or other rapidly moving 
cars will greatly increase the danger to pedes- 
trians and result in certain loss of life and limb, 
especially among school children, who throng 
that avenue four times 4 day; and 

Whereas, There are six great water mains 
underlying the avenue, carrying half the water 
supply of the city to the reservoirs in Central 
Park, and the safekeeping and repair of ch 
mains being very difficult or well nigh impossible 
with four heavy-yoked trolley tracks upon the 
avenue; therefore be it 

Resolved, That the Corporation Counsel _ be 
and hereby is directed to take all possible legal 
steps to safeguard Amsterdam Avenue, and in- 
duce or compel the two rival railroad companies 
to use the two central tracks jointly; also to 
report back to this body as speedily as possible 
what steps can be taken by it to prevent the 
running of four lines of electric or other rapidly 
moving cars on Amsterdam Avenue. - 

Another resolution of a general, not spe- 
cific, purport, read: 

Be it Resolved, That no authority shall ,here- 
after be given to lay or operate in any street, 
avenue, or public place in the City of New York 
more than two railroad tracks, except upon the 
consent in writing. properly made and attested 
as required by law in such cases, of the own- 
ers of 75 per cent. in value of all the property 
facing upon that portion of the street, avenue, 
or public place where it is desired to lay more 
than two railroad tracks, such consents to ex-~ 
plicitly state for how cany extra tracks the con- 
sent is given and their exact location. 

The resolutions were referred to the Law 
Committee. 

A permit giving to the residents of China- 
town permission to discharge fireworks was 
introduced by Alderman Geagan and passed. 

The board resolved itself into a committee 
of the whole, with Alderman Muh in the 
chair. The committee eyportes favorably 
on several resolutions. he. board desig- 
nated offices for several of the city depart- 
ments, and passed an ordinance establish- 
ing a Bureau of Licenses in connection with 
the Mayor's Marshal’s office, in accordance 
with a provision of the charter. 

The board then adjourned till Tuesday. 


REPUBLICANS SEEK HARMONY. 


Brookfield Going to Albany to Confer 
on the Situation with Gov. Black 
and Others, It Is Said, 


William Brookfield, leader of the ‘‘ Repub- 
licans of the County of New York,” the 
new anti-Platt organization, said last night 
that he was going to Albany .to-day, ‘* just 
to look things over.”’ It is asserted, though, 
that the anti-Platt leader wants to confer 
with Gov. Black and other State leaders at 
the capital with regard to the situation. 
It is known that some of the leaders of the 


two Republican factions would like to dis- 
cover a basis on which the differences now 
existing can be settled and the party united 
for action next Fall. Gov. Black and his 
friends are understood to be making efforts 
to this end with some prospect of success, 
although it is not thought that the basis 
of compromise will be agreeable to Mr. 
Quigg and his advisers. 

Louls F. Payn, Superintendent of Insur- 
ance and Governor Black’s political confi- 
dant, had a oonference the other day with 
Mr. Brookfield, and they talked the matter 
over. It was said last night that Mr. Brook- 
field is now going to Albany to see Gov. 
Black, Superintendent Payn, and Superin- 
terndent of Public Works Aldridge and lay 
tue grievance of the Manhattan and Bronx 
Republicans before them. Mr. Brookfield 
will also, it was said, discuss with them the 
proposed ‘‘ Honest Primaries ”’ bill. 

W. H. Kenyon, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee of Fifty-three, said last night: 

“One of the evening papers credits the 
Chairman of the machine County Commit- 
tee as saying that certain eminent Repub- 
licans in New York City are considering 
plans to harmonize the party. The Com- 
mitte of Fifty-three has perfected such a 
plan based on the principle, first, of right, 
then of unity, and will carry it through. 

“The Republicans of the County of New 
York are going right ahead to an enrollment 
under the constitution adopted for the pur- 
pose by the Committee of Fifty-three. The 
pledge admits all Republicans, whether 
members of the Citizens’ Union movement 
or of the Good Government Clubs or not, 
and whether still enrolled in the old ma- 
chine organization or not. But naturally 
membership in the old machine organiza- 
tion (as also in Tammany, for example,) 
must be renounced upon entering the new 
organization.”’ 

It was said at the County Republican 
headquarters in the St. James Building, 
Broadway and Twenty-sixth Street, last 
night that no date had been fixed for the 
primaries. 


REPUBLICAN CLUB CHANGES. 


President Depew Would Make It the 
Centre of National Republicanism 
—Membership to be Increased, 


President Chauncey M. Depew ventured 
the prediction last night that the member- 
ship of the Republican Club would shortly 
reach the thousand mark. It is now about 
500. It was suggested that Mr. Depew’s 
statement might mean that President Mc- 
Kinley would become a member, and that 


his example would be followed by the 
chiefs of the National Administration. 

Mr. Depew said: ‘“‘I have assurances 
that give me license to say that the mem- 
bership of the Republican Club will soon 
reach 1,000, It is the desire to make the 
club at 450 Fifth Avenue typicaily Repub- 
lican, and representative of the National 
party organization. This does not mean 
that we shall have a political organization 
the centre of party action and a place of 
political scheming, but that we shall make 
the Republican Club representative of the 
great principles of Republicanism. What 
is desired is a club which shall be Na- 
tional in its type, and to which men emi- 
nent in the party, no matter in what local- 
ity they may reside, will come. 

“In this we are not following in the path 
of the Democratic Club, to which members 
have flocked merely to gain the favor of 
the leader. There the members of the or- 
ganization are under the tutelage of Mr. 
Croker. In widening the sphere of the Re- 
publican Club it is the desire onl to 
srenethen the principles of Republican- 
sm.” 


MARYLAND SENATORSHIP. 


Beginning of the Voting for a Suc- 
cessor to Arthur Pae Gorman, 


ANNAPOLIS, Md., Jan, 18—The Mary- 
land General Asssembly began, at 11:30 
o’clock this morning, to ballot for a United 
States Senator to succeed Arthur Pue Gor- 
man, whose term will expire in March, 
1899. 

The opening of the fight found the Re- 


publicans, who have a considerable major- 
ity in both houses, divided among them- 
selves, eleven of the number, all delegates 
from Baltimore City, having persistently 
refused to go into a caucus on the Sen- 
atorial or any other question. The situa- 
tion was further complicated by rumors 
that William T. Malster, the newly elected 
Republican Mayor of Baltimore, would en- 
ter the contest, and that he expected to 
win by means of a coalition between the 
eleven malcontents and the forty-seven 
Democrats in the House and Senate, which, 
i arated would give him a ma- 
ority.

The fourth annual dinner of Good Gov- 
ernment Club F took place at the St. Denis 
Hotel last night, and the topics were the 
result of the recent municipal election, and, 
in view of that result, the future of the 
struggle for good government. L. J. Calla- 
nan was in the chair. and Richard Watson 
Gilder, J. Augustus Johnson, J. Stanton, E. 
B. Merrill, J. 8. Lamb, C. W. Bowen, 
George W. White, O. E. Semple, Alfred R. 
Conkling, the Rev, Dr. Geer, Prof. A. Wer- 
ner, and B®. S. Hobbs were of the company. 

Richard Watson Gilder, who spoke first, 
after referring to the result of the elec- 
tion, declared that there is still great hope 
in the situation. It is easier, he said, to 
drive from office a set of bad men than tu 
prevent their return to office, and the op- 
position to Tammany four years hence may 
be successful. 

“Still,” said Mr. Gilder, “we are in the 
valley of humiliation. We are under @ 
government not Republican or Democratic 
in any philosophic sense—a government for 
the support and enrichment of certain per- 


sons, which is in the hands of one man 
not of that government. It is'a degrading 
situation. 


“Incompetent Officers.” 


“Men have been put in office who are in- 
competent. To take a man who is ignorant, 
a2 workman, unless he has earned the place, 
and give him an office, is not a compliment 
to the workingmen, but an insult. It is not 


democratic, but autocratic and aristocratic. 
We do not object to a man because he is 
poor, if he be not selected because he is a 
tool. , 

“There has been a serious and lamentable 
attack upon the Board of Education. If 
there has ever been a body of men who de- 
serve well of the city it is the present Board 
of Education. Yet they have been insulted. 
Our public library system has been wanton- 
ly assailed, and this is a menace to culture.” 

J. Augustus Johnson, President of Good 
Government Club. E, said that the move- 
ment for good. government had not alto- 
gether failed. He believed this would be a 
better administration than that of Gilroy, 
because of the standard that has been set. 
The people will not now accept dirty streets 
or the return of the trucks. 

** But,” said he, ‘‘ Tammany has returned 
to power under a charter full of unsolved 
problems. The city is not in the hands of 
either of the old parties, but of an aggrega- 
tion of spoilsmen, who had enough cohesive 
power to stick together while their op- 
ponents were divided. What are they going 
to do with it? Ir the government of this 
city is to be carried on from an up-town 
club and a down-town express office, what 
is to prevent the enslavement of the peo- 
ple? Every man here must make up his 
mind to be ready to fight for his city—it 
may be for his individual liberty. Darly 
in the next century we may have to do 
what our forefathers did.” 


Suggestion for Agitation. 


Mr. Johnson said continuity of political 
effort is more than ever needful, and sug- 
gested that a beginning be made with the 
young. He would establish lectures and 
classes in civics in every neighborhood and 
have public debates on municipal govern- 


ment through good government clubs or 
other organizations, whose motto should be, 
“JTndividua] Liberty and the Public Wel- 
fare Must and Shall. Be Preserved.” He 
would have this work supplemented by 
women’s auxiliaries. Mr. Johnson’s conclu- 
sion was as follows: 

** Babylon was lost while Belshazzar dined. 
New York was lost to reform when the 
river of patriotism was diverted from its 
channel and Croker entered dryshod. But 
the end is not yet. Enough new . voters 
come to the polls every four years to turn 
the scale. Let us learn wisdom from our 
mistakes and turn our faces toward the 
future... The Saviour of mankind wept over 
Jerusalem, that tiny city of little Pales- 
tine. Shall we not be deeply in earnest 
over this potentially the greatest city of 
the world?” 

Speeches were also made by. Alfred R. 
Conkling, S. C. Harriott, J. S. Lamb, and 
Prof. Werner. Mr. Lamb’s subject was 
“Civic Art,’ and he told how in every ef- 
fort made by the Civic Art Society it had 
“run up against’’ the politician and been 
frustrated. All the speakers expressed hope 
of ultimate succes.

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PROCEEDINGS IN CONGRESS 


Mr.. Morgan Gives the Senate the 
Second Installment of His 
Hawaiian Speech. 


WANTS THE ISLANDS ANNEXED 


Predicts that This Country Would Be 
at War in Ten Weeks If It Should 
‘ Neglect Its Opportunity to 
Take Hawaii. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Senator Morgan 
occupied the attention of the Senate during 
the entire time of the executive session to- 
day in the presentation of his views on the 
subject of the annexation of the Hawaiian 
Islands. This was the second installment of 
the Senator’s speech and when he concluded 
a few minutes after 5 o’clock he had not 
then reached the end. 

His speech to-day was a general presenta- 
tion of the importance of the islands to the 
United States. He dwelt especially upon 
the military importance of the islands, quot- 
ing Gen. Schofield and Capt. Mahan at 
length in support of his position that the 
islands were a natural outpost for the 
United States and necessary to the proper 
protection of our western coast and of our 
general commerce in case of war. 

Mr. Morgan predicted that if the United 
States “did not take advantage of the pres- 
ent opportunity to acquire the islands there 
would be war between this country and 
gome other power within ten weeks. It was 
not, he said, within the bounds of possibili- 
ty, in view of the present European com- 
petition for territory in Asia, that the 
Hawaiian Islands should be allowed to re- 
main independent for a year’s time after 
the United States should announce finally 


its determination not to make them a part 
of American territory. 

*‘Does the Senator from Alabama mean 
to say,” interrupted Senator Pettigrew, 
“that the Hawaiian Government would 
voluntarily seek the protection of some 
other power and thus forego the great ad- 
vantage those islands now enjoy in_their 
reciprocity arrangement with the United 
States, which results in our remitting to 
them annually not less than $6,000,000? ”’ 

To this question Senator Morgan replied 
that the reciprocity treaty had been nego- 
tiated for the purpose of giving this country 
cheap sugar. It had been of greater bene- 
fit to the United States than it had been 
to Hawaii. 

“We want,” he said, ‘‘ not only the sugar 
from Hawaii, but cheaper coffee as well, 
and that and many other necessary articles 
could be grown in these islands.”’ 

Mr. Morgan said the islands were in the 
very roadway of commerce between our 
Western coast and the Orient, and the na- 
tion which controlled them would control 
the commerce of the East. 

In closing, Mr. Morgan said that failure 
to annex the islands meant inevitable blood- 
shed, and the responsibility for that blood- 
shed would rest upon the Senate of the 
United States for its failure to perform 
its duty at a critical hour in the history 
of the two countries. 


BIMETALLISM IN THE SENATE. 


Finance Committee Reports Teller’s 
Resolution Relating to Gov- 
ernment Bonds, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18—The Senate 
Committee on Finance voted to-day to re- 
port to the Senate the Teller resolution de- 
claring for the payment of the National 
bonds in silver as well as gold, the resolu- 
tion practically being the same as the Stan- 
ley Matthews resolution adopted by the 
Senate years ago. 

Mr. Vest (Dem., Mo.,) reported the reso- 
lution for the committee, and gave notice 
that he would call it up at an early day. 

Mr. Platt (Rep., Conn.,) and Mr. Morrill 
(Rep., Vt.,) desired it to be understood by 
the Senate that the report of the Commit- 
tee on Finance relative to the Teller reso- 
ijution was not unanimous. As a matter of 
fact, the vote in the committee stood 8 to 5. 

Those voting for the resolution were: 
Vest, (Dem., Mo.,) Jones, (Dem., Ark.,) 
White, (Dem., Cal.,) Walthall, (Dem., Miss.,) 
Turpie, (Dem., Ind.,) Daniel, (Dem., Va.,)

Col. 

Tose against were: Morrill, (Rep., Vt.,) 
Allison, (Rep., Iowa,) Aldrich, (Rep., R. I.,) 
Platt, (Rep., Conn.,) and Burrows, (Rep., 
Mich.) 

Senator Jones of Nevada was not present, 
but his vote, by his request, was recorded 
in favor of the resolution. 

The vote in the committee was preceded 
by a discussion. The Republicans contend- 
ed that the resolution was useless and 
would be devoid of results; the Democrats 
and their allies took the opposite position. 
The Republicans deprecated the agitation 
of the financial question at the present time, 
saying there was not likely to be any ef- 
fort to pass a general financial measure 
through the Senate committing the country 
more definitely to the gold standard. 

To this the Democrats replied by citing 
the efforts of Secretary Gage and ex-Sena- 
tor Edmunds to have Congress take action 
to place the country upon a gold basis. 
They contended it was the evident pur- 

ose of the Administration to secure legis- 

ation in the interest of the single standard 
whenever opportunity offered, and avowed 
their purpose of securing a declaration in 
favor of a double standard, such as was pro- 
posed in the resolution, if possible to do so, 
in order to show that there had been no 
change in sentiment. 

. If, they said, the business interests were 
to be injured by the agitation of the finan- 
cial question at this time, the blame should 
be placed upon the Republican Administra- 
tion, and not upon the De:nocrats. 

When the Republican Senators were re- 
minded that they had voted for the resolu- 
tion when presented by Stanley Matthews 
twenty years ago, they admitted such to be 
the fact, but said, in explanation of their 
present -. attitude, that conditions had 
changed. 


NEW ANTI-SCALPING BILL. 


Sherman’s Substitute to be Re- 
ported to the House. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18—The House 
Committee on Commerce to-day voted to re- 
‘port the Anti-Scalping bill in the form of a 
substitute prepared by Mr. Sherman of New 
York. The substitute follows the general 
lines of the original bill, with some addi- 
tional features. It places a penalty on rail- 
road officers who deal with scalpers. Here- 
tofore the plan has been to hold the cor- 
poration liable, but the new provision ex- 
tends the liability to officials, making them 
subject to a misdemeanor, fine, or imprison- 
ment on conviction. A new paragraph is in- 
serted in the section, making it unlawful 


for general passenger agents to eupply tick- 
ets to other than an authoriz ticket 
agent. 

Another substitute een provides that 
unusued tickets shall be redeemed at any 
time within one year. Any company failing 
to ‘redeem a ticket is made liable in a civil 
aetion to a penalty of $100 in excess of the 
redemption money on the ticket. Mr. Sher- 
man will write the report and present it to- 
morrow.

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DOLE THE NATION’S GUEST. 


To be Entertained in Washington in 
a Manner Befitting His Of- 
ficial Rank. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Arrangements 
are making for the entertainment of Pres- 
ident Dole of Hawaii on a scale befitting his 
rank as the Chief Magistrate of a friendly 
nation. It has been decided that he shall 
be regarded as the Nation’s guest and that 
this Government shall bear the expense of 
his entertainment while in Washington. The 
formal visit paid to President Dole yester- 
day by Gen. Shafter at San Francisco was 
not by direction from Washington, but it is 
said that the call was required by army 
regulations. 

President McKinley has decided to have 
the official tour of the Hawaiian President 
begin at Chicago, and at that point in his 
overland tour he will be met by the repre- 
sentatives of the President and of the 
United States Government. This is brought 
about by the fact that the representatives 
would not have time to reach San Francisco 
before the departure of President Dole for 
the Hast. The personal representative of 
the President will be Third Assistant Secre- 
tary of State Thomas W. Cridler, the Army 
will be represented by Major H. O. S. Heis- 
tand, Assistant Adjutant General, and the 
Navy probably by Lieut. Commander T. 8. 
Phelps, the last named being personally ac- 
quainted with President Dole. 

The three representatives of the Govern- 
ment will go to Chicago as soon as they re- 
ceive notice of the time of the arrival there 


of President Dole and escort him to Wash- 
ington. When he arrives here he will be 
quartered at the Arlington, where Li H 
Chang, Princess Bulalie, and other Nation 
guests have been entertained, and his com- 
fort will be looked after by the Government 
representatives. It is expected that his stay 
will not be long. 

While the exact nature of the powers re- 
posed by the Hawaiian Government in Pres- 
ident Dole is not known at the State De- 
partment, there is reason to believe that 
he may be authorized to act for his Gov- 
ernment in the matter of accepting any 
amendment that may be made in the annex- 
ation treaty, and thus save valuable time 
in the conclusion of the negotiations. 


DOLE TO START EAST TO-DAY. 


He Will Spend One’ Day in New York 
on His Way to Washington. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Jan. 18.—Presi- 
dent Sanford B. Dole of the Hawaiian Re- 
public has decided to resume his journey 
to Washington to-morrow afternoon. He 
had intended to remain in San Francisco 


for some time, but dispatches received by 
him from Minister Hatch at Washington, 
advising him to reach the capital as soon 
as possible, have changed his plans. . 

The Hawaiian President and his wife and 
attendants will go by way of Chicago and 
New York, stopping one day in each of 
those cities, 


EIGHT NEW REVENUE CUTTERS. 


Mr. Hepburn Introduces a Bill in Con- 
gress for Their Construction. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Representative 
Hepburn of Iowa has introduced a bill to 
construct eight vessels for the revenue cut- 
ter service, four to take the place of the 
revenue cutters Seward, McLane, Colfax, 
and Boutwell. One of the others is for 
service about the Columbia River bar on 
the Pacific Coast, to cost not over $250,- 
000, and the three others to cost $45,000 
each, for harbor service at Philadelphia re- 


placing the Washington, at Boston replac- 
ing the Hamlin, and at New York replac- 
ing the Chandler. 

Mr, Hepburn has also offered a bill in- 
creasing the pay of Chief Engineers of 
the Revenue Cutter Service to $2,100 on 
duty and $1,500 on leave or waiting orders, 
and granting pensions to the seamen, 


Long’s Pension Reduction to Stand.

MESSAGE ON A LYNCHING. 


President McKinley Advises Congress 
to Pay Mexico $2,000, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—President Mc- 
Kinley to-day sent to the Senate a message 
with a report from the Secretary of State 
relating to the lynching in 1895 at Yreka, 
Cal., of Louis Morena, a Mexican citizen, 
and the demand of the Mexican Government 
for indemnity. 

The President says: “Following the 
course adopted in the case or the lynching 
of the three Italians in Louisiana in Au- 


gust, 1896, I have recommended the appro- 
priation by Congress, out of humane consid- 
erations and without reference to the ques- 
tion of liability of the Government of the 
United States in the premises, of the sum 
of $2,000, to be paid by the Secretary of 
State to the Government of Mexico, to be 
distributed among the heirs of Louis Mo- 
rena.” 


For a Pure Food Law. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—A call has been 
issued for a pure food and drug congress to 


meet at the National Hotel in this city 
Wednesday, March 2, for the purpose of 
urging Congress to pass a pure food and 
anti-adulteration law. 


Congressional Notes. 


The House yesterday passed the Army Ap- 
propriation bill. 


The House Committee on Claims has made a 
favorable report on the bill appropriating $28,160 
for the legal representatives of the late John 
Roach, the Philadelphia shipbuilder. 


Mr. Gallinger of the Committee on Public 
Health and National Quarantine reported favor- 
ably to the Senate yesterday a bill providing for 
an investigation of the subject of leprosy. The 
bill was placed on the calendar. 


Senator Platt of New York yesterday intro- 
duced a bill providing for the withholding of the 
pensions of ex-soldiers employed in the civil 
service under the laws favoring them for such 
positions, in cases where their salaries exceed 
$1,200 per annum, 

The Senate yesterday passed the Urgent De- 
ficiency bill, with amendments increasing the 
amount appropriated by $171,935. One of the 
Senate amendments provides for paying Henry 
A. Du Pont. of Delaware $1,855 for the ex- 
penses he incurred in making his contest for a 
seat in the Senate. 


The Indian Appropriation bill, as reported to 
the House, carries an aggregate of $7,527,204, 
against estimates of $7,375,617. Of the amount 
recommended $270,000 is reimbursable to the 
Government. The total amount for the support 
of Indian schools from other than the treaty 
funds is $2,574,540. For fulfilling treaty stipula- 
tions $3,250,399 is appropriated. 


Senator Teller yesterday introduced a bill in 
the Senate regulating interstate traffic in wild 
game, and making it unlawful for any railroad 
company or other common carrier to ship game 
from one State to another contrary to the laws 
of the State from which oo The control of 
the traffic is placed with’ the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission. 


Chairman Taylor of the House Committee on 
Elections No. 2 reported yesterday that Thomas 
F. Clark, who filed notice of contest against 
Jesse F, Stallings, representt the Second Ala- 
bama District, had abandoned his contest, and 
that the committee, therefore, unanimously re- 
ported a resolution declaring Mr. Stallings en- 
titled to the seat. 

The House Committee on Post Offices has made 
a-favorable report on the Sperry bill for rural 
free delivery. This project differs from the gen- 
eral rural free-delivery proposition in that service 
depends on the petitioning of one or more persons 
for each town or place where there is now no 
free delivery, and the compensation of the car 
riers or collectors is to be derived from private 
agreements between them and the citizens served. 
The scheme is substantially like the old penny- 
post system.

CURRENCY REFORM HEARING 


Bank Guarantee of the Gage and 
Commission Bills Criticised 
by Chairman Walker. 


GOLD STANDARD IN. DISPUTE 


Mr. Gage Favors a Positive Declara- 
tion on the Question—Mr. Walker 
Thinks His Bill Has the Best 
Chance of Passage. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Secretary Gage 
proceeded to-day with the currency hearing 
before the House Committee on Banking 
and Currency. The Secretary had conclud- 
ed his statement, and to-day’s hearing took 
@ general range, with a view to developing 
Mr. Gage’s views on general financial ques- 
tions and his judgment on the various 
measures, including his own, for currency 
revision. Ex-Secretary Fairchild and 6ol- 
icitor of the Treasury O’Connell also were 
present. 

The early hours of the hearing were given 
to a discussion of the sufficiency of the bank 
guaranty on unsecured circulation, as pro- 
vided by the various bills. Chairman Wal- 
ker, in a series of questions, sought to 
show that the guaranty required by the 
Gage bill and the monetary bill was too 
great, thus imposing an onerous burden on 
the banks, far beyond the losses which ex- 
perience had shown would occur. Mr. Gage 
said that the safety fund in his bill was 
placed at a point which: he regarded as 
safe, and if found toc high it could be re- 
duced, 

Mr. Fairchild said it was felt that in a 
step of this character it had been deemed 
best to make the guarantee too great rather 
than too little. 

Mr, Gage stated in this connection that 
he saw objections to the plan of imposing 
a mutual responsibility on all banks, as 
proposed in the Monetary Commission bill. 
It would be an unfortunate requirement, he 


felt, as it would operate to keep desirable 
banks from entering the system and impos- 
ing on themselves a responsibility for out- 
side banks. The banker as a rule did not 
want to be’responsible for losses other than 
his own. Whether the guarantee was to 
be by a 2 per cent. tax on banks, as he pro- 
vided, or by a mutual guarantee from all 
banks, as the commission provided, or some 
other adequate plan, Mr, Gage said he was 
willing to concede this detail so long as 
some safe security for the redemption of 
the banknotes was provided. 

The committee occupied the afternoon go- 
ing over the Walker Currency bill. Chair- 
man Walker sought to show that of the cur- 
rency bills pending his stood the best 
chance of passage; that it was least objec- 
tionable, because, while accomplishing sim- 
ilar results, it did not flaunt before the mi- 
nority interests the direct preamble dec- 
laration as to the gold unit of standard. It 
would, he said, absolutely relieve the Gov- 
ernment of having anything to do with the 
current redemption of money of any nature 
and from keeping anything except an ordi- 
nary exchequer balance, as in a private es- 
tablishment, 

Secretary Gage, referring to the state- 
ment of purposes in the Gage bill as to 
“fixing the gold standard more firmly,” 
briefly explained why it was best to incor- 
porate that declaration. The obligations of 
the United States, he said, were payable in 
coin. There is a deep dispute as to what 
that means. On the one side of the Con- 
gress it is said the Government can pay in 
silver; the other says gold only, otherwise 
the Government is guilty of bad faith and 
dishonesty as to obligations. So long as 
there is doubt there will be a constant 
pressure to open the way for the payments 
in silver, and the contention was that bet- 
ter assurances of maintaining the gold 
standard than now exist should be given 
the country. So, the Secretary thought, it 
was the wisest plan to make the positive 
and unequivocal declaration as to the pur- 
poses of the bill. 

Secretary Gage and ex-Secretary Fairchild 
will be before the committee again to-mor- 
row. 


AMASA THORNTON’S WORK. 


He Begins the Examination of the 
Metropolitan Life’s Books. 


There was no stir either in insurance or 
political circles yesterday when the an- 
nouncement was made that the appointment 
of Amasa Thornton of 102 East Twenty- 
sixth Street as a special examiner of insur- 
ance had been confirmed. 

Mr, Thornton was appointed to examine 
the books of the Metropolitan Life Insur- 
ance Company by I. R. B. McCleve, Super- 
intendent of Insurance for Illinois. Mr. 


Thornton presented his credentials to Vice 
President Fisk of the Metropolitan com- 
pany on Monday and started to examine the 
books and securities yesterday. 

When seen yesterday Mr. Fisk said: ‘‘ We 
are perfectly satisfied to have him or any 
one else authorized to examine our books, 
securities, and the methods used in conduct- 
ing our business, Mr. Thornton was here 
this morning and presented a list of business 
men for us to select two from to examine 
the securities of the company. I told him 
any two would be satisfactory to us. I can- 
not tell the names of the men selected, as 
I do not know whether they have been ap- 
poiated or not.” 


INSURANCE NOTES. 


The regular meeting of the New York Board 
of Fire Underwriters will be held to-day. 


John J. Marshall, manager of the Equitable 
for Northern Indiana, has resigned to manage 
the same field for the Provident Savings Life. 


The annual meetings of the stockholders of the 
Eastern and of the Northern of New York were 
held yesterday. The Eastern declared a semi- 
annual dividend of 5 per cent. 


The Union Casualty of St. Louis has notified 
the other plate-glass companies that if they do 
not desist from the rate war in the West, the 
Union will pursue a radical policy in the East 
without regard to the wishes of the New York 
Plate Glass Association. 


Insurance Commissioner Clunie of California has 
brought suit against the thirty-four foreign com- 
panies for his total claim of $279,530.98 for back 
license fees. Many of the companies will file 
their annual statements, which are not due until 
May 1, before February 1, in order to prevent a 
refusal to accept the statements on the ground 
that the back fees are unpaid. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders of the 
Manhattan Fire Insurance Company was held 
yesterday. The three vacancies in the new 
Board of Directors were filled by the election of 
Harrison B. Moore, Jr., Frank H. Major, and 
Henry Merz. North and Vedder of Buffalo were 
appointed agents of the Manhattan Fire for 
that part of New York State west of Rochester. 


The fire loss of C. R. Maltby & Co., wholesale 
grocers at Corning, N. Y., on Jan. 10, has been 
adjusted by Miller and Maltbie at 26 per cent. 
The insurance was distributed as follows: Sun, 
$2,500; Continental, $2,500; Royal, $3,000; Lin- 
coln, $5,000; Associated Manufacturers Mutual, 
$2,500; Colonial, $5,000, Lancashire, $2,000; Nor- 
wood, $2,500; Germania, $2,500. 

The insurance on the property at 12 Front 
Street, Brooklyn, damaged by fire on Monday, 
was distributed as follows: On building of A.

incorporated by any other State, shall transac 
any business of insurance in this State, unless 
such company is possessed of at least 000 
of actual capital, invested in the stocks or bonds 
of some one or more of the States of this 
Union, or of the United States, or bonds of some 
one or more of the counties, cities, or towns of 
this State. The assets of the Norwood are invested 
in New York City bonds, but it is probable that a 
change will be made to comply with the laws of

He Is Convicted of Assault in the Sec- 
ond Degree for Shooting 
Charles McNally. 


Contrary to expectation, owing to the 
length of time the jury had remained out, 
John J. Hannigan the policeman of the 
East One Hundred and Fourth Street Sta- 
tion who has been on trial before Recorder 
Goff, in General Sessions, on the charge of 
assault in.the first degree for shooting 
Charles McNally, seventeen years old, was 
convicted. yesterday of assault in the second 
degree. The jury made a recommendation 
for mercy. 

The jury retired at 8:20 P. M. Monday. 
At 12 o’clock that night they asked for the 
reading of some testimony, and two of the 
jurors questioned the Recorder on points 
concerning the code. At 1 A. M. yesterday 
the jury reported that they had not been 
able to agree, and they were locked up for 
the night. For nearly ten hours more they 
remained in the jury room. At 10:40 A. M., 
after being out cver nineteen hours, the 
jury went into court looking thoroughly ex- 
hausted, 

Hannigan showed not the slightest sign 
of emotion when the verdict was an- 
nounced. When he was ‘asked if he had 
anything to say why judgment should not 
be passed upon him, Louis J. Grant, his 
lawyer, arose, 

“If it please your Honor,” said Mr. 
Grant, ‘“‘I would ask that sentence be post- 
poned until Friday.” 

This request was granted. The prisoner 
was then sent to the Tombs. 

Hannigan’s wife and mother were in court 
when the verdict was given, but they took 
it as calmly as did the convicted man. 
Hannigan has been the sole support of both 
women. 

The maximum penalty for the offense of 
which Hannigan was convicted is five years’ 
imprisonment, or a fine of $500, or both: 

Thanksgiving Day Hannigan and another 
officer had been sent out in citizens’ clothes 
to break up a gang of boys who were 
playing football in East One Hundred and 
Seventh Street. Hannigan started in pur- 
suit of McNally, and chased him as far as 
First Avenue and One Hundred and Third 
Street, and then, according to witnesses, 
fired one shot in the air and one at the boy. 
McNally was slightly wounded in the hip. 
Hannigan said he intended to fire in the air, 
but slipped while running and fired in front 
of him by mistake. The case will probably 
be appealed. Hannigan’s conviction means 
his dismissal from the force. 


STOLEN SILVER RECOVERED. 


Articles Valued at Over $1,000 Found 
in a Flat, and a Man and His 
Wife Arrested. 


Over $1,000 worth of silver, stolen from a 
number of houses in this city and vicinity, 
was recovered yesterday in the rooms of 
Joseph and Ray Barton, at 255 West Thir- 
ty-ninth Street. The man and his wife 
were arrested by Central Office Detectives 
Lawless and Thompson, and the prisoners 
were arraigned in the Jefferson Market 
Police Court, where they were remanded 
until to-day. 

All of the silverware found in the rooms 
was of solid make, and was manufactured 
by Tiffany & Co., through which firm the 
police were able to have a part of it identi- 
fied. In one lot were one dozen each of 
teaspoons, knives, tablespoons, and butter 
knives, all marked “ E. E.”; a dozen forks, 
marked “A. L. E.,’ and half a dozen fruit 
knives, marked “ BH. E.,” all of which were 
identified by Edward Ellsworth of 82,.East 
Sixty-second Street, They were stolen from 


his country house in Tarrytown last August. 

A carving set, one half-dozen fruit knives, 
four coffee spoons, one-half dozen oyster 
forks, four pickle forks, three nutcrackefs, 
two napkin rings, which were engraved 
with the names of the Bartons. The rest 
of the booty consisted of one looking glass 
and brush, marked ‘“ E. A, L.’’; one clothes 
brush, marked “E. A. Is.”"; one brush, 
marked “E. S. L.’’; one souvenir spoon, 
marked “ Actors’ Fund Fair, 1892’; two 
souvenir spoons, marked ‘Montreal and 
Kalamazoo ”’; a souvenir spoon, marked ‘* M, 
B.”’; a candelabra, an egg steamer, marked 
“G. C. R.’’; a coffee pot, marked “E. B. 
R.”*; two silver trays, seventeen pawn tick- 
ets for silverware, and one pawn ticket call- 
ing for fourteen diamonds, taken from a 
crescent pin, and a gold watch and chain, 
the watch being marked “ Jeffie from Har- 
ry, Jan. 22, 1892.” 

It was learned that pArt of the property 
belongs to Mrs. G. C. Rand of Lawrence, L. 
I., from whose residence it was stolen some 
months ago. Another portion of the recov- 
ered .booty was bought by L. Tuckerman, 
Washington, D. C., but it is supposed that 
it was presented by him to some one in this 
vicinity. Mrs. Rand will be in this city to- 
day to identify such portions of the silver- 
ware as belong to her. 

A good deal of the plunder has thus far 
not been traced. It is supposed to represent 
a small portion of the proceeds of many 
burglaries committed in the neighborhood of 
this city last Summer. Barton, the prison- 
er, has for years been known to the police 
as a clever housebreaker. 


A HOME FOR JOURNALISTS. 


A. B. De Frece Explains a Project in 
Chicago Which Is Under Way. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 18.—A. B. De Frece ad- 
dressed the Chicago Press Club on a project 
which is under way for the establishment 
of a home for journalists. . 

Mr. De Frece had an interview yesterday 
with President Ripley of the Santa Fé 
Railroad relative to the purchase of the ho- 
tel and springs owned by the company at 
Las Vegas, N. M., to be used as a retreat 
for journalists who are in temporary ill 
health, crippled, or incurable. President 
Ripley will make a proposition at the con- 
vention in New Orleans, Feb. 15. 


FORTIFICATIONS AT JAMESTOWN. 


Property of Summer Residents to be 
Taken by Condemnation, 


NEWPORT, R. I., Jan. 18.—Word was re- 
ceived to-day from Washington which will 
distrub some of the land owners-of James- 
town, a pretty Summer resort opposite New- 
port. Land upon which several handsome 
villas stand will be used in connection with 
the fortification of Narragansett Bay. 

A few months ago Summer residents and 
citizens of Jamestown forwarded to the See- 
retary of War a petition asking that the 
ground about Beaver Tail be taken instead 
of that proposed to be taken at Jamestown. 
The War Department has determined to use 
Jamestown property, but the original plans 
of the department have been modified and 
other land to some extent than that first 
desired will be acquired by condemnation. 


Philadelphia “Zoo” Elephant Dead. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 18.—The smallest 
of the three large elephants at the Zoolog- 
ical Garden died this morning after an ill- 
ness of about two weeks. Death is be- 
lieved to have resulted from rheumatism of 
the heart. Jennie, by which name the dead 
pachyderm was known, while not having 
the National reputation of her companions, 
Bolivar and Express, was the pet of the 
children. She was an Indian elephant, 
about fifty years of age, and weighed about 
three and one-half tons. : 


New Haven Incendiary Pleads Guilty. 


NEW HAVEN, Jan. 18.—In the Superior 
Court this afternoon Frederick Cook, 
who is charged with setting fire to the 
Tontine Hotel, in this city, on Christmas 
morning, changed his plea from not guilty 
to guilty. Sentence was not imposed, how- 
ever, and it is expected that he will be held 
as a witness against Capt. Hodgdon, whose 
trial on a similar charge will begin next 
Tuesday. 


Runaway. Boy Says He Is a Robber. 


BOSTON, Jan. 18.—A seventeen-year-old 
boy who says his name is Earl Roy Bodine 
has given himself up to the police here, al- 


leging that he broke into a house in San- 
born, i County, New York, in 
August, 1 and stole $25 worth of goods. 
He wishes to be sent back to Sanborn.

Fresh Evidences of the Faulty Con- 
struction of No. 3 Being 
Found Daily. 


COURT-MARTIAL WILL FOLLOW 


Engineer Menocal, His Assistants, and 
the Contractors to be Brought to ~ 
Court—Rejected Piling Was 
Used and Fell Away. 


The scandal in the constructaion of the 
large timber dry dock at the Navy Yard, 
officially known as No. 3, continues to grow, 
and from. present appearances there 
promises to be a lively and interesting time 
when the engineers are brought before the 
court to answer the many questions which 
are now being prepared. 

As the work of making the repairs con- 
tinues, the weakness and faulty construc- 
tion of the big structure is met with every- 
where, and it is doubted if the dock can be 
made serviceable again. One of the offi- 
cials from the Navy Department visited the 
yard on Monday and made a thorough ex- 
amination of the work being done, and as 
far as possible the weak parts, of which 
there are many, as yet untouched. Many 
of these are under the floor and the side 
walls of the structure, and the only de- 
velopments that have shown themselves are 
the separating and bulging of the alters and 


the bulging of the concrete wall on the 
east side oF the entrance to the dock. 

The blame for the weak and faalty con- 
struction will not alone rest with the en- 
gineers. Both the contracting firms, John 
Gillis, who started the dock, and —, and 
A. Walsh, who completed it, will be brought 
before the court. 

Civil Engineer Menocal, who represented 
the Government, is on his way home from 
Nic a, having been ordered by the 
Navy partment to return. It is under- 
stood that he, with his assistants who 
worked on the dock, will be court-martialed. 
The other engineers who will be brought 
before the court are U. S. G. White, Frank- 
lin C. Prindle, and Lieut. R. E. Peary, of 
Arctic fame. All were inspectors of the 
work, and it is to determine where the 
responsibility is to be placed that they will 
be called before the court. Lieut. Peary 
was one of the last of the Government civil 
engineers to inspect and make a survey 
of the big dock. This was done just be- 
fore the Monitor Puritan was floated into 
the dock, when it was turned over to the 
Government for final acceptance, 


Rejected Piles Used.” 


John Gillis, the first contractor, asserts 
that his work was continually interfered 
with, and that, had he been allowed to 
complete the work according to the original 
plans, the structure would have been all 


right. It is a well-known fact that he re- 
fused to use some of the piles that had 
been sent to the dock, and that, after the 
contract had been taken away from him, 
the piles were left at the side of the 
structure. They were rejected, as they 
were not up to the specifications. Many of 
them were short and crooked, while none 
were twenty inches in circumference three 
feet from the butt, which the contract called 
for. 

When T. & A. Walsh were awarded the 
contract to complete the work, they used 
these rejected piles under the concrete 
floor of the apron 2f the dock. Not only 
was this done, but from the piling which 
has been removed it has been found that 
few of the piles were driven into the ground 
to their full length, according to the speci- 
fications and contract. It has also been 
discovered that in many places the piling 
was driven only a few: feet, and then cut 
off and the concrete floor laid on top of 
them. None of.the short piling, either at 
the apron or wing walls, was driven ac- 
cording to contract. 

In many places this piling split or snapped 
off, allowing room for the water to seep 
through the sides and under the dock, com- 
pletely weakening the foundations and caus- 
ing the support piling to give away. : 

Just how great the damage is to the 
floor and head of the dock has not as yet 
been determined. Where part of the alters 
at the sides were removed, it was found 
the piling and brace beams had sunk away, 
thus leaving the side alters without support, 
and it has been necessary to keep the 
dock partially flooded in order to keep the 
alters from entirely collapsing. 


An Officer’s Statement. 


One of the officers attached to the yard, 
when seen yesterday regarding the dock, 
said: 

“ Without exception, the work on the dry 
dock is the poorest that has ever been done 
for the Government, and when the court 


sends its report of the findings to the Navy 
Department, there is no doubt but that some 
of the high officials will have been found 
wanting. The matter will not only reach 
the officers who were in charge of the struct- 
ure at the yard, but many of those con- 
nected with the department in Washington. 

“Taking an officer away from the work 
he was in charge of, and which he was sup- 
posed to be thoroughly familiar with, was 
never done before. Mr. Menocal was placed 
in charge of the work, and while it was 
in progress he was sent to Key West for 
two weeks. The other engineers were un- 
der his direction, and could do nothing with- 
out he sanctioned it, and there was a con- 
stant disagreement between the contractors 
and engineers. 

“ Before this matter is concluded there is 
no doubt but that Congress will investi- 
gate the matter. About $1,500,000 has been 
expended, and for which the Government 
has a lot of worthless lumber and a hole 
in the ground.” 

Whether the court will be. convened in 
the navy yard or at the Navy Department 
has not yet been determined. The con- 
tractors have been notified of the condition 
of the dock, as have been their bondsmen. 
Lieut. Peary is now in Europe, and it is 
expected he will be ordered home at an 
early date. In the meantime the work of 
reconstructing the wing walls and apron 
will continue, as will the search for the 
weak parts of the structure. 


SENATOR ' PLATT AND DRY DOCKS, 


He Introduces an Amendment to Sub- 
sidize a Private Concern, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Senator Platt 
of New York to-day gave notice of the fol- 
lowing amendment which he will offer to the 
Naval Appropriation bill: 

“The Secretary of the Navy is hereby 
authorized at his discretion to enter into 
a contract for the docking of vessels of the 
navy for a period of twenty years, and the 
Government shall have the privilege of ex- 
tension of this period; provided, such dock 
shall afford all the facilities needed; and, 
provided further, that such docking serv- 
ice shall be rendered by a steel floating dry- 
dock of the design and pattern known as 
the Clark & Stanfield model, to be located 
in the Harbor of New York, and, provided 
further, that the total cost to the Govern- 
ment under such contract shall not exceed 
the sum of $90,000 per annum.” 

Then follows a provision giving the Gov- 
ernment the use of the dock 100 days in the 
year, and in case of war, for a greater 
time.”’

August Bauer Arrested in Connection 
with a St. Louis Fire, 


ST. LOUIS, Jan. 18.—While the Fire De- 
partment was extinguishing a fire in a 
dwelling house on Chouteau Avenue to-

CONVICT STABS A WARDEN. 


Levi Poindexter, a Negro, Wounds F. 
A. Dieffenbach in Baltimore. 


BALTIMORE, Jan. 18.—Ferdinand A. 
Dieffenbach, Chief Deputy Warden of the 
Maryland Penitentiary, was this afternoon 
probably fatally stabbed by Levi Poindex- 
ter, a negro convict, 

The convict, who was going to dinner, sud- 
denly jumped up from the lock-step line 
and stabbed the Deputy Warden twice be- 
fore the latter could draw his revolver. The 
first wound was in the lower part of the 
chest, and is not serious. The other cut is 
in the abdomen, and may cause the officer’s 
death. A table knife was the weapon used. 


Report of a Committee on Industrial 
Insurance Read and the Subject 
of Primaries Discussed. 


The Social Reform Club, at its meeting at 
28 East Fourth Street, last night, received 
a report of a special committee on indus- 
trial insurance, and afterward discussed the 
subject of ‘‘ Direct Primaries,” President 
Charles H. Spahr presided. 

Ernest H, Crosby read “the ‘report. It 
showed that the present system of indus- 
trial insurance has been in operation for 
more than forty years in England, and more 
than twenty years in this country. The pro- 
ceeds of the policy are devoted generally to 
funeral expenses. The report says the busi- 
ness “is conducted in America chiefly by 
three companies, and the volume of business 
is immense. Thus in 1895, in Newark, N. 
J., 225,000 policies were in force, or 25.000 
more than the total population, and four 
American companies had 2,300,600 policies 
outstanding on lives under seventeep years 
of age. At present the three great com- 
pone have over 7,000,000 policies outstand- 
ng.’’ . 

After reviewing the chief objections to 
the system, the committee says: 

*““We believe that industrial-insurance is 
a wise and necessary system. In the case 
of minors, however, who earn nothing for 
their families, the amount should be strict- 
ly limited to the expense caused by the 
ageath. The present scale permits the insur- 
ance of children for the sum of $240. It 
would be an excellent thing to reduce this 
to, say, $120, and to forbid the issue of 
more than one policy on the life of a child. 
But we do not advise introducing legislation 
to that effect.” 

F. M. Brooks and C. F, Adams discussed 
the question of ‘‘ Direct Primaries,’’ each 
one having a theory for improving the 
present methods. 

A committee was appointed to go to 
Washington to see the Committee on Labor 
to urge the enforcement of the eight-hour 
law and the confining of the products of 
convict labor to the State in which they 
are made, and another committee to meet 
with the Chamber of Commerce to consider 
the legislation for improving the primaries. 


INSTALLMENT DEALERS SCORED. 


Justice Roesch Releases Three Men 
Kept in Jail for Small Debts, 


Civil Justice George F. Roesch, in the 
Fourth District Municipal Court, yester- 
day ordered the release from Ludlow Street 
Jail of Domenico Frechelli, Tandello Wa- 
lary, and Bonaventura Brasreati, who have 
been confined for some time on judgments 
obtained against them for installment debts, 
the two former being debtors of Adolph 
Testelbaum, a furniture dealer, and the lat- 
ter of Jacob Rormesch. The sums involved 
were $16.50, $15.50, and $11.50, respectively, 
and the judgments were in each case grant- 
ed by default, ‘ 

The cases of the three men were taken up 
by the Italian Emigrants’ Society, which 
proved by its counsel that in two of the 
cases no paper had been served on the de- 
fendants, while in one case the man gserv- 
ing the summons and complaint had said 
to the defendant that the papers did not 
amount to anything and he need not bother 
about them. Upon this statement Judge 
Roesch ordered the judgments to be va- 
cated and allowed the defendants to come 
in and defend the actions on their merits. 
They were at once released. 

At the same time the Justice expressed 
strong opinions about arrests of this descrip- 
tion. He said he was glad the society had 
taken up this question and hoped they 
would make an investigation, not only into 
these cases, but into hundreds of others of 
like character. Justice Roesch has pre- 
»ared a bill, which will be presented simul- 
taneously in the Senate and Assembly, 
preventing the imprisonment of installment 
debtors. where the judgments obtained 
against them are not above $50. 

In the course of the proceedings it was 
brought out that while Frechelli was im- 
prisoned, one of his children died of diph- 
theria, while a second one was dangerously 
ill. Brasreati’s wife, it was shown, was 
prostrated by her husband’s imprisonment 
and is now lying at the point of death. 


COAL LAW VIOLATION TRIALS. 


Dealers Must Weigh Load if Required, 
and Indicate Weight on Ticket. 


The first coal cases under the law passed 
last year came up for trial yesterday before 
Justice Roesch in the Municipal Court of 
the Fourth Judicial District. Under this 
law a coal dealer in delivering a load to a 
purchaser must produce a delivery ticket 
written in ink giving the weight of the 
load in pounds, If the driver is asked to 
weigh the load he must do so at the pur- 
chaser’s expense at the rate of 15 cents a 
ton. Short weight or a violation of the 
law is punishable by a fine of $50. 

Thomas -H. Thorn, a retail dealer, and 
James Heffernan of 212 South Street, were 
the defendants. Oakley Mesick of Brook- 
lyn, a detective, testified that on Sept. 29 
he telephoned to Thorn to send a ton of 
coal to O’Brien of 648 East Eleventh Street, 
but he admitted that the name was fic- 
titious. Mesick went to the place, received 
the coal, and paid for it with money given 
him by the Coal Protective Association. 
A delivery ticket was given to him, show- 
ing that the weight was one ton, and Cor- 
poration Attorney Lyon’s assistant argued 
that this variation of the weight denomi- 
nation was a violation of the law. 

Counsel for defendant argued that the 
word “ton” was the equivalent to 2,000 
pounds. Briefs will be submitted, and Jus- 
tice Roesch said that in any event he would 
not inflict the full penalty. 

In the second violation it was charged 
that a driver refused to weigh his loaa 
when requested. Decision was reserved. 


MARTIN MOWRY GUILTY. 


Convicted of the Murder of Mrs. 
Reynolds ir Rhode Island, 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., Jan, 18.—Martin 
Mowry was found guilty of murder in the 
first degree this afternoon. He was charged 
with the murder of Mrs. Abbie F. Reynolds, 
who, with her husband and adopted daugh- 


ter, was killed a* Burrville last Summer. 
Their house was set on fire, and Mrs. Reyn- 
olds was found in an unconscious condition 
from blows on the head. The bodies of her 
husband and daughter were burned with 
the house. 

Mowry was charged with being responsi- 
ble for the triple tragedy, but was tried 
only for the murder of Mrs. Reynolds. It 
is thought he was in love with the daugh- 
ter and had been rejected.

JEWELERS’ LEAGUE MEETING. 


Amendments to the Constitution, In« 
creasing the Rates of the Old 
Members, Adopted After 
Hot Debate. 


The twenty-first annual meeting of the 
Jewelers’ League was held in Masonic Hall, 
Twenty-third Street and Sixth Avenue, last 
evening. The annual reporis of officers and 
of the Executive Committee were presented, 
and an election was held for a President for 
one year, and for two Vice Presidents, three 
members of the Executive Committee, and 
three members of the Advisory Committee 
for two years.

Henry Hayes; Third Vice President—J. R. 

Greason; Fourth Vice President—J. W.

According to the report of the Treasurer 
the disbursements to beneficiaries during the 
year amounted to $185,665.

The President, Mr. Hayes, in his annual 
address, speaking of the league’s condition, 
Said: ‘* To-day we are stronger, with more 
staple constituency, with an added financial 
reserve. This annual meeting is probably 
the most important in our history, as it is 
also the most vital. -A momentous question 
agitates our entire membership, the question 
of life, of ending existence.’’ 

‘The ** momentous question ” was the adop- 
tion of certain amendments to the constitu- 
tion, two of which especially gave rise to a 
tierce debate. They graded the dues of 
members not already graded, and as the life 
insurance feature was the bone of conten- 
tion, and the adoption of the amendments 
would make about 1,300 of the old members 
pay a higher rate of insurance hereafter, 
some of the old members made a strong op- 
position to the change, Finally a motion to 
lay the whole question on the table was de- 
feated by a vote os 713 nays and 383 yeas, 
and then the amendments were adopted.

Senate and Assembly. Gov. Black this aft- 
ernoon attached his signature to the bill, 
which thus become Chapter 1 of the Laws 
of 1898, 

A resolution was offered by Assembly- 
man McLaughlin, that the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections be authorized to 
meet in New York, to take evidence in the 
contested cases of John HE. Thorne against 
Samuel M. Hubbard, the sitting member 
from the Tenth District of Kings, and 
Thomas J. Hayden against Mark J. Low- 
enthal, the sitting member from the Twen- 
ty-third District of New York. The resolu- 
tion was adopted. The committee will 
meet at 11 o’clock on Saturday morning, at 
the Murray Hill Hotel, New York, to hear 
testimony in these cases. 

Senator Ellsworth, temporary President 
of the Senate, presided at this morning’s 
session of that body. Only routine business 
was transacted. 

About an hour after the adjournment of 
the Senate one of the largest floral pieces 
ever seen in the Senate Chamber was placed 
on Senator Grady’s desk. It was composed 
of roses and carnations worked into a tall 
ladder and inscribed, ‘‘ The ladder of fame.”

BILLS OF LOCAL INTEREST. 


Charter Amendments Affecting the 


Police and Other Departments. 


ALBANY, Jan. 18.—Assemblyman Wicke 
of Kings introduced a bill this morning 
amending the New York charter by provid- 
ing that nothing in it shall be construed to 
mean that any sum whatever shall be de- 
ducted from the compensation of a police- 
man where the sickness or disability has 
been incurred in the line of duty, and that 
the members of the police force of the City 
of Brooklyn as constituted on the 3ist day 
of December, 1897, and transferred to the 
consolidated force, shall receive the same 
compensation as those members transferred 
to the consolidated force from the New 
York Department. 

Mr. De Graw of Kings has introduced a 
bill amending the New York charter by 
providing that persons shall be eligible to 
serve as Civil Justices who have served 
five years as lawyers at the bar or who 
have previously served as Civil Justices. 
The charter provides that only lawyers of 
at least five years’ practice shall serve as 
Civil Justices. 

Another bill introduced by Mr. De Graw 
proposes to amend the New York charter 
by providing that Street Inspectors shall 
not be removed without charges being pre- 
ferred against them, and after a hearing 
at which they may be represented by coun- 
sel. This measure is antagonistic to Sen- 
ator Grady’s bill, which provides for a gen- 
eral reduction of the street cleaning force 
in the Borough of Manhattan. if Mr. De 
Graw’s biil becomes a law it will prevent 
the removal of many of the men against 
whom Mr. Grady’s legislation is aimed. 

Other bills affecting New York City have 
been introduced as follows: 

Mr. Mitchell—Making five cents the maxi- 
mum rate of fare to be charged by railroad 
corporations within the lim’ts of cities of 
1,500,000 inhabitants. 

Also—Releasing the real estate owned by 
the Eagle Avenue German Baptist Church 
in the Twenty-third Ward, Borough of the 
Bronx, from street improvement assess- 
ments. 

Mr. Wallace—Ratifying and confirming

Mr. T. Smith—Enabling the Fire Commis- 
sioners of the City of New York to rehear 
and determine Char gee against James P. 
Reilly, a fireman of the first grade, dis- 
missed from the force. 

Mr. Finn—Prohibiting the dumping of 
snow or refuse into the Hudson River at 
Battery Park. 

Mr. Adler—Prohibiting the placing of a 
tight board fence before any lot in New 
York City, and also the use of any fence for 
advertising purposes,

IMPRISONMENT FOR DEBT. 


Bills Removing and Extending This 
Remedy, Both in the Interest of 
the Poor of New York. 


ALBANY, Jan, 18.—The Legislature will 
be called upon to consider two bills relating 
to imprisonment for debt, both of which are 
in the interest of the poorer classes of the 
City of New York. One of these measures 
is intended to relieve poor debtors from im-. 
prisonment in certain cases, and-the other 
is to enable workingmen to put their em- 
ployers in jail in default of payment. of 
their wages. 

Assemblyman William Astor Chanler has 
prepared a bill, which he will introduce to- 
morrow, amending the New York City char- 
ter relating to the system of> collecting 
small debts by the imprisonment of the 
debtors on body executions. On the lower 
east side, where many of the tenement 
residents purchase furniture or ornaments 
for their rooms on the installment plan, 
that process of law, it is claimed, has been. 
enforced to an unjust extent. Justice 


Roesch, from whose district court a large 
majority of the body executions have been 
issued, is strongly in favor of the reform. 

Mr. Chanler’s bill was prompted by Ernest 
H, Crosby, who says: “‘ The Social Reform 
Club desires to have a bill passed doing 
away with arrest in the district courts in 
cases of sales on the installment plan where 
the amount a is less than $50, and in 
all cases where e goods are clo or 
household furniture bought for the use of 
the purchaser.” 

On the other hand, Mr. Harburger has in- 
troduced in the Assembly a bill amending 
the Code of Civil Procedure by providing 
that in an action brought in any of the mu- 
nicipal courts in.the City of New York by 
a male or female to recover for services, if 
the plaintiff recovers a judgment for a sum 
not exceeding $50, exclusive of costs and in- 
terest, no property of the defendant is ex- 
empt from levy and sale ay virtue of an 
execution against property issued thereon, 
and -if such execution is returned wholly 
or partly unsatisfiéd, the Clerk must, upon 
the application of the plaintiff, issue an ex- 
ecution against the person of the defendant 
for the sum so remaining uncollected. 

A defendant arrested by virtue of an exe- 
cution so issued against his person must be 
actually confined in the jail, and is not en- 
titled to the liberties thereof, but he must 
be discharged after having been so confined 
fifteen days. After his discharge an exe- 
cution against his person cannot be issued 
upon the judgment, but the judgment cred- 
itor may enforce the judgment against prop- 
erty, as if the execution from which the 
judgment debtor is discharged had been re- 
turned without:his being taken. 

Under the pronent, law @ woman has the 
power to send a person to jail who owes her 
sums up to $50, and Mr, Harburger’s bill 
will extend the same privilege to men. 


THE APPROPRIATION BILL. 


Total in Excess of Last Year’s, When 
It Was $11,005,301.56. 


ALBANY, Jan 18—Chairman Nixon of 
the Ways and Means Committee of the As- 
sembly said to-night that he expected to 
report the annual Appropriation bill at to- 
morrow’s session. The totals of the revised 
estimates were not ready yet, he said, so 
that he could not state the exact amount 
the bill would carry. 

At the Controller’s office it was learned 
that the bill, as prepared in that office, pro- 
vided for appropriations aggregating $10,- 
988,002.06, against $11,005,301.56 last year, a 
decrease of a little more than $17,000. ‘It is 
understood, however, that the Ways and 
Means Committee’s report will increase the 
Controller’s estimates to a figure slightly in 
excess of last year’s. 


MR. TEKULSEKY’S EXCISE BILL. 


Gov. Black Opposed te the Amend- 


ment of the Law This Year. 


ALBANY, Jan. 18.—Morris.Tekulsky vis- 
ited Gov. Black to-day with a bill designed 
to amend the Raines liquor tax law. It 
was not introduced in either house, as Mr. 
Tekulsky desired first to submit it to Gov. 
Black. He waited for about half an hour 
in the Executive Chamber, and finally se- 
cured an audience. He, however, received 
little encouragement’ from -the Governor. 
Indeed, the inference which he gained was 
that the Governor desired no amendments 
to the law this year, 

The bill which Mr. Tekulskv submitted 
provides for a teduction in the tax of about 
40 per cent., abolishes the provisions spec- 
ifying the thickness of the walls, size of 
the rooms, and number of windows required 
in a hotel., abolishes the so-called “ spy 
system,” and prohibits de ment stores 
from dealing in_wines or liquors. It pro- 
hibits the sale of liquor from 1 o’clock Sun- 
day morning until'1 o’clock Sunday after- 
noon, permitting the sale on Sunday after- 
noons and evenings. It provides for an all- 
night license in cities, the extra charge 
being $150. 


Municipal Court Amendment. 
ALBANY, Jan. 18.—The Assembly Cities 
Committee will report favorably to-morrow 
Mr, Donnelly’s bill amending the Greater 
New York charter by providing that the 


Justices of the Municipal Court shall serve 
in the districts in which they are. elected, 
except that, in cases of illness or the ina- 
bility of any.

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PRIMARY EEECTION REFORM. 


A Special Legislative Committee to 
Prepare a Bill to Meet the 
Governor’s Views. 


QUIGG’S MEASURE REJECTED 


Gov. Black of the Opinion that No Bill 
Emanating from the County Chair- 
man Could Produce Repub- 
lican Harmony. 


ALBANY, Jan. 18.—Conferences on the 
subject of primary election reform were 
held to-day between Gov. Black and a num- 
ber of Republican Senators and Assembly- 
men. As a result of these talks, it is given 
out that, in deference to the wishes of the 
Governor, the entire question is to be. re- 
ferred to.a joimt special sub-committee 
made up of three representatives from the 
Judiciary Committee of the Senate and 
three from the Judiciary Committee of the 
Assembly, 

To this special committee will be in- 
trusted the task of making up, from all the 
various measures already introduced and to 
be introduced, a bill that will meet the 
wishes of the Executive. It-is expected 
that the committee will draw from the 
Brush, Pavey, and Hill bills, and also from 
the Quigg bill, and report what the Govern- 
or’s friends say will be a composite, though 
not a compromise, measure. 

Secretary Manchester of the Republican 
County Committee of New York. arrived 
here to-day with ‘the perfected draft of the 
primary bill prepared under the direction of 
Chairman Quigg. He did not arrive in 
time for Senator Ford to introduce the bill 


at this morning’s session, however, and. the 
Senator will introduce it to-morrow. 


No Interference with Tammany, 


The bill is designed especially for the con- 
trol of Republican :primaries, so far as New 
York City is concerned,-as it ts specially 
provided that it shall not in any way inter- 
fere. with the open primaries of the Tam- 


many’ organization, except to provide the 
qualifications of voters and ‘to require that 
a list of voters shall be filed with the Police 
Commissioners. The bill places the control 
of primaries and enrollments in the hands 
of thé regular Inspectors of Elections, the 
Republican members officiating at Republic- 
an primaries and the Democratic members 
at Democratic primaries, 

It is made the duty of the Police Com- 
missioners in New York and of County 
Clerks in other, counties to supply the en- 
rolling books and ballot boxes and to adver- 
tise the date and places for the holding of 
primaries and enrcliments.. This is. to be 
a public charge. In cities of the first class 
it is provided that all enrollments shall be 
Geatroyed. and an entirely new enrollment 
made in Décember of each year. Notices of 
such énrollment shall be given five days 
previous. 

To be qualified to enroll the applicant must 
state that he believes in the principles of 
the party whose primary it is, that he voted 
the ticket at the last general election, a 
general election being one at which a Gov- 
ernor or Presidential Electors are voted for; 
that he is a qualified voter in the district, 
and that he intends to support the ticket 
at the next election. At primaries held 
during the year a revision of the enrollment 
is provided for, to be in charge of the 
regular Inspectors, at which names may be 
added; but the révised list must be de- 
stroyed in the following December, 


Rolls to be Public Records, 


A copy of the enrollment must be filed 
with the Police Commissioners in New York 
and with County Clerks in other counties 
as a public record, open at all times to 
public inspection. A copy of the enroll- 


ment must also be kept on file at the 
headquarters of the political party. After a 
name is once on the roll the person’s right 
to vote cannot be challenged. 

Outside of cities of the first class no 
definite date for the enrollment: is. pro- 
vided, the date to be fixed by the General 
Committees of the different parties. The 
polis are to be open*from 6 until 10 P. M., 
except in the large districts, where they 
will be open from 1 to 10 P. M. Extra 
coon is provided core Inspectors, 
and all expenses are to aid b he 
locality. x tae 

At the open primaries, as conducted by 
Tammany Hall, there are no enrollment 
days, and the method of procedure at the 
primaries is very similar to that of the pres- 
ent registration for voting. They are to be 
in charge of the Democratic Inspectors of 
Election;: and: the voter must enter his 
name and address, the qualifications being 
the same as provided for enrollment. The 
voter is here -subject to challenge in the 
primary. : 

Summary remedy fs provided for any ag- 
grieved citizen, it being provided that he 
may make application to a Judge of any 
court in the judicial district, and the Judge 
may issue such order as justice ry re- 
quire. The provisions of the Penal Code 
providing punishment for violation of the 
act are‘the same as in the presentlaw. The 
provision that any party may immediately 
avail itself of the. law is inserted to permit 
an immediate reorganization of the Re- 
publican Party in New York City. 


The Governor’s “Harmony” Policy. 


A copy of the bill was this afternoon given 
to Gov. Black for his inspection. This was 
the first time the Governor had seen the 
measure, It is accepted by the members 
of the majority that the Quigg-Ford bill 
will never get further than the joint com- 
mittee on primary legislation. Some of its 
provisions may incorporated in the bill 
that finally becomes law, but the bill as a 
whole was rejected before it was received, 
on the ground that no measure emanating 
from Mr. Quigg could bring about the 
** harmony ” which is now Gov. Black’s goal. 

As an indication that the Governor’s pol- 
icy is already bearing fruit, informal con- 
ferences between Messrs. eekes, Laim- 

r, Brush, Pavey, and Hill have been 
held on the subject ofa primary pl and 
the prediction is made that‘all of thése 
gentlemén, who have acted heretofore more 
or less indépendently of the Republican or- 
ganization, may be seen working with Goy, 
Black in support of a strict primary law. 


Minnesota Plan Proposed. 


Assemblyman Wright of Kings, who is a 
Democrat, does not propose that the Re- 
publicans shall have a monoply of primary 
elaction legislation. He has prepared and 
will present at an early day. a bill, modeled 
on one introduced in the Minnesota Legis- 
ature, which puts primaries on the same 
plane with general elections; throwing about 
them exactly the same safeguards and giv- 
ing them the same popular character. The 
proposed bill wo affect only primaries 
for the nomination of candidates for Pane 
office, and would not touch those held for 
the purposes of party organization. 

It provides for the holding of all primaries 
on the same day, with the use of a secret 
ballot and polling booths such as are used in 
the regular election, except that on the 
ballot the name of the candidate to be yoted 
for ig left blank, the elector writing in the 
name of his choice under each office, and 
voting in one column only, A plurality vote 
of ‘all the electors voting in each party 
would nominate the candidate of that party 
for each office. 

It is claimed for this plan that as the 
members of all parties would vote on the 
same day, and as the ballots would be secret, 
there would be no revelation of party 
strength, as under the other plans so far 
proposed, and that it would do away with 
machine nominations,

THE CANAL- INVESTIGATION. 


Senate Committee.to Report a Bill for 
a Commission. . 

ALBANY, Jan. 18.—The canal question has 
once more subsided aftér the stirring Mr. 
‘Weekes’s resolution gave it last night. The 
Finance Committee of the Senate is expect- 
ed to take it. up Thursday and report a 
bill for an investigation !commission, to be 
appointed by the Governor and confirmed 
by the Senate, and it ds understood that 
the action of the Assembly Ways and 
Means Committee, which has the Governor's 
recommendation, and the Weekes resolution 
—= be in harmony with that of the Sen- 
ate. 

Leader Donnelly of the Assembly minority 
said to-day that the Democrats would fight 
for a legislative investigation, holding that 
any other action would be a reflection on the 
Legislature, but that nothing would be done 
that would block the investigation. It is 
pointed’ out that if all the Democrats voted 
with the three independents for a _ legis- 
lative committee, the scheme might go 
pete even if opposed by the Republican 
organization. 


Federal Control of the Erie Canal. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Representative 
Mahany of New York has introduced a 
joint resolution providing for the purchase 
or lease of the Erie Canal by the United 
States. The United States by the terms of 
the resolution is to enter into negotiations 
with the State of New. York for such pur- 
pose, to the end ‘that “this waterway. may 
be made an arm of war.and commerce for 
the general Government.” 


SPECIAL TAX FOR BROOKLYN. 


Scheme of Senator Wray to Pay the 
Deficit of $9,000,000. 


ALBANY, Jan. 18,—The proposition of 
‘ControHer Coler that a special tax be levied 
In the Borough of Brooklyn to meet the 
$9,000,000 deficit existing in the accounts 
of the city before the consolidation is caus- 
ing considerable discussion among the 
Kings County legislators. Senator Wray 
said to-day that it did not look fair to tax 
the people who have. paid their taxes to 
make up.the arrears of others who failed 
to do so, and he suggested a novel proceed- 
ing whereby some at least of the deficiency 
might be made up. As most of the shortage 
consists of uncollected: tax arrearages, he 
thought the entire batch of claims might 
be sold for a good sum to a syndicate, who 
would undertake to collect them for the 
discount. 

Senator McCarren said he knew nothing 
of this scheme. The deficit in Brooklyn’s 
finances would have to be met, he said, 
and he saw no way of doing it except by 
a@ special tax. 


NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 


A Ten-Million-Dollar Electric Line to 
Join Chicago, Milwaukee, and 
Other Cities. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 18—The Wisconsin In- 
land Lakes and Chicago Railway, which 
has asked for a franchise to enter this city, 
will be the greatest electric railway in the 
country when completed. Though the con- 
struction of only seventy-eight miles of 
track is contemplated at present, the ter- 
minals of the two branches to be at Elgin, 
Ill., and at Wilmot, Wis., it is proposed in 
time to extend the system to Milwaukee, 
Waukesha, and other cities lying in thé 
Oconomowoc region. The road as outlined 
will cost almost $10,000,000. 

The Chicago Council has been asked to 
grant the company the right to cross 
streets, it being the intention to purchase 
a right of way to the State Street bridge 
terminus, and not seek the use of public 
i for ne location of Seen For — 

vilege the company @ es to pay into 
the City Treasury $10,000 annually during 
the first ten years, and $18,500 per annum 


during another forty years. 

The ers say that only Eastern capi- 
talists are interested in the plan, and that 
neither J. Plerpont Morgan nor the Gen- 
eral Electric Company has anything to do 
with it. The power house, which will be 
the largest in the country, will be at Des- 
plaines. 


LEHIGH VALLEY ELECTION. 


Three Changes in the Directorate—A 
New Second Vice President. 


PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 18.—At the annual 
meeting of the Lehigh Valley Railroad 
Company to-day nine members of the for- 
mer board of twelve Directors were re- 
elected, and the places of Robert H. Sayre, 
James I. R. Blakslee, and William A, Ing- 
ham, who resigned from the board, were 
filled by the selection of Justus C. Straw- 
bridge, Irvin A. Stearns, and Abram Nes- 
pitt. Mr. Sayre also. resigned the office of 
Second Vice President and accepted the 
post of assistant to the President.

An Organization of National Scope 
for the Protection of Game 
Is Effected. 


The organization of the League of Amer- 
ican Sportsmen was effected at a meeting 
held in Hardman Hall, 2 West Nineteenth 
Street, yesterday morning. The league was 
formed for the purpose of protecting game 
in all parts of the country. Among those 
present at the meeting were William T. 
Hornaday, one of the Directors of the New 
York Zoological Society; E. S. Thompson, 
New York; F. S. Hyatt, New York; Ralph 
D. lLydecker, Englewood, N. J.; T. G. 
Bredington, Cranford, N. J.; Samuel Lowry, 
Johnstown, Penn.; B. C. Broome, Jersey 
City; Dr. A. J. Marling, Greenville, Ohio; 
O. W. Ballard, Scranton, Penn.; Edward W. 
Wild, Keene, N. H.; W. A. Richards, Chey- 
enne, Wyoming, and G. O. Shields. 

G. O. Shields, in calling the convention 
to order, said that the main purpose of 
the league was to stop market hunters 
from slaughtering game, and the killing of 
any innocent bird or animal which is not 
game, in the name of sport or in wan- 
tonness. 

Nearly every State in the Union has its 
game laws, but they are rarely enforced, 
and it is the intention of the league to 
have these laws improved and rigidly en- 
forced. In New York and several other 
Eastern States the laws are being rigidly 
enforced, but this was not done until game 
became nearly extinct. Im the South and 
West, however, where game is still plentiful, 
the neue will attempt to have strict laws 
passed. 

The constitution adopted is similar to that 
of the League of American Wheelmen, in 
that it will govern similar organiza- 
tions in the _ different States. It is 
the intention of the league to place restric- 
tion on the amount of game to be taken 
by one person. The constitution permits 
women to become members. The following 
officers were elected to hold office for one 
year:

SHOT HIS BROTHER-IN-LAW. 


A Family Quarrel Led to the Murder 
of a Brooklyn Man. 


Otto Diehl, twenty-nine years old, a tailor 
who lived with his family at 24 Morgan 
Avenue, Williamsburg, died at 11 o’clock 
last night in St. Catharine’s Hospital, 
having been shot in the abdomen by his 
brother-in-law, Herman J. Hinz, twenty-five 
years old, who lives with his wife and one 
child at 123 Central Avenue. The shooting 
occurred in Diehl’s residence, and in the 
presence of three of his‘children. 

Hinz, at 6:15 P. M., ten minutes after the 
shooting, went to the Stagg Street Police 
Station and surrendered himself. Coroner 
Delap took the ante-mortem statement of 
the dying man, and also the statement of 


the prisoner Hinz. 

Mrs. Diehl, the wife of the dying man, 
three weeks ago gave birth to a little girl, 
and three days afterward, as stated by 
Hinz, who is her brother, through Diehl’s 
maltreatment, had to be taken to her moth- 
er’s home in a critical condition, where she 
now is.

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GOLD FROM THE KLONDIKE 


Twenty-two Arrivals on the Coro- 
na at Seattle Bring $1,000,000 
in Drafts and Gold Dust. 


WINTER’S OUTPUT $15,000,000 


Pans of $10 to $100 on Gold Creek and 
of $3.75 and $4 on Powder Creek 
—Discovery of the Great Moth- 
er Lode Confirmed. 


SEATTLBD, Jan. 18.—The news brought by 
the treasure-laden miners who have arrived 
from the Klondike on the steamer Corona 
is important, chiefly in that it is confirma- 
tory of the discovery of the great mother 
lode. Welch, Coffin, and Burt are authority 
for the statement that the original strike 
was made at the upper end of Claim No. 30, 
Eldorado, while two stringers, one at No. 27 
and another yet lower down, were subse- 
quently located. Throughout the district the 
discovery is accepted as assurance of the 
permanency of the district as a rich gold 
mining field. As to the placer diggings, they 
continue rich. 

Powder Creek, an affluent of Quartz 
Creek, has been having a boom, pans of 
$3.75 and $4 being a common thing. Of 
course, the stream was located as soon as 
the first important discovery was made. All 
Gold Creek shows pans of $10 to $100, while 
the miners on Hunker Creek, Henderson, 
Dominion, the Big Salmon, and the Stewart 
all declare themselves satisfied with the 
prospect. 

One of the first to stake ground on El- 
dorado, and the very lest man out of the 
Klondike country, is Andrew Olsen, known 
as “ The Big Swede.” He is notable as be- 
ing the owner of the claim on which the 
biggest Klondike nugget yet found was dis- 
sen The lump of gold was valued at 
Replying to a request for an estimate of 
the Winter’s gold dust output of the camp, 
Joe Campbell, one of the returning miners, 
said: ‘‘ We have done a great deal of fig- 
uring on that, and it now appears that the 
output, notwithstanding the scarcity of 
food and light, will be from $12,000,000 to 
$15,000,000.”"" 

Dr. H. H. Littlefield of Skaguay, came 
in on the Corona. He had just closed a 
contract with the Canadian Government to 
pack provisions to Lake Bennett for twen- 
ty-five cents a pound. 

L. T. Grady, formerly a banker of Fair- 
fax, Minn., paid $600 for the privilege of 
walking from Dawson behind a brisk dog 
team. Muret Anderson, an elderly gentle- 
man of St. Louis, made the trip after much 
the*same fashion. ; 

Twenty-two persons arrived from Dawson 
City on the steamer Corona, bringing with 
them a small amount of golddust and drafts 
on the North American Trading and Trans- 
portation Company and the Alaska Com- 
mercial Company, amounting to between 
$900,000 and $1,000,000. In the party was 
one woman. She is the second woman to 
come out this Winter. 

The amount of drafts brought down repre- 
sents the proceeds of sales of claims to the 
Cudahy-Healy Yukon and Klondike Mining 
Company and private parties. 

The large individual amounts were brought 
by the follewing: D. C. Campbell, $100,000; 
KE. H. Jenkins, $150,000; Leonard Sedgwick, 
$100,000; Andrew Olsen, $120,000; T. E. Bre- 
nier, $46,000, and J. Brands, $15,000. 

In reference tv the food situation at Daw- 
son, last night’s arrivals corroborate pre- 
vious reports that, while food is scarce, 
there will be no starvation. The Yukon is 
filled from shore to shore with great ice 
ridges from ten ‘to twenty feet high, the ice 
being thrown up in great blocks and stand- 
ing in all sorts of angles. Men with dogs 
can make their way by hugging the shore, 
but no amount of supplies can be carried 
with dog teams. The proposed use of rein- 
deer in this country is considered entirely 
impracticable,

KLONDIKE RELIEF EXPEDITION. 


Canadian Minister Siftom Advised as 
to the War Department’s Plans, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—Acting Secre- 
tary Meiklejohn of the War Department 
has written to Mr. Clifford Sifton, Canadian 
Minister of the Interior, in regard to the 
Klondike relief movement as follows: 

“The War Department has ordered its

WHAT SENATOR WOLCOTT ADMITS AND 
OMITS. 

Mr. Wo.tcott has made his long-prom- 
ised and carefully prepared speech on his 
experience as a bimetallic petitioner in 
Europe. He is by far the most capable 
man in the silver party, and the leader 
of the faction that still retains connection 
with the Republican Party. He was 
Chairman of Mr. McKINLEY’s commis- 
sion, and is credited with guiding if not 
wholly dictating its action. What he 
says and what he does not say, what he 
admits and what he carefully omits, are, 
therefore, worth noting. 

He makes these admissions: (1) NoGov- 
ernments were consulted but those of 
France and Great Britain. It is well 
known that no international agreement 
for bimetallism could be made effective 
without the assent of other Governments 
than these. Of the others absolutely es- 
sential, Germany is committed to the 
gold standard, Russia has just adopted 
it, Austro-Hungary is making strenuous 
efforts to adopt it. 

(2) To France there. seems to have 
been offered the absurd ratio of 151% to 
1. Why? Because it is the purely the- 
oretic ratio of the French system, which 
exists only as an ideal and has not been 
applied for nearly a quarter of a cent- 
ury. At the same time Mr. Wo.ncort 
declares that a change in the ratio, say 
to 20 to 1, would probably have to be 
conceded, though he does not say by 
whom that would be accepted-or how 
it would do any good. 

(3) Nothing was at any time really of- 
fered by Great Britain, which Govern- 
ment politely consented to consult the 
Government of India as to opening. the 
Indian mints, did so, and received, as it 
was sure to receive, a firm and decisive 
negative. 

(4) These negotiations, going only to an 
indefinite and contingent understanding 
with France and a purely Pickwickian 
talk in London, were a dead failure. 

Mr. WoLcoTtT’s speech is remarkable 
for the following significant omissions: 

(1) No authority is given for the offer 
by the commission to open the mints of 
the United States to unlimited coinage 
of silver. None could be given. Mr. 
Wo tcott talks largely of the instructions 
leaving to the commission the unquali- 
fied authority conferred by the law. But 
the law does not cover this and cannot. 
So far as Mr. Woxicortt shows, the prop- 
osition was a pure assumption by the 
commission, without sanction im its in- 
structions and without the- shadow ‘of 
right, 

(2) No authority, nor even-a reason, is 
given for the offer to.throw away ‘the 


traditional ratio of 16 to 1 and substi- 
tute the French ratio. of 154% to 1. The 
most daring stretch of interpretation of 
the statute could not cover such an of- 
fer. 

(3) The actual position of the Presi- 
dent is carefully: left undefined. Mr. 
Wotcort talks largely of the “‘ unswerv- 
ing support” of the President, of his 
“earnest desire”’ to carry out the Repub- 
lican platform, of how “earnestly and 
anxiously” he wished an international 
bimetallic agreement, but he does not 
say that Mr. McKiniey sanctioned the 
offer to open our mints, or the propo- 
sition to adopt the French ratio of 15% 
to 1. And while Mr. Wo.coTt scolds 
angrily at the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, he does not deny—he dares not deny 
—that Mr. McKINLEY approves the aims 
of Mr. GAGE. 

On the whole, Mr. Wo.ucorTT’s speech 
is a despairing confession of failure in 
the immediate past and a defiance equal- 
ly desperate with reference to the fut- 
ure. It is the utterance of a champion 
of a lost cause, who sees his last allies 
going over to the other side. He him- 
self contributes much to the confusion 
by changing with no reason, and blindly, 
the inscription on his banner. “ Sixteen 
to One” is the phrase which the parti- 
sans of free silver coinage have taken 
as their cry.- It involves all that there 
is traditional or inspiring in these prin- 
ciples. It implies the “dollar of the 
fathers’; it is the principle violated by 
what they believe to be the “crime of 
‘73’; it sets forth the aim they pursue. 
They have made of it the shibboleth 
which all the faithful, and they only, can 
pronounce. To change it for a formula 
known only to the theorists of France 
is a sign of bewilderment on the part 
of Senator WoLcotr that must be ex- 
tremely demoralizing. But it is only 
one sign of many. 


GIVE THEM MORE PROTECTION. 

The embarrassments of the New HEng- 
land cotton manufacturing industry and 
the untimely strike of its operatives 
against a reduction of wages appear to 
be the direct results of insufficient tariff 
protection. The remedy, of course, is an 
increase in the rates of Schedule I. 

These mills are able to produce far 
more cotton goods than the people of this 
country consume. The Fall River mills 
alone have on hand a surplus of two mill- 
ion pieces. The market price naturally 
breaks under the pressure of the over- 
supply. Goods that it cost 16.84 cents a 
pound to manufacture cannot ‘be sold 
above 15.75. That is the first of the rea- 
sons which, according to the manufact- 
urers, have compelled them to order the 
10 per cent. reduction in wages against 
which the men have gone out on strike. 
The second reason is the competition of 
the Southern mills. The third is the labor 
laws of Massachusetts, which put them at 
a disadvantage. In the Massachusetts 
mills. operatives work fifty-eight hours a 
In the other New England States 
they work sixty hours, while in Southern 
mills the hours of labor run as high as 


week. 


sixty-six to seventy-two hours a week. 
The cost of labor is thus made higher in 
Fall River and New Bedford than in 
rival manufacturing centres. 

A scoffing free trader would at once 
point out with unbecoming glee that these 
statements demolish several hundred 
thousand protectionist speeches which 
have been made in New England or in 
Congress during the last fifteen years. 

First, it is one of the virtues of a pro- 
tective tariff that it maintains the wages 
of American labor at a high rate, which 
enables the operative to buy more goods 
for his family. This vastly augments 
consumption and furnishes the protected 
manufacturer with an unfailing home 
market capable of taking his entire prod- 
uct. 

Second, with foreign competition shut 
out, there can be no such thing as de- 
structive home competition, since under a 
protective tariff the home market must 
be always sufficient to absorb all the 
goods that can be made, 

Third, as the great object of protection 
is, not to increase the gains*of the manu- 
facturer, but to enable American labor to 
have a good time on high wages and short 
hours, thereby maintaining its great dis- 
tinction from the pauper labor of Europe, 
it would appear that the Legislature of 
Massachusetts has proceeded on the lines 
of true protectionist doctrine in decreeing 
that operatives shall work only fifty- 
eight hours a week. Any manufacturer 
who complains of laws that insure to the 
workingman those desirable fruits of pro- 
tection that have been dangled before his 
eyes by innumerable campaign speakers 
is a foe to the American tariff system. 

If well flown with impudence, a free 
trader would further observe that the 
sound business remedy for overproduc- 
tion is, not wage reduction and curtail- 
ment, but new and broader markets. 
When Mr. S. B. Cuass of Fall River ap- 
peared before Mr. DrncLEey’s Ways and 
Means Committee as the representative 
of the cotton manufacturers of New Eng- 
land, Mr. WHEELER asked him how it was 
that England now exports nearly $400,- 
000,000 worth of cotton goods annually, 
while the United States exports only 
about $10,000,000 or $12,000,000. “ We 
do not have the market,” replied Mr. 
CHASE, With much simplicity, adding the 
familiar excuse that England makes her 
goods cheaper than we do. But when Mr, 
WHEELER observed that the South would 
not favor any change in the tariff that 
would restrict the foreign market for her 
cotton goods, Mr. CHasm admitted that 
“the export business of the South has 
largely increased with China.” Our free 
trader would, of course, insist that if it 
has been demonstrated that in any part 
of this country we can make cotton goods 
at prices that enable us to compete with 
the Manchester goods in China, the man- 
ufacturers. who have made the demon- 
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stration ought to be encouraged, in the 
hope that we might some day reap the 
profit on manufacturing, as well as on 
raising, three-fourths of the world’s cot- 
ton supply. He might even blaspheme 
by doubting the wisdom of a tariff policy 
that maintains a protection the prosper- 
ous Southern mills do not require for the 
sake of Massachusetts mills that are un- 
able to sell their goods anywhere, the re- 
sult of which is to, confirm the suprem- 
acy of Manchester in the cotton goods 
trade. 

But Mr. DINGLEY and Mr. ALDRICH 
know how to answer scoffing free traders. 
They will presently report from their re- 
spective committees a cotton goods 
schedule that will gladden the now de- 
spondent hearts in New Bedford, Fall 
River, and Lewiston. Mr. CHAsE got 
what he asked for when he visited Wash- 
ington last December, but he didn’t ask 
for enough. The error due to his .diffi- 
dence will now be corrected, and a pro- 
tection that protects will revive the New 
England industries, now perishing under 
the Wilson rates continued in the Dingley 
tariff. 


THE ANARCHISTS IN PARIS. 

One of the strangest things in the 
strange drama that is unrolling in Paris 
is the appearance of the Anarchists, not 
exactly on the side of law and order, but 
at least rioting against the rioters. But 
this is only superficially strange. The 
riots of the students, while in them- 
selves breaches of law and order, are to 
the rioters a means of “supporting the 
Government.” The Dreyfus scandal is 
the latest of many scandals that have 
touched the integrity of the rulers of 
France. It is distinguished from its pred- 
ecessors by the implication which it car- 
ries that political corruption has gone 
beyond: the civilians and affected “ the 
honor of the army.” At least it is thus 
distinguished from the Pa*ama scandal. 
But in fact the honor of the French 
Army has not been so unsmirched under 
the republic as the adherents of the 
French Ministry would like the French 
people to believe. The French people 
must have short memories if they forget 
that two French Generals, one of them 
a Senator, and one sub-chief of the gen- 
eral staff, were found guilty in 1887 of 
trafficking in decorations. There is no 
presumption in favor of Gen. MERCIER 
and Gen. BILLoT, whom ZoLa has openly 
accused of perjury and challenged to 
bring him into court, which was not 
eleven years ago equally strong in favor 
of Gen. CAFFAREL and Gen, Comte 
D’ ANDLAU. 

There was no rioting in Paris upon 
that occasion. The rioting now is not in 
favor of ‘“‘the honor of the army.” It is 
against the Jews. It starts from the 
noble proposition that a Jew who has 
been convicted by a secret tribunal of 
any offense shall undergo his punish- 
ment, whether the conviction was just 
or not, and a noble determination to 
“conspuer” anybody who questions its 
justice. The appeals to protect “the 
honor of the army” mean simply that the 
decision of a court-martial is infallible, 
whereas in this case no impartial person 
can read the case against DREYFUS, upon 
which we commented yesterday, without 
seeing that the charge has not been 
proved. 

Nevertheless, when an attempt is made 
to let in the light upon this dark and 
secret proceeding, the French Ministry 
resists the attempt, and invokes “ the 
honor of the army,” and the French stu- 
dents take riotous possession of the 
streets of Paris, and are treated with 
singular tenderness and forbearance by 
the police. The students are supporting 
the Government, and that is a sufficient 
reason for the Anarchists why they 
should instigate a counter-riot against 
the Government. No doubt they take 
this part primarily because it is seditious, 
but they may very well feel that they 
are contending against injustice. They 
have right on their side. When men 
“decree injustice by a law” they make 
rebels against the law. When a Govern- 
ment undertakes to concea: what has 
been done by a tribunal it creates a pow- 
erful presumption that what the tribunal 
has done will not bear the light. When 
men come to believe that justice is denied 
or that justice is bought and sold by the 
Government under which they live they 
are “against the Government.” It is this 
belief which makes Anarchists in Paris, 
as it would make Anarchists in New 
York. Every public officer and every pri- 
vate “business man,” in France or in 
America, who does anything to justify 
this belief is doing his best to encourage 
Anarchism. He has sown the wind, and 
it will be his own fault if he reaps the 
whirlwind. 


ENGLAND AND THE EAST. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer fol- 
lows the First Lord of the Treasury in 
defining the policy of Great Britain in 
respect to China. Sir MicHAEL HIcks- 
BeacH goes even further than Mr, BaL- 
Four, since he says plainly that Great 
Britain will go to war, if necessary, to 
prevent the exclusive occupation of any 
Chinese ports by any one European pow- 
er, China is not a region for conquest 
or colonization, but for commerce. Of 
that commerce Great Britain will insist 
that every nation shall have such a share 
ag it can command in open commercial 
competition and no more. 

Of course, this means that Great Brit- 
ain herself will have the lion’s share. She 
has always had it under the conditions 
upon the continuance of which she in- 
sists, and there is no reason to expect 
that she will lose it while these condi- 
tions continue. But it would be equally 
futile and unjust to quarrel with her ac- 
tion on that account. Whoever insists 


on a fair field and no favor is to be com-. 


mended, even if it turns out that he him- 
self will be the greatest gainer by the 
success of his demand, Nobody who does 
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not succeed under those conditions has 
any cause of complaint. And, indeed, it 
does not at all follow that Great Brit- 
ain’s commercial rivals will lose any part 
of what she gains. As a customer China 
has not yet begun to be “exploited.” 
We ourselves ought to do much more 
business with her than we do, and under 
the British policy we should be able to 
do so, However much Germany is dissat- 
isfied with her share under the present 
conditions, there can be little doubt that 
it is more profitable than any she could 
get by the triumph of her own policy of 
exclusive occupation. It is open to her to 
increase it as much as her enterprise will 
permit, and it is quite possible that in 
some lines she may increase it at British 
expense. 

However that may be, it is absolutely 
certain that the British policy will pre- 
vail. Continental editors occasionally in- 
dulge themselves with able articles on 
the decline of England in the Far East. 
But, in fact, England has a complete 
command of the situation. A Russo- 
Japanese alliance might possibly dispute 
it with her, but she herself has obtained, 
against Russia, the alliance of Japan, 
whose interests and whose objects are 
the same as her own. So also are ours, 
and we possess what Great Britain does 
not possess of the eastern coast of the 
Pacific. When England says that China 
shall not be opened to conquest there is 
nobody to gainsay her. A naval war in 
those waters, even on the part of Ger- 
many and Russia combined, would be a 
hopeless enterprise, since neither fleet 
could get a ton of coal except on British 
or Japanese sufferance. They might in- 
deed make very serious war on Great 
Britain in Burope. But to make a Euro- 
pean war in the interest of preaching the 
gospel of his consecrated person by seiz- 
ing Chinese territory would be a proced- 
ure beyond what even the Kaiser has 
prepared us to believe of him. For the 
present, at least, the declaration of Great 
Britain, and the evidence of her power to 
make it good, must paralyze the piratical 
operations both of Germany and of Rus- 
sia. 


WHAT IS FULL DRESS? 


This momentous inquiry is involved 
in whatever may be the answer to a 
San Francisco correspondent of THE 
TIMES, who writes as follows: 


In the issue of Dec. 30, 1897, The New 
York Sun, in a series of answers to an in- 
quiring correspondent, virtually declared 
that a black necktie was admissible as part 
of a full-dress suit in the City of New 
York. Here in San Francisco, where we 
are supposed to be on the extreme out- 
skirts of civilization, no well-bred man 
thinks of wearing a black necktie with a 
full-dress suit. Is. The Sun right in saying 
that New Yorkers do this? How can I 
find out what is the rule in London? 


The large and intelligent reading pub- 
lic that takes its aesthetic opinions and 
social law from our lively and esteemed 
contemporary, The Sun, must have read 
with a shudder the editorial dictum in 
favor of a combination of black necktie, 
swallow-tail coat, low-cut waistcoat, and 
black trousers. That an oracle of un- 
doubted authority and unbounded knowl- 
edge should have uttered so revolution- 
ary a decree as this in the wearing of 
men’s apparel is only another evidence of 
the radical tendencies of the times. For 
years unnumbered it has been the usage 
of all well-bred American men—whether 
in New York, San Francisco, or Duluth— 
to appear in full-dress in the evening at 
any festive gathering where ladies are 
present, and to wear as part of that dress 
a white lawn necktie. What men wear 
among themselves, when they meet with- 
out the sunshine of love and beauty, is a 
matter of no consequence. They may wear 
black silk neckties, white lawn neckties, 
high-cut or low-cut waistcoats, gemmed 
shirt studs or pearl buttons, or even that 
half-decent and altogether vulgar un- 
dress known as the Tuxedo jacket, 
known to our English cousins as the 
dinner jacket. No matter; men in men’s 
society may wear anything unconven- 
tional unless, indeed, we except the white 
silk or satin necktie fastened in a bow, 
and which that glass of fashion and 
mold of form, Mr. RicHARD CROKER, has 
energetically condemned as in bad form. 

Full-dress, we take it, is worn by men 
at a dinner where ladies are to be pres- 
ent; at a ball, an evening party, or re- 
ception, or at any social function given 
in the evening, where the occasion is 
somewhat ceremonious and where ladies 
are expected to appear in evening dress. 
Under no circumstances whatever imag- 
inable to a well-bred man would full- 
dress include a black necktie. We trust 
that our much-harassed San Francisco 
correspondent is satisfactorily answered. 

As for the further inquiry relating to 
the custom in London, we might suggest 
that the matter is of sufficient gravity 
to be made a subject of diplomatic cor- 
respondence. Secretary SHERMAN, when 
his fresh and vigorous mind is moment- 
arily unbent from the consideration of 
the situation in Cuba or from a painful 
attempt to discover ‘*something equally as 
good” for Mr. CHARLES PaGE BRYAN, 
might request Ambassador Hay to in- 
form the State Department whether the 
Prince of WALms wears a black necktie 
with a full-dress suit. Whatever WaLzs 
does “‘ goes,” as all the world of London 
knows full well. It is the privilege of 
every true-born Briton to “ write to The 
Times,” whenever he is in doubt, trou- 
ble, perplexity, or anger. To write to 
The Times is the Englishman’s mental 
relief, as well as his inalienable privilege, 
and as the Greater Britain includes the 
Continent of North America in its lim- 
its, it is possible that an inquiry directed 
to that journal, without the interposition 
of international diplomacy, would bring 
the desirei information. Our impres- 
sion and belief is that some Londoners, 
like some New Yorkers, are so indiffer- 
ent to the usages of polite society as to 
wear a black necktie when in so-called 
full-dress. Let us hope that as the course 
of empire takes its way westward it will 
not carry to San Francisco this shocking 


invasion of good manners. 


—aA writer in The National Review, com- 
menting on the willful neglect of vaccina- 
tion by the inhabitants of an English town, 
says that as sure as sunrise this policy 
will soon produce an epidemic of smallpox. 
The scores of deaths that will result, this 
severe person adds, will be cases of mur- 
der, not of suicide. The latter term, for 
some not entirely appreciable reason, he 
reserves for use when treating of typhoid 
fever outbreaks, which are both absolutely 
and easily preventable by means within the 
power of city, town, and village authorities 
everywhere. Indeed, it would seem as 
though a greater degree of culpability exist- 
ed in the case of typhoid than of smallpox, 
for the single method by which the former 
can be communicated is not only thor- 
oughly understood, but the danger is ever 
present, and is to be aVoided in but a single 
way. Neglect of vaccination is an explic- 
able though unpardonable folly, when the 
malady against which it gives immunity 
has not appeared in a community for many 
years. To permit, however, the use of a 
water supply that is probably, almost cer- 
tainly, contaminated, is nothing less than 
to make and prove a charge of criminal 
negligence against those by whom that 
water supply is controlled. “If prevent- 
able, why not prevented?” asks the essay- 
ist again and again. It is indeed a hard 
question—hard not only in relation to the 
zymotic diseases, but to scores of other ills 
from which poor stupid humanity continues 
to suffer. Why, for instance, are cities, 
States, and nations misgoverned, when they 
could as easily as not elect to office men of 
demonstrated competency and honesty? 


—According to a decision just rendered 
by the Appellate Term, a tenant is not freed 
from the obligations of his lease simply be- 
cause the landlord does not employ a jani- 
tor who invariably knows and performs the 
duties of that important position. This 
seems to be good enough sense to be good 
law, and in the case under consideration, it 
must be confessed, the tenant’s grievances 
were not particularly impressive. He only 
charged that the hallway gas jets were 
sometimes not lighted as early ag they 
should have been, that the door bell was 
not always answered promptly, and that 
the pump used to fill the tank on.the roof 
broke down on three occasions. As jani- 
tors in New York go, this particular janitor 
must have been rather above than below 
the average of his class in efficiency, else 
would he have been charged with graver 
crimes than these. It is to be noted, how- 
ever, in this as in most other controversies 
of the same sort, that all of the so-called 
inevitable accidents and imperfections 
inured to landlord’s pecuniary benefit. That 
may account for the landlord’s patience 
with the janitor’s shortcomings. Dark hall- 
ways, cold rooms, broken down pumps— 
these and scores of other petty inconven- 
iences inflicted on tenants mean money 
saved by the owner of the house. There are 
never any mishaps that work the other 
\way—none, at least, which does not move 
the landlord to instant and usually effect- 
ive action. 


—All this frantic outcry that we hear 
from France in regard to “the honor of 
the army ”’ and the need of defending it, at 
any cost of injustice to worthy individuals 
or of immunity to unworthy ones, has a 
strangely familiar sound. The Parisian 
mob sees dishonor not in the continued 
wearing of the national uniform by men 
who, if they have not concealed their own 
crimes by. fastening them upon an inno- 
cent brother-in-arms, have been openly and 
formally charged with doing so by persons 
of good repute, who assert that they have 
adequate evidence to maintain their ac- 
cusations. ‘The inculpated officers and their 
friends, instead of clamoring for instant 
trial, by which alone “the honor of the 
army ’”’ can be vindicated, shriek with rage 
at those who are demanding justice, and in- 
sist that the scandal shall be smothered. 
So in this country, the pretense is made 
that any effort to purge the pension roll of 
names that have no right to be on it is a 
malignant assault upon the whole body of 
pensioners. We are commanded in the 
fiercest tones to let the matter rest, and 
not even to intimate the possibility of a 
scoundrel’s robbing the National Treasury. 
Human nature, in its baser as in its nobler 
manifestations, is much the same the world 
over, 


PERSONAL. 

—-There is an element of pathetic humor 
in the fact that 'the once almost famous and 
now almost forgotten W. H. H. Murray 
has just written from his home in Guilford, 
Conn., a vehement appeal for the revival of 
the old-time “‘lyceum.”’ This, he says, cor- 
rectly enough, though with some mixture of 
metaphor, “was one of the chiefest meth- 
ods of instruction and the noblest avenues 
along which to roll truth and right onward 
to the triumph ever in vogue among a 
people.” That is, indeed, what the lecture 
platform was, but like many another good 
thing, it has been superseded by new 
“methods” and new “avenues,” just as 
spinning wheels and stage coaches have 
given place to power looms and railway 
trains. Mr. MURRAY—more people will re- 
member him, perhaps, if the word Adiron- 
dack be linked to his name again—won most 
of his fame as a public debater of the great 
questions that arose just after the war, and 
of course he recalls with regret the weight 
which his words then had with New Eng- 
land audiences; he prefers not to see that 
the purposes then served by himself and 
other orators, greater and less, are now ac- 
complished by less direct, less personal, but 
not necessarily less admirable means. Now- 
adays a majority of people prefer to read 
arguments rather than to hear them. On 
the whole the change is for the better. It 
is easier to judge the printed than the 
spoken word, for the latter often did not 
appeal to‘the judgment at all, and the 
former always must. The best part of Mr. 
MURRAY’s article is that in which the down- 
fall of tthe lyceum platform is explained. 
“It is now called upon,” he declares, “ not 
merely to support itself, but every imagin- 
able ‘cause’ and ‘ charity’ and ‘ most wor- 
thy object’ has been saddled uponit. Of old 
if enough tickets were sold to pay the local 
expenses and the speaker, it was called a 
success. That was the rule—to ask the 
people ito pay for just what they got. But 
now the people must pay for what they get 
and a good deal more.” 


— St. Louis boasts the possession of two 
able electriclans who are hardly out of 
pinafores. They are HEBER ROBARTS, aged 
fourteen, and T. R. READ, two years older, 
and they have formed a partnership for the 
purpose of experimenting with the mys- 
terious force.

“ HYDROPHOBIA” STATISTICS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In your handsome illustrated supplement 
of to-day the following paragraph appears: 

“That the Pasteur treatment for hydro- 
phobia has proved more than eminently suc- 
cessful is made apparent in the statistics 
for the last seven years. Of 955 patients 
treated only five have died, a percentage 
of 0.52,” 

Dog owners and fanciers will doubtless be 
amazed at these figures. Moreover they do 
not agree with the statements of distin- 
guished medical men who have made a 
special study of the subject. 

Dr. Irving C. Rosse, F. R. G. S., read a 
paper not long ago-before the American 
Neurological Association dealing with this 


question. After patient study and years of 
travel, he states that his search for well- 
authenticated cases of hydrophobia, “ has 
been about as fruitless as the search for 
well authenticated cases of shark-bite. That 
the statistics of New York for thirty-five 
years show nine years in which no death 
occurred, and two successive years in which 
there was not one.”’ President Haines of 
the American Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals states that during 
thirty years of the existence of the society 
there has been no well-established case 
found either of rabies or hydrophobla. Dr. 
Landon Carter Gray, a well-known New 
York physician, in an address before the 
New York Academy of Medicine, said that 
there was not a neurologist in the city who 
had seen a case in his practice. 

A page of THE TimEs might be filled with 
statements of a like tenor from eminent 
men in medical science of both hemispheres. 
In substance they tell us that in countries 
that have the most dogs, such as Japan, 
Korea, and Asia Minor, hydrophobia is un- 
known; that in Berlin, which lacks a Pas- 
teur Institute, no case has been reported in 
years, 

During the Summer the cases of news- 
paper hydrophobia probably mount into 
the thousands, yet Dr. H. P. Loomis has 
stated that ‘of 20,000 necropsies at Belle- 
vue, eight cases of alleged hydrophobia 
showed no gross pathological lesion.”’ 

I believe that I am strictly within the 
bounds of truth when I say that those who 
are qualified to speak for the medical pro- 
fession recognize-in this so-called hydro- 
phobla a purely nervous or mental disturb- 
ance, which is only aggravated by so-called 
hydrophobia cures, be they evolved from 
the brain of a Pasteur or a conventional 
charlatan, 

Let THE Times interview some of the 
leading New York physicians, and perhaps 
it would be necessary to revise Gibier’s 
hydrophobia statistics, and to redraw the 
picture of his ‘Zoo.’ J. C. EMORY,

THE DRUGGIST’S SIDE. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Having always found THE Tim®s a paper 
which gave both sides of a question, I would 
like to call your attention to a few funda- 
mental truths governing the drug business 
of to-day. 

The public of New York City is only too 
willing to nourish fondly a misconception 
regarding our profession, namely, that a 
druggist is a tradesman and nothing else. 
Well, as a tradesman he is a complete fail- 
ure generally. There is no branch of trade 
where competition has played such havoc 
with all acknowledged principles of trade as 
the drug ‘trade. 

As an example, let me give the following 
comparison between wholesale and retail 
prices: 67144c for a patent sarsaparilla, 65c; 
674%4c for a nerve tonic, 59c; 17%c for a 
patent pill, 16c, &c., ad infinitum. The 
bulk of daily proceeds is made up of sales 


like the foregoing. The reason for this 
deplorable condition is an unreasoning, self- 
destroying competition, and this competition 
is caused by the lack of business training 
of the druggist, and this again is conditioned 
by the necessity of his being a thoroughly 
competent pharmacist, a professional man. 
His education as such takes just as long 
as that of a physician, and costs even 
more; his professional standing has to be 
as high as a physician; he has to devote 
many hours of his day to study and re- 
search in order to keep abreast of the de- 
velopment of his profession, and this he 
has to continue his life long. Is he not 
entitled to professional considtration and to 
professional remuneration for professional 
services rendered? 

What if he charges 25 cents for profes- 
sional services in filling a doctor’s pre- 
scription? This is certainly not outrageous, 
Suppose the crude materials do not cost him 
10 cents, ig not the fact that he has to bring 
his trained intellect into play (I only men- 
tion chemistry, toxicology, therapeutics, 
&c.,) worth a small fee? Why, even a shoe- 
maker, carpenter, or barber charges 25 
cents for his services for an outlay of 10 
cents. But the money-hungry druggist has 
to get even the blood and marrow of his 
unfortunate helpers! He has by acquired 
habit to suck their life out of them by work- 
ing them for sixteen hours or more a day, 
while they swell his bank account by their 
efforts. 

Now, let me tell you that I am the owner 
of a prosperous drug store. I myself open 
the store at 7 o’clock in the morning and 
close it at 11 o’clock at night without a 
chance to go out even for my meals. There 
are hundreds like me, store owners who can- 
not afford to pay for the services of a 
clerk, and who have to work seventeen 
hours a day steadily without a single inter- 
mission. How do you like this for a pros- 
perous drug store? It is not innate grabbi- 
ness which prevents any druggist in the 
city from paying for help or having a ten- 
hour work day, but it is stern necessity; 
the drug business does not pay any more. 
We do not realize by far the percentage on 
our capital which our neighbors, the gro- 
cer, the butcher, the baker, &c., realize. 
And that with a professional education and 
long, long hours. 

I hope that the sense of justice for which 
I always appreciated your paper will impel 
you to make use of the sonegalng in answer 
to your article in to-day’s issue.

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ENGLAND'S POLICY IN CHINA 
The Press Is Greatly Pleased by 


Sir Michael Hicks-Beach’s 
Declaration for War. 


OTHER COUNTRIES MUST HEED 


Russia, Germany, and France May Be 
Warned to Tell of Their Inten- 
tions—Backing of America 
and Japan Relied On. 


LONDON, Jan. 18.—The country generally 
is greatly pleased by the announcement 
made by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, at Swansea last 
night, in which he echoed the previous dec- 
larations of the First Lord of the Treasury, 
Mr. A. J. Balfour. at Manchester, on the 
Indian policy of the Government, and added 
that the Ministers were determined, even 
at the cost of war, that the door of Chinese 
commerce should not be shut to, Great 
Britain. 

This declaration is recognized as clearly 
defining the Government’s position, and both 
the Liberal and Conseryative newspapers 
commend the plain speaking. 

The Globe this afternoon says: 

“What we want in China is trade. We 
want to make a market for the commerce 
of the whole world. Sir Michael Hicks- 
Beach’s announcement of the determination 
of the Government is clear and resolute, 
and will-tend:to peace. It was a pity that 
other Cabinet Ministers have not spoken 
thus on other occasions. When the loan is 


definitely settled, Russia, France, and Ger- 
many will have to let us know not only 
whether they intend to acquiesce to the 

rinciple we have laid down, but they will 

ave to be definitely asked to give a plain 
answer on the specific points which have 
been discussed. In carrying out the policy 
promulgated, the Government will have the 
support of the people of this country, and 
also of two countries who, above all others, 
are eminently concerned. Both the United 
States and Japan recognize the wisdom and 
the benefits which are likely to be derived 
from ports free and open.” 

The St. James’s Gazette also believes that 
the “‘ firm statement tends to peace.” 

The Pall Mall Gazette remarks: 

“The Government is determined that the 
Chinese door shall be kept open, even at the 
cost of war. These are grave words, but 
they would be more serious still if thew 
did not represent a serious intention. It is 
the power that talks of war and then re- 
coils from acting that gets embroiled.” 

The provincial newspapers also approve of 
the speech of Sir Michael Hicks-Beach. 

The Westminster Gagette, in its financial 
article, says: 

“The Stock Exchange was not so cheer- 
ful. Consols have fallen. Some unsteadi- 
ness was caused generally by Sir Michael 
Hicks-Beach’s speech, which has aroused 
some uneasiness.’’ 

Other papers, however, say the speech was 
received on the Stock Exchange with gen- 
eral approval. 


CHINO-GERMAN AGREEMENT. 


Kiao-Chau Bay to be Leased, the Mis- 
sionary Murderers Punished, and 
Other Concessions Made. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—A cable dis- 
patch has just been received at the Chinese 
Legation from the Tsungli-Yamen, Peking, 
to the following effect: 

A settlement of the difficulty with Ger- 
many has been effected. Kiao-Chau Bay is 


to be leased, a belt surrounding the bay, 
extending 100 li (about 30 miles) to be the 
boundary. All the German troops outside 
the prescribed limits are to be withdrawn. 
Two of the culprits charged with the mur- 
der of the missionaries are to be punished 
with death, and the rest with imprisonment. 
Permission will be granted for the building 
of churches in the Cities of Tsi Nin, Tsao 
Chow Fu, and Chu Yeh, and dwelling houses 
for the missionaries in the seven places in 
the districts of Tsao Hien and Shan Hien 
will be erected, for which purpose a sum 
of 225,000 taels will be allowed. 

This amount is to be taken also as a com- 
pensation. for the killing of the mission- 
aries. The sanction of the throne has been 
obtained to the above mode of settlement. 


RUSSIA WANTS FULL CONTROL 


LONDON, Jan. 19.—The Shanghai corre- 
spondent of The Daily Mail claims to have 
excellent authority for the statement that 
the Russian Chargé, M. Pavloff, has in- 


formed the Tsung-li-Yamen that immediate- 
ly the German affair is settled Russia will 
restore Port Arthur to China and withdraw 
her troops without demanding indemnity. 

In return, however, the correspondent 
says, China must employ Russians exclus- 
ively to drill her troops and to control her 
customs and railways. Russia now has 
three war vessels inside and four outside Port 
Arthur, while she has 5,000 troops on shore, 

The Pekin correspondent of The Times 
gays: 

“The Russian Chargé d’Affaires, M. Pav- 
loff, protests strongly against the opening 
of Ta-Lien-Wan, but China is apparently 
anxious to obtain British financial assist- 
ance, and will give ample security for the 
repayment of a loan. She will also permit 
the extension of steam communication on 
inland waters, and will grant increased 
trade facilities at all open ports."’ 

A special dispatch from Pekin says China 
ig ready to open three new treaty ports 
and to agree to an extension of railway into 
Yun-Nan Province, but declines to consent 
to the exclusion of other powers than Eng- 
land from the Yang-Tse-Kiang Valley. 


, Another Missionary in Trouble. 


BERLIN, Jan. 18.—A telegram received 
here from Canton says that a German mis- 
sionary, named Homeyer, belonging to the 
Namjung Station, has been robbed and 
wounded near a place called Langthen. The 
dispatch adds that the Chinese Governor, 
on the intervention of the German Consul 
at Canton, telegraphed orders to take the 
measures necessary to deal with the matter. 


Germany Wants Help. 


VIENNA, Jan. 18.—It is reported that Ger- 
many is urging Austria-Hungary and Italy 


to send warships to Chinese waters, with 
a view of obtaining their support. 


PRESIDENT ZELAYA’S PICNIC. 


MANAGUA, Nicaragua, (via Galveston, 
Texas,) Jan. 18.—The picnic which was 
tendered by President Zelaya to the Nica- 
ragua Canal Commissioners of the United 
States and the members of the American 
syndicate of capitalists and contract- 
ors on Jinotega Mountain was success- 
ful and proved a delightful surprise to 
the visitors. They had a splendid view 
of the extensive and fertile mountains 
and valleys, of Lakes Nicaragua and 
Managua, and of the Pacific Ocean, The 
day was delightful, Summer weather pre- 
valling. 

The Canal Commissioners and the party 
of capitalists and contractors personally 
teridered their thanks to President Zelaya 
for the outing and entertainment, and then 
bade him and the Cabinet adiéu, starting-on 
the Government’s special] train for Grana- 
da, where they will take the steamer Vic- 
toria for a trip on Lake Nicaragua, with Ri- 
vas as their destination. All were in excel- 
lent health and spirits. Mr. Menocal and 
Sefior Perez, the engineers, accompany 
them. To-morrow the Chicago party will 
begin a critical examination of the canal 
route.

- SIGNOR NICOLINI DEAD. 


Husband of Adelina Patti Expires at 
Pau—Ill for a Long Time 
with Cancer. 


LONDON, Jan. 18.—Signor Nicolini, hus- 
band of Mme. Adel.na Patti-Nicolini, died 
to-day at Pau, France. 


Ernesto Nicolini, originally Ernest Nico- 
las, Was born at Tours, Feb. 23, 1834. After 
singing in Paris for a few years he went 
to Italy, where he appeared with fair suc- 
cess. He soon returned to Paris, and in 
1866 appeared in London with Mme. Lucca. 
He became acquainted with Adelina Patti 
in Hamburg, before her marriage to the 
Marquis de Caux. 

She conceived a strong dislike for him, 
which continued for a long time. Mean- 
while Nicolini was following her through 
Europe, getting engagements in the same 
theatres in order to appear on the stage 
with her. But the Marquis de Caux was 
more agreeable, and when he secured a di- 
vorece Nicolini’s name figured in the pro- 
ceedings. Subsequently Nicolini and Patti 
were married. The prima donna’s husband 
accompanied her in all her tours both in this 
country and abroad. 

Nicolini while in New York a few years 
ago offered to buy from Jean Joseph Bott 
a Stradivarius violin. Bott was a violinist, 
and was driven to sell his beloved treasure. 
But when Nicolini on the eve of saili for 
Europe tendered Bott a check for $4, he 
declined to accept it, saying that he pre- 
ferred cash. The violin was not sold. 

A few days later the violin was stolen 
while Bott was away from home. Mrs. 
Bott later caused the arrest of Victor 
Flechter, a music dealer, on the charge of 
having the stolen instrument in his pos- 
session. The case was bitterly fought in 
the courts, and resulted in defeat for 
Paeetanet, who, however, has taken an ap- 
peal, 

Signor Nicolini had been ill with cancer 
for a long time, and his death was ex- 
pected, 


40 KILLED AND 18 INJURED. 


Gas Explodes in a Russian Mine on 
the Sea of Azov. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Jan. 18.—Forty per- 
sons were killed and eighteen injured by an 
explosion of gas in one of the mines of the 
Donetzaet Company, in the Taganrog dis- 


trict, on the north shore of the Sea of 
AZzov. 


ANCONA RIOTERS DRIVEN OUT. 


Cavalry Disperses the Crowd After It 
Is Expelled from the Town. 


ANCONA, Italy, Jan, 18.—The bread riots 
were renewed here to-day. The participants 
in the demonstration, having been expelled 
from the town, assembled outside the town 
gates; but the cavalry dispersed them. 

A band of rioters wrecked and tried to 
burn the country house of a grain dealer. 
The troops quenched the flames and dis- 
_persed the mob. 

Fifty persons have been arrested. The 
military bakers are distributing bread to 
persons without food. 


IRISH AND THE EVENTS OF 1798. 


Dillonites Call for a Commemoration 
by All Factions Abroad. 


DUBLIN, Jan. 18.—At a meeting of the 
Dillonite members of the House of Com- 
mons here to-day a resolution was adopted 
urging upon all Irish factions abroad a 
“tolerant commemoration of the events of 
1798.”" 

The meeting called upon the Government 
to alleviate the potato distress in the south 
and west of Ireland, approved the introduc- 
tion of a local government bill for Ireland, 
demanded relief for Irish agriculturists sim- 
ilar to that granted the English agricultur- 
ist, and, finally, requested Mr. illon to 
communicate with Mr. John Redmond with 
a view to concentrated action in Parlia- 
ment. 


SWEDEN’S RIKSDAG OPENED. 


Grant to the Crown Prince to Replace 
What Norway Deducted, 

STOCKHOLM, Jan. 18.—The Riksdag, or 
Parliament, of Sweden was opened to-day 
by King Oscar in a speech from the throne. 
His Majesty expressed his pleasure at the 
manifestations of Swedish attachment on 
the occasion of his jubilee and at the cor- 
dial relations existing with all the powers. 

The budget, which was also submitted 
to-day, provides for an additional grant of 
50,000 crowns to the allowance of the 
Crown Prince, Gustave, to replace a sim- 
ilar amount which the’ Storthing, or Parlia- 
ment, of Norway deducted. 


The total estimated expenditure is 124,- 
000,000 crowns. 


ENGLAND AND THE SEALS. 


LONDON, Jan. 18.—Great Britain has 
again declined to reopen the sealing ques- 
tion, 

it seems that her previous refusal gave 
as its reason that while negotiations were 
pending between the United States and 
Canada Great Britain could not reopen 
the matter. To this the United States re- 
plied that no negotiations were pending, and 
renewed the request. But the Foreign Office 
sends its regrets that the Government does 
not see its way to reopen the question. 

The United States Ambassador, Col. John 
Hay, and Spencer Eddy, his private secre- 
cory, left London to-day on their fway to 

gypt. 


HAVRE’S HARBOR IMPROVEMENT 


PARIS, Jan. 18.—While the Budget Com- 
mittee of the Chamber of Deputies was dis- 
cussing the new postal arrangements be- 
tween Havre and New York to-day, M. 
Charles Roux, Republican, representing the 
Third District of Marseilles, supported the 
proposals. 

He pointed out that when the projected 
works are carried out Havre will be a bet- 
ter port than Bremen or Bremerhaven. An- 
other speaker wanted the Port of Brest to 
be used for mailboats as well as Havre, 
and urged that the Compagnie Générale 
Transatiantique service be accelerated to 
compete with the British and German serv- 
ices. Finally the committee’ approved of 
Havre as the transatlantic terminus. 


VERDICT FOR THE SYKESES. 

LONDON, Jan. 18.—A verdict in favor of 
the defendants was rendered to-day in the 
suit brought by Mr. Daniel Jay, a money- 
lender, to recover from Lady Tatton Sykes 
and Sir Tatton Sykes the sum of £15,870, 
loaned to Lady Tatton Sykes on promissory 
notes signed apparently by her husband, 
bat which the latter repudiated on the 
ground that the signatures were forged. 

The Judge ordered the documents in the 
case to be impounded. This points to the 
likelihood of criminal proceedings to eluci- 
date the authorship of Sir Tatton Sykes’s 
signature. 

The jury’s decision that the signatures 
were forged and the action of the Judge 
in impounding the documents naturally re- 
calls the testimony a Pe | Lady Sykes 
which was presented on Jan. 14. 


French Exports and Imports. 


PARIS, Jan. 18.—The official returns just 
issued show the imports for 1897 to have 
been 4,000,126,000f., as compared with 
8,798,579,000f. in 1896. The exports for 1897 
were 8,675,618,000f., compared with 3,400,- 
920,000f. during the previous year. 


Separation for Mrs. Walker. 


LONDON, Jan. 18.—Mrs. Edith Walker, 
wife of Mr. A. Barclay Walker, owner of 


the racing cutter Ailsa, has obtained a 
judicial separation from her husband. 


Increase of the British Army. 


LONDON, Jan. 18—It is asserted that 
the Government has decided to ask Par- 
liament to sanction an increase of the army 
by 15,000 men.

CAIRO, Jan. 18.—The native ‘troops from 
Kassala have captured another Dervish out- 
post, Mugalla, west of Kassala. 

BPRLIN, Jan. 18.—HExports to America 
from North Germany showed a falling off 
during the last quarter of $8,231,813.

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CHAMBERLAIN'S NEW PLAN 
He Speaks at Liverpool in Favor 


of a Grant from Parliament 
to the West Indies. 


BOUNTY SYSTEM WORKS INJURY 


London Newspapers Opposed to His 
Recommendations —A Firm Atti- 
tude for Free Markets—Earth 
Hunger of Other Powers. 


LIVERPOOL, Jan. 18.—The Liverpool 
Chamber of Commerce gave a banquet this 
evening to the Right Hon. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, Secretary of State for the Colonies. 
Lord Strathcona and Mount Royal was also 
present. 


Mr. Chamberlain, in the course of a vig- 


orous and important speech, referred to 
the great changes in commerce during the 
last twenty years, “Since the great pow- 
ers were bitten with the megalomania 
with which the Germans are accustomed 
to taunt us, as if it were our exclusive pe- 
culiarity, the German Empire has increased 
sixfold and the French fourfold; while Eng- 
land,” he said, “has only added a modest 
third to her colonial empire. 

“* Looking to the certainty,’ he said, ‘“‘ that 
We are likely to be excluded by hostile 
tariffs from any country where the British 
flag does not float, our present policy is to 
take a very firm attitude and to maintain 
free markets. 

Mr. Chamberlain reviewed at length the 
West Indian question, and the report of 
the Royal Commission thereon, and. em- 
phasized the “ great injury of the bounty 


system, which, while ruining the West In- 
ales, brings a gain estimated at £2,000,000 
yearly to Great Britain.”” The Government, 
he said, believed the country “ generous 
and just enough to remedy this crying in- 
justice.” He was glad that Belgium had 
anticipated Great Britain in calling a con- 
ference on the subject, and hoped this might 
succeed better than former conferences. 

There were many objections, he continued, 
to countervailing duties, which would ‘“ in- 
volve us in commercial treaty difficulties 
with forei nations,’’ but the main objec- 
tion was that while the trade they wished 
to save amounted to 260,000 tons, Great 
Britain’s own sugar imports amounted to 
1,500,000 tons, t seemed unscientific to 
benefit the former by injuring the latter. 

“Therefore,” he said, ‘the Government 
has decided to exhaust every alternative be- 
fore having recourse to such a drastic meas- 
ure; and, feeling that the recommendations 
of the Commissioners, though good, would 
not work quickly enough, the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer has consented to propose to 
Parliament a very large grant in aid to 
the West Indies. The grant will not be so 
large as the incidental gain Great Britain 
derives from the bounty system, but it will 
be large enough to enable the industry and 
the population to tide over a crisis, until 
Continental nations recognize the impolicy 
of the bounty system.” . 

Mr. Chamberlain expressed his conviction 
that the immediate relief measures to be 
proposed in addition, which he said he could 
not as yet explain in detail, would “ stimu- 
late the sugar industry and enable all well- 
managed estates to hold their own, while 
eens, to the ultimate prosperity of the 
colony.” 


LONDON, Jan. 19.—Mr. Chamberlain’s 
West Indian scheme, outlined last evening 
at Liverpool, meets with scant approval. 
The Times says: 

“We are not greatly enamored of the 
system of doles to which by some fatality 
the present Government has resorted with 
unusual frequency. Perhaps for this urgent 
case it was the most expedient device; but 
it ought to be very clearly recognized as 
purely a temporary measure and as no way 
absolving the Government from dealin 
with the matter on a sound, permanen 
footing.’’ 

The Standard warns Mr. Chamberlain 
that his prepese’ “savors of protection,” 
and that he must be prepared to deal with 
criticism. 

The Daily News also promises Mr. Cham- 
berlain that the Opposition ‘‘ will deal with 
his plan on its merits when it appears,” 
and asks whether he has forgotten the ve- 
hement language in which he condemned 
the late Government for voting a small 
grant to Newfoundland. 


MR. WETZLER’S CONCERT. 


He Conducts an Orchestra 
delssohn Hall, 


Hermann Hans Wetzler, who has been 
known chiefly as an organist and pianist, 
gave an orchestral concert last night at 
Mendelssohn Hall. His purpose appears to 
have been to demonstrate that he could 
conduct an orchestra. There are many mu- 
siclans who think they can do this, but 
they are not so fortunate as Mr. Wetzler, 
inasmuch as they cannot afford to make 
a public demonstration. The programme 
last night consisted of Mozart’s symphony 
in A major, No. 29; Secchi’s air, “Lunghi 
dal caro bene,’”’ with orchestral accompani- 
ment by Henry Wallen; the air, ‘‘ Quand’ 
ero paggio,’”” from Verdi's “ Falstaff ’’; 
Wagner’s “ Siegfried Idyll,”’ two songs by 
Brahms, and a “ Divertissement and scene ”’ 
from Gluck’s “ Alceste.’’ The singer of the 
solo numbers was Mr. David Bispham, 
whose air from “ Falstaff’? won a well- 
merited demand for repetition. 

The Mozart symphony is an unfamiliar 
one, scored for strings, horns, and oboes,. 
It is well suited to performance in a small 
hall, but the Mendelssohn Hall is not fa- 
vorable to orchestral music. The tone of 
the strings sounded very rough there and 
every little inequality came out very plain- 
ly. Mr. Wetzler is plainly a young man 
with musical ideas, but he lacks some of 
the qualities which go to make a success- 
ful conductor. Perhaps his shortcomings 
are in part due to inexperience. He is ex- 
coodinely. demonstrative, and at times he 
caused fear lest he meant to rap some of 
his players over their heads with his baton. 
Other conductors have been and are de- 
monstrative, but their-laborious efforts are 
followed by efforts which make the hearer 
forgive them. This was not always the 
case with Mr. Wetzler. His reading of the 
“Siegfried Idyll’ showed appreciation of 
that orchestral gem, but appreciation is not 
always so valuable as a clear and decided 
beat.

The men have been 
steadily employed, making over mattresses and 
recaning chairs. The work of the women is not 
vet as remunerative; we hope it may become so. 
We would call attention, especially, to the bed- 
room and bath shoes, made by the girls, which 
are prettier and more comfortable than can be

THE FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stock market weak. 


Wall Street was yesterday jammed with 
sensational tales calculated to help bear 
speculators. Not very much was accom- 
plished, for though prices as a rule were 
marked down, no considerable volume of 
stock was forced out. The stories in circu- 
lation were varied; they rehashed old tales 
of Spanish complications, they hinted at 
financial snarls in New York, they repre- 
sented that the United States Senate was 
committed to free silver. Nowhere did any 
sane man recognize the current canards as 
of any consequence, but none the less they 
made their rounds actively all day long, 
and the market went down with them if not 
because of them.

Some of the strongest interests in Wall 
Street were sellers of stocks throughout the 
day. Such transactions involved short sales 
to ten times the extent that they represent- 
ed the liquidation of long stock.

Over 50,000 shares 6f Sugar Trust were 
dealt in, half the total of the day preceding. 
A decline of about a point was scored. In- 
siders seemed to be sellers.

The local transit stocks were all strong 
at the opening of business, but sold off later. 
Manhattan after selling at 120 dropped to 
116, and Metropolitan Street Railway ranged 
from 139 to 142, and closed with a frac- 
tional gain at 140. Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
fluctuated over a scale of a couple of points. 
The Stock Exchange interests in these prop- 
erties are much stronger at present than 
they were a week ago. Many weak holders 
have been cleared out, and have been suc- 
ceeded by holders relatively very much 
stronger.

BUSINESS OUTLOOK ALL RIGHT. 

Commodore James D, Smith, one of the 
veterans of the Stock Exchange, talked yes- 
terday to a representative of THE NEW 
YorK Times regarding thes business and 
financial outlook. Mr. Smith is confident 
that railway earnings during the present 
year will be much better than in 1897, and 
that there will be an active and advanc- 
ing market for stocks in general. He sees 
in existing conditions much to promote en- 
couragermnent regarding business and finance, 
Mr. Smith said: 

‘I don’t take much stock In it, but there 
is one thing that may unfavorably affect 
the prices of stocks for the moment, and 
that is the incessant strife, the everlasting 
agitation on questions of public policy, which 
our orators at Washington originate. This 
ever-continuing interference with the nor- 
mal conditions of the market is a subject 
regarding which the press of the country 
constantly disseminates views among the 
people which have a disturbing effect. Men 
are sometimes disturbed, but always dis- 
gusted, with Congressional efforts to estab- 
lish classes, raise sectional issues, institute 
reforms, (?) create war scares, and smirch 
our nationality. What can’t be cured must 
be endured. 

“The country, left to itself, is steadily 
and surely improving. Rates for money 
are low. Our financial centres are lenders 
to the whole country and to the world. 

“Europe sent back to America in stocks 
and bonds during 1897 $190,000,000 more than 
She purchased of us. We took them from 
her on a rising market, paid for them, and 
then we leave on deposit, or make loans on 
the other side, to the extent of $75,000,000. 

“Every nation that is prosperous creates 
a wonderful currency for her securities at 
home and abroad. This is quickly felt 
where a fair percentage of dividend is being 
regularly declared. The nations of the Old 
World will want our securities back again 
at a higher price, and they have ‘already 
taken some. 

“ Railroad earnings will be generally bet- 
ter. They are likely to improve month by 
month upon the record of the last year. The 
three leading Grangers will increase their 
dividends at least 1 per cent. in 1898. 

“The necessity for a closer alliance be- 
tween the Manhattan and Metropolitan 
transit companies is apparent—is indeed 
manifest. Those who control these cor- 
porations and those who control the af- 
fairs of the city are in full accord. Better 
and more rapid service will be given and 
dividends will be increased. The Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit Company has a franchise 
which alone is of inestimable value, because 
it is perpetual. It is at present well nigh 
impossible to obtain such franchises. That 
the stock will rise is natural. 

‘“‘In industrials a large and prosperous 
business is being done. There is great ac- 
tivity in Sugar. Dividends in Leather are 
likely to be increased this year. Rubber 
is doing a vast trade, but it seems to be 
inactive in the stock market. Rubber’s 
day will certainly come, even though it may 
seem at present to be left carefully alone. 
The various gas company stocks are able 
to take care of themselves, and great activ- 
ity is promised in them before the passing 
of many moons, 

“Any adverse decision which may be ren- 
dered by the Supreme Court in the matter 
of the Nebraska ‘maximum rate,’ will, of 
course, be used to batter the market. It is 
not so certain that there will be any ad- 
verse decision, however. Inherent market 
strength has often overcome vastly greater 
obstacles, 

“Surveying the general business situation, 
numberless evidences of prosperity are pre- 
sented. I don’t know of anything to-day 
that can keep this country from improving. 
And general prosperity will surely be at- 
tended by a stock market which will show 
healthy advances.”’ 


MR. SAGE’S CALCULATIONS. 

Mr. Russel] Sage said yesterday that he 
finally was persuaded that the time is come 
when electricity can be put upon the ele- 
vated railroad, to provide both power and 
light, on a basis which will insure a saving 
equal to an annual dividend of from 2 to 3 
per cent. on Manhattan’s entire capital 
stock. Mr. Sage added that Mr. George 
Gould expected even a larger return than 
these figures indicate, 


SUGAR TRUST FACTIONS. 

Differences of opinion as to important 
matters of policy have developed in the 
management of the Sugar Trust. One in- 
side party is credited with a disposition to 
buy control of the most prominent outside 
competing refineries, while another party 
in the company’s direction insists that it is 
better to have an early and decisive fight. 
Those who want to fight are in the major- 
ity. 


FOREIGN BUYING ORDERS. 
An order to buy 12,000 shares of New 
York Central for foreign account is said to 
have been co:snmitted to a New York bank- 
ing house, and the same house is said to 
have orders to take other American stocks 
for its foreign customers. 


OLD BOSTON HOPES REVIVE. 


The pending deal in Wisconsin Central 
securities has Boeton backing. Traders 
over there are said to have organized a 
pool on a large scale. First mortgage trust 
certificates rose yesterday to 47, the high- 
est point they have yet touched, but at the 
close had fallen to about 42. Wisconsin 
Central stock was without change, about 
2,000 shares being traded in. 


TO SAVE COMMISSIONS. 


Mr. Yerkes, the Chicago street car mag- 
nate, is credited with an ambition to join 
the New York Stock Exchange. His Chica- 
go West Side Railway stock has not proved 
a dazzling success from the bull standpoint 
since it was listed on the Bxchange here. 
Perhaps Mr. Yerkes, by buying a seat, can 
better afford to make the stock active. 
Manipulative commissions paid by outsiders 
count up rapidly. 


KLONDIKE AND WALL STREET. 


In the railway list the stocks of the rail- 
roads which will be most directly affected 
by the development of the Klondike mining 
regions act in a matter indicative of strong 
confidence in the future of their market 
standing. It is to be remembered that this 
group is now so closely identified, in regard 
to ownership, that it is in a position to de- 
rive the utmost benefit from the business 
apparently lying ahead. It is rather curious 
that in the discussion of the possible traffic 
to be derived from the Klondike the 
Granger roads appear to be temporarily left 
out of the calculation of speculators. The 
Klondike traffic, if it meets expectations, 
will flow to a greater or less extent over all 
the railroads connected with the Pacific 
lines in proportion to their contiguity —New 
York News Bureau. 


SUGAR TRUST COMPETITION. 


That the sugar beet is to be one of the 
leading agricultural crops of this country 
in the course of a few years there is not 
the slightest doubt. ‘The worth of scien- 
tific investigation and experimentation is 
well attested to in the results as we see 
them worked out in respect to the beet 
root. The establishment of agricultural ex- 
periment «tations in many parts of the 
country, the examination of soils and the 
report upon climates by the Government 
chemists and other scientists are giving the 
farmers a basis for intelligent action con- 
cerning this subject. It will be understood 


at last, perhaps, how much better it is to 
acquire exact knowledge before going ahead 
than to push on ignorantly and regardiess- 
ly, as we are often obliged to do in differ- 
ent branches of industry, owing sometimes 
to a lack of good scientists and again to a 
lack of a disposit.on to consult and follow 
them. In many sections of the country it 
is well established that the beets will thrive, 
and there are rumors on top of rumors re- 
garding proposed new factories. 

California leads all the other States up to 
this date in her beet sugar output, and she 
will maintain her lead in all likelihood for 
many years tocome, The prodigality of na- 
ture’s gifts to that State lays a serious 
handicap upon Nebraska and other rivals. 
California now has four factories, which, 
according to Claus Spreckels’s calculation, 
will yield this season about 37,000 tons of 
sugar. This is more than a half of the 
country’s entire output in beet sugar, as we 
are running now, and have been for two or 
three seasons past, about 50,000 tons a year. 
Mr. Spreckels reckons that the California 
output next year will be 89,000 tons, which 
will include 30,000 tons from his own enor- 
mous plant at Salinas City, now in course of 
erection, and 12,000 tons from the new 
plant at Hueneme, Cal., which is being 
built by the Oxnards. Two of the older 
California factories, namely, at Alvarado 
and at Alamitos, the latter now being in its 
first season, are expected to increase their 
capacity before another “‘ campaign” opens. 

It is not in California alone, however, 
that the movement spreads. Nebraska’s 
two factories, at Grand Island and Norfolk, 
run steadily. Utah has a new factory at 
Lehi, where the beet is raised in irrigated 
lands, and a second is to be built in that 
State at Ogden, contracts having just been 
let out to an Eastern firm. New Mexico 
has a plant at Eddy. Wisconsin's plant at 
Menomenee Falls, which had an unfortun- 
ate experience during its first year, owing to 
delays in construction and the loss of the 
beets which had been stored in silos to 
await the completion of the building, is be- 
ing reorganized, and it is expected that the 
company will have a happier future. Com- 
ing further East, the “ First New York Beet 
Sugar Company” has just finished a.very 
successful season at Rome in this State, 
and a factory is being erected now at Bing- 
hamton, in the same district. The outlook for 
this industry never was brighter than it 
is to-day. During the fiscal year 1897 we 
imported about 1,000,000 tons of sugar from 
Europe, chiefly from Germany. This was 
beet sugar, and was over and above our 
importations of cane sugar. We are all 
the time buying sugar abroad, while the 
soils and climates of twenty of our States 
are as well suited to sugar culture as any 
to be found in Europe.—The Manufacturer, 


SOUTHERN PROGRESS. 


In its weekly. review of industrial condi- 
tions in the South for the past week The 
Chattanooga Tradesman says: 


‘“‘Our correspondents report encouraging 
prospects in all lines of trade for the new 
year. A feature of the week is the increased 
number of new industrial enterprises, promi- 
nent among them being the organization of 
companies with large capital to develop val- 
uable water power in Georgia and Tennes- 
see. 

“Furnace operators report inquiries for 
iron more numerous than for a long time, 
and orders are booked ahead for several 
months. Alabama iron shows especial ac- 
tivity, and among the large orders being 
filled at Birmingham is one for 10,000 tons 
of iron from Japanese brokers. The Clifton 
Iron ere furnace at Ironaton will be 
put in blast Feb. 1, and the No. 8 furnace 
of the Sheffield Coal, Iron and Steel Com- 
pony will be blown in about Feb. 10. The 

ome (Ga.) Furnace Company has received 
an order for 6,000 tons of high-grade prod- 
uct, which will keep the furnace busy near- 
ly four months. 

“*Consumers of steel billets are asking for 
figures covering the year, but the mills are 
not selling that way. The demand for bil- 
lets, pipe, and structural material is heavy, 
and prices are stiffening. Heavy orders are 
booked from the railroads for Spring and 
Summer delivery. 

‘* The coal trade in the mining districts of 
the South is still active. Coal is moving out 
rapidly, taxing the output of the mines at 
many points, and some operators are com- 
pelted to run extra time to supply the de- 
mand,”

TAX DEPARTMENT PROTEST 


Mr, Feitner Criticises Cards Sent 
Out by ex-Commissioner Sutro 
and a Firm of Lawyers. 


INFORMATION FREE TO ALL 


No One Has Influence with the Board 
to Secure Reduction or Vacation 
of Taxes or Assessments— 
Robert Goelet’s Plea.

President Feitner of the Department of 
Taxes and Assessments was very much in- 
censed yesterday when some one called his 
attention to a card which has been sent to 
lawyers by former Tax Commissioner Theo- 
dore Sutro, and another sent broadcast 
among taxpayers by a law firm the name 
of which Mr. Feitner refuses to make 


public... 

In the card which Mr. Sutro has sent out 
to the lawyers he says: 

As Commissioner and legal member of the 
Board of Taxes and Assessments, I have ac- 
quired an exceptional knowledge ang experience 
in all matters relati to taxation. am, there- 
fore, now more especially prepared to advise and 
represent clients and act for other members of 
the bar with respect to everything that pertains 
to that important branch of the law. One of the 

unds for a review by the Supreme Court of @ 
ecision of the Tax Board is that a valuation of 
real estate is erroneous in being too high, com- 
pared with other real estate valuations on the 
tax books. 

That part of Mr. Sutro’s card which Mr. 
Feitner objects to is where Mr. Sutro prac- 
tically criticises himself for his action while 
he was Tax Commissioner. 

“Of course it is not my business,” said 
Mr. Feitner, “if Mr. Sutro chooses to look 
for clients, but there is this to remember: 
If there are any errors in the tax books, he 
is one of those who are responsible for 


them, for the assessments and valuations 
were already made when the present board 
went into office.” 

Mr. Sutro’s statement will probably be 
used by the Tax Commissioners in substan- 
tiation of the charge they made a short 
time Oo, when, by giving comparative fig- 
ures, they sought to show that property 
had been assessed too high in order to 
make it appear that the recent administra- 
tion brought the tax rate as low as possible. 

Mr. Sutro was at home last night, but he 
refused to be seen. 

The other matter which angered Mr. Feit- 
ner and his colleagues yesterday was the 
following circular letter sent out by a law 
firm: 

New York, Jan. 8, 1898. 

Dear Sir: Notices of assessment for personal 
tax for 1898 will be issued from the Department 
of Taxes and Assessments on Jan. 10. I have 
made a study of the personal tax laws (individual 
and corporate) a specialty for many years past, 
and from a thorough knowledge of technical ques- 
tions arising therewith, my experience as an at- 
torney has enabled me to secure large reductions 
in a great number of cases, and the entire vacat- 


ing of assessments in others.

No charge will be made for services or prepar- 
ing statement unless your assessment is reduced 
or vacated. I will also procure for you tax Dill, 
attend to the payment if desirable, and relieve 
you from all inconvenience in the matter. Very

The above is only a portion of the letter, 
but another paragraph and the name of 
the firm Mr. Feitner would not make pub- 


lic, 

“Such a letter,” said President Feitner, 
yesterday, “‘ would be taken by! many to 
mean that the writer had influence. with 
this board to have taxes or assessments re- 
duced or vacated, and I want it distinctly 
understood that there will be nothing of 
that kind in this department. We want 
every one to know that the department is 
anxious to give all information that any 
lawyer may give in connection with the 
question of assessment and taxation. Fur- 
thermore, we do not consider it our duty to 
continue on the roll any person liable. I 
invite all persons upon our rol] to seek in- 
formation in this department, without re- 
course to ‘other than their regular attor- 
neys.”

MEMORIAL TABLET UNVEILED. 


Ceremony at the Post Office by Daugh- 
ters of the American Revolution. 


The tablet marking the spot where it is 
claimed the first fighting in the War of 
the Revolution took place, which was 
placed in the Post Office recently by the 
Mary Washington Chapter of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution, was unveiled 
yesterday, with appropriate services, in 
which seventy-five members of the chapter 
took part. The Rev. Charles Russel Treat 


opened the ceremonies with prayer, and 
Mrs. Mary Van Buren Vanderpool, assisted 
by Gen. James Grant Wilson, removed the 
flag covering the tablet. Addresses were 
made by Gen. Wilson, the Rev. Mr. Treat, 
and District Attorney Asa Bird Gardiner. 

Gen. Wilson read an old letter bearing 
on the conflict which is commemorated by 
the tablet. It ran: 

“We are all in confusion in this City; 
the Soldiers have cut and blowed up the 
Liberty-Pole, and have caused much trou- 
ble between the Inhabitants. On Friday 
last between Burling Slip and Fly Market, 
was an Engagement between the Inhab- 
itants and the Soldiers, when much Blood 
was spilt. One Sailor got rurthrough the 
Body, who has since died; one Man got his 
Skull cut in the most cruel manner. 

“On Saturday the City Hall Bell rang 
for an alarm, when was another Battle 
between the Inhabitants and Soldiers; but 
the Soldiers met with Rubbers, the chief- 
est part being Sailors with ‘clubs to re- 
venge the Death of their Brother, which 
they did vith Courage, and made them all 
run to their Barracks. What will be the 
end of this, God only knows.”’

SALVATION ARMY VICTORY. 


Cornet Playing Was Interdicted i! 
Greenport’s Streets, but a Test Case 
Nullifies a Town Ordinance, 


The Salvation Anny, after fighting in the 
courts for a year, has at last succeeded in 
establishing its right to hoid open air meete- 
ings with cornet accompaniment in ‘the 
streets of Greenport, L. IL, although there 
is an ordinance against it. The fight be- 
gan in the Justice’s court of Southold, and 
went through the County Court of Suffolk 
County up to the Appellate Division of the 
Supreme Court, in Brooklyn.

Ensign Joseph J. Garabed was arrested on

He was charged with playing a 
cornet on the street, in violation of an or- 
dinance passed thirteen days previous, He 
was tried before Justice of the Peace L. F. 
Terry in Southold, found guilty, and fined 
$5 or one day’s imprisonment. He refused 
to pay, and was locked up. An appeal was 
taken, and Courty Judge Reeve sustained 
the lower court. 

No opinion was handed down by the Ap- 
pellate Division. The appellant rested his 
case on the ground that the ordinance was 
unconstitutional because particularly direct 
ed at the Salvation Army.

The action of the Rapid Transit Commis- 
gioners instructing President Orr to invite 
from the Manhattan Railroad Company an 
early presentation “of any application for 
additional facilities or extensions which that

“The Rapid Transit Commissioners, after 
an expenditure of much time and a vast deal 
of painstaking labor, and after overcoming 
every obstacle that’had presented itself, ex- 
cept the one of the Appellate Division’s or- 
der calling for the fifteen-million-dollar 
bond, at last stood on the threshold of the 
accomplishment of their mission. They 
hoped to secure from the Appellate Division 
@ modification of the bond order and have 
the pathway clear before them. The Met- 
ropolitan Railroad Company, whose ability 
to undertake and carry through the work 
of constructing an underground rapid tran- 
sit railroad is not questioned, had put the 
jJast touch to the satisfaction of the Com- 


missioners by announcing that it would sub- 
mit an offer to enter into the contract. 

“At this juncture, while the Metropolitan 
Company was—as I believe in good. faith— 
making an examination of the plans, the 
Manhattan Company intervenes with the 
proclamation of an intention to make such 
improvements upon its roads as will provide 
reasonably adequate facilities of travel. 
This announcement, coupled with the atti- 
tude of the new administration toward the 
underground project, caused the Metropoli- 
tan Company to withdraw from any compe- 
tition for the contract and prevented any 
other responsible bidder from thinking fur- 
ther of the matter. 

** What seems imperative now is a knowl- 
tdge of precisely what the Manhattan Com- 
pany intends to do and when, and I 
Jo not see how such knowledge can be 
withheld. The ability of the company to 
carry out the improvements implicitly prom- 
ised js a question which it is not necessary 
to discuss here, but should have been de- 
termined by Mr. Gould before he spoke.” 

President Orr’s letter of invitation to Mr. 
Gould, it was said yesterday, if not already 
written, will not be delayed. 

Wall Street Skeptical. 

Wall Street was very skeptical as to the 
likelihood of rapid transit in the near fut- 
ure. As is usual in situation where there 
is doubt or it dissected all the 
stories about electrical equipment for Man- 
hattan, and there were few who had ab- 
solute faith in any statement made by any 
officer of the elevated system in regard to 
a change of motive power. The most san- 
guine said that it might come—in time. 
The Board of Directors of the Manhattan 
Railway Company did not meet yesterday. 
Secretary Daniel W. McWilliams tersely 
paeted the facts of the situation as fol- 
Ows: 

‘“‘No, no meeting to-day. Mr. Gould is 
locked up by jury duty at Trenton. No 
day has been set for a meeting of the board. 
There is nothing new and nothing to say 
about the meeting yesterday, of which, 
however, I have read some accounts that 
suggest fertile imagination.”’ 

Wall Street said that the failure of Mr. 
Gould to make a statement amendatory or 
emendatory of his flat-footed declaration 
that the company would at once proceed 
to equip Manhattan with electric motive 
power, was a damper on the market. While 
Manhattan slumped from 120 to 116, and 
closed at 116%, a net loss of 1%, Metro- 
politan Street Railway stock was at one 
time 142%, never below 139, and closed 
at 140, a net gain of 14, a point. This was 
considered significant, as it has been point- 
ed out that a logical sequence of the Third 
Avenue-“ Huckleberry "’ consolidation would 
be a friendly sentiment for and by Metro- 
politan. ; 

President Samuel Sloan of the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western Railroad Com- 
pany and a Manhattan Director, is evi- 
dently pessimistic on the subject of imme- 
diate electric equipment for the elevated 
system, as he made this frank statement 
after declining to hazard a date for the 
next meeting of Manhattan’s Directors, or 
to suggest the nature of the reply of the 
company to the Rapid Transit Commission- 
ers: 

“I can only say that no meeting will 
be held to-day. The subject is not ready for 
discussion. The whole question of elec- 
tricity or the general improvement of the 
service is as yet in the air. I have no 
doubt that we shall finally adopt the plan 
of electricity, but until Mr. Gould comes 
back to town, we shall not determine that 
question. I cannot, will not, say when or 
where or how the Manhattan Railway Di- 
rectors will meet. I have no opinion to 
express on the question of the limitations 
of the bond question.” 


Manhattan Officer’s Frank Views. 


One of Manhatt&n’s officers who should 
be fully informed as to the situation said 
that company was practically no nearer 
to adopting a new motive power than it 
was a year ago. and as far from affording 
a substitute for underground rapid transit 
as in 189%. ‘* Not,’’ he continued, * but 
that Manhattan’s directorate have fully dis- 


cussed both subjects. A decision has, how- 
ever, never been reached, and hardly ap- 
proached. As to electric motors, they are 
creeping up to some sort of a determina- 
tion, but it should be remembered that 
after the third rail system at Chicago was 
thought well of Manhattan tried electricity, 
compressed air, petroleum, and other trac- 
tion devices, and for that matter is trying 
them yet. 

“The fact is that Manhattan is in a 
muddle. It has become, by a combination 
of circumstances and interests at variance, 
cornered, and must make a stand or con- 
fess defeat. Its management has to take 
into consideration not only the risks of 
adopting an electric system at a time when 
each day may, by a new discovery, revolu- 
tionize yesterday and the financing of the 
vast scheme. 

““T do not think that once started the 
electrical opment would demand years 
for practical result. Upon a decision made 
now and the cost provided for, I think that 
by Christmas one of the lines could be run- 
ning cars by electricity, but it would be 
the shortest line of the system. 

“As to a constructing company 
been selected, that is bosh. Manhattan is 
not going in any court to take any risk 
with its contracts, and it will be strange if 
a corporation whose head has always been 
on terms of the closest friendship with the 
President of Manhattan should occupy any 
but first rank if a plan of electric equip- 
ment is decided on.”’ 

James W. Hinkley, President of the 
Walker Manufacturing Company, who is 
eaid to have declared that his company had 
as good as signed a contract with the Man- 
hattan Railway Company to change its mo- 
tive power to electricity, denied yesterday 
that he had ever made such a statement. 

“Tf such a contract as that were put bé- 
fore me now,” said he, “do you’ think I 
would sign it for our Directors? I would 
not. Nor is Mr. Gould prepared to offer to 
make any such contract. Persons who im- 
agine a contract of this kind can be en- 
tered into at once do not stop to think. 
They do not understand the magnitude 
of the proposed undertaking. It is a 
fact that we are working on plans and 
specifications, and that in the event of the 
Manhattan ilway Company deciding to 
change to electricity we hope to get the con- 
tract to do the work. But time will be 
taken in a matter of such moment.” 

“ Have you seen certain statements about 
your reliance on political influence to se- 
cure you this contract?’’ he was asked. 

“Yes. They are absolutely untrue,” was 
the reply. ‘“‘ Political influence did not se- 
cure us any of the large contracts we have 
already executed in this city, Philadelphia, 
and elsewhere. Our reliance is solely on 
our known ability to furnish large machine- 

such as will be needed by the Manhattan 
ompany.”

LEGAL NOTES. 


SIDEWALK ACCIDENTs.—James Thompson, 
in his suit against the Village of Saratoga 
Springs for damages for injuries he re- 
ceived from falling upon an obstruction on 
a village sidewalk, showed that water drip- 
ping day after day to the sidewalk from 
snow melting on the roof of a bay window 
created a ridge of ice on the sidewalk from 
four or five inches thick in its deepest part, 
and sloping off to nothing in the middle of 


the walk, and that this ridge, because of 
cold weather, had existed at least ten days 
before a light fall of snow, immediately 
after which the plaintiff slipped. upon it 
and was injured. The Third Appellate Di- 
vision has reversed judgment given in favor 
of defendant, upon non-suit, holding, in an 
opinion by Presiding Justice Parker, that 
the evidence was sufficient to require the 
submission to the jury of the question 
whether, in view of all the circumstances 
under which the ice had formed, the length 
of time it had existed, the means the vil- 
lage had of discovering it, and its ability 
to remove it with reasonable effort, the vil- 
lage was not negligent,

SPEED OF TRAINS OVER COUNTRY ROAD 
CrRossines.—Chester A. Arthur Hunt, a lad 
about ten years old, who was riding with 
another person, and at his invitation, was 
killed at a highway crossing by a train of 
the Fitchburg Railroad Company. Inan 
action by John I. Hunt, as administrator, 


against the railroad company, in Rensselaer 
County, for damages for such negligence, 
the jury gave plaintiff a verdict for $3,500. 
A reversal has been directed by the Third 
Appellate Division, which held, in an opinion 
by Presiding Justice Parker, that running a 
train over a highway crossing in the open 
country, at a speed however great, is not in 
itself a negligent act, but the notice of its 
approach must be commensurate with the 
speed. Very many trains now running in 
this State,’’ Justice Parker said, ‘‘ would 
not make their schedule time unless they 
ran through the open country and over 
similar crossings at a higher speed even 
than fifty miles an hour, and yet I am not 
aware of any complaint that the signal by 
bell and whistle on ordinary crossings can- 
not be made an adequate warning for such 
trains.”’

CANCELLATION OF A TAX SALE.—The State 
Controller, in December, 1891, made an 
order canceling a tax sale of a portion of 
Township 24, in Macomb’s Purchase, which 
had been bid off by the State upon a tax 
sale, fifteen years previously. Benton Turn- 
er, who made the application, and who 
claimed to be the owner, paid $6,705 into the 
State Treasury, and other amounts which 
appeared charged against the land upon the 
Controller’s books. The Third Appellate 
Division has quashed a writ of certiorari 
issued in proceedings by the Forest Com- 
mission to set aside the order of cancella- 
tion. The. Court held, in an opinion by 
Presiding Justice Parker, Justice Merwin 
dissenting, that although the State Control- 
ler has no power, upon an application of the 
owner of lands sold for taxes, to cancel 
such sale on the ground of its illegality, 
even where the State was the purchaser, 
yet where the Controller requires, as a 
condition of vacating such a sale, the pay- 
ment by the owner of all taxes in arrear 
upon the premises, and the State Treasurer 
receives and thereafter retains to the use 
of the State the moneys so paid, the can- 
cellation of the sale should be reviewed 
in a suit in equity, and not by certiorari.

ORDER OF ARREST FOR CONVERSION.— 
Samuel Wandell purchased a quantity of 
lumber from Dillon B. Burnett, giving there- 
for a note payable to the order of “ D. B. 
Burnett, agt.,’’ under which designation the 
latter did business. When the note fell due, 
Wandell had not the money in bank to 
meet it, but afterward he delivered to Bur- 
nett a check for the full amount, and pro- 
test fees, Burnett agreeing to use the check 
to take up the note and return it to Wan- 


dell. This he did not do, and Wandell was 
sued and compelled to pay it. In his suit 
to recover the loss by conversion of the 
proceeds of the check, Wandell got an or- 
der of arrest against Burnett for a fraudu- 
lent conversion of moneys received in a 
fiduciary capacity. The Appellate Term of 
the Supreme Court yesterday affirmed an 
order refusing to vacate the order of ar- 
rest. ‘* While the original note,’’ Presiding 
Justice Daly, who gave the opinion, said, 
‘““was made payable to the order of D. B. 
Burnett, agent, the check which plaintiff 
gave to the defendant to take up the note 
was made to the order of D. B. Burnett; 
that is to say, to the defendant personally 
anti individually, and was, in addition, de- 
livered to him upon a personal trust which 
attached to the proceeds obtained by his in- 
dorsement, and which, it may be fairly in- 
ferred, were received by him. Plaintiff was 
not bound to negative the unsworn state- 
ment of defendant, that he was acting for 
a principal to whom he had presented both 
note and check. The check being made to 
him individually upon his agreement to use 
it as instructed, his failure to so use it by 
taking up plaintiff's note and returning it to 
him, and the cashing of the check upon his 
indorsement, created the a that 
he used the proceeds for his own purpose, 
and this was conversion of the money.” 


THE BOARD OF CUSTOMS. 


A Protest Against Assessment of Duty 
on Coal Overruled. 


In an opinion written by General Ap- 
praiser George H. Tichenor the Board of 
Customs yesterday overruled the protest of 
Charles P. Coles of San Francisco in a case 
which involved an uncommon contention. 
The protest was against the assessment of 
duty at 67 cents per ton upon an importa- 
tion described in the invoice as ‘“ Aber- 
crave large double-screened anthracite 
coals.” The importation was returned by 


the Appraiser as “ coal containing less than 
92 per cent. of fixed carbon.’’ The importer 
claimed that it was entitled to admission 
free of duty under Paragraph 523 of the new 
Tariff act, although he made no claim that 
it contained more than 92 per cent. of car- 


bon. 

Col. Tichenor, after reviewing the sections 
of the Tariff act relating to the importation 
of coals, says: ‘‘ Properly construed, the 
provision (Paragra 523) exempts from 
duty only such anthracite coal as contains 
92 per cent. or more of fixed carbon, * * * 
The protestant’s contention could not be 
sustained unless the new provisions (relat- 
ing to coal) were treated as ess.”’ 
The assessment of duty was consequently 
affirmed.

THE MUNICIPAL BUDGET 


Estimates of the Health and Park 
Departments Before the Board 
of Apportionment. 


MAYOR VAN WYCK FOR ECONOMY 


Says He Purposes that the Administra- 
tion of the City Shall Not Cost 
Taxpayers a Cent More 
Than Formerly. 


“Economy” was Mayor Van Wyck’s 
watchword at yesterday’s meeting of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment. 
“The cost of administering the affairs of 
the new city,” be said, **should not be any 
greater than was the cost last year of run- 
ning the governments of the municipalities 
and tewns that are now a part of Greater 
New York.” 

This was the tenor of the comment that 
was made when the estimates for the De- 
partments of Health and Parks were sub- 
mitted. These were the only estimates con- 
sidered, the time of the board being taken 
up wholly with discussing them. The fig- 
ures are as follows:

As compared with the expenses of the 
Park Departments of the old municipalities 
the estimate is an increast in two particu- 
lars. The estimate represents an increase 
of $76,500 in the Bronx District, and $18,000 
of the appropriation is an increase in work 
on the speedway. In explaining the figures 
for Brooklyn and Queens, Commissioner 
Brower said that last year the department 
in Brooklyn asked for an appropriation of 
about $950,000. 

“This estimate,” he said, “was cut in 
two by the Brooklyn Board of Estimate, but 
of the final estimate we had to figure on the 
payment of about $100,000 for the Park 
Police Departmeat, thus reducing our total 
available for park work by about one-quar- 
ter. There was no good reason for the 
Brooklyn Board of Estimate to act arbi- 
trarily in the matter, and the appropria- 
tion we finally received was $150,000 less 
than that of the previous year. I am heart- 


ily in accord with the desire of this ad- 
ministration to keep down the appropria- 
tions so that the tax rate may be reduced. 

“Was the apportionment made at that 
time wholly necessary?” asked President 
Guggenheimer. 

Controller Coler said that he did not think 
was. 
The estimate was referred to the Con- 
troller. 

The Health Department asked for $1,212,- 
297.50, divided as follows:

The total is an estimated increase over 
the aggregate expense of conducting the 
departments last year of $200,000. Of this 
increase, about $90,000 is contained in the 
estimates for Queens and Richmond. The 
number of employes, including laborers, 
whose salaries are comprised in the esti- 
mate is 1,046. The estimate was referred 
to the Controller for examination. 

“We should demand one thing with re- 
gard to these estimates,” remarked the 
Mayor. ‘“ This administration purposes to 
run the greater city as cheaply and for 
the same money as was required to meet 
the expenses of the old administrations. I 
don’t purpose to have this administration 
cost the people one cent more than they 
had to pay in former years. For this rea- 
gon all these statements should be com- 
parative; that is, every estimate should be 
compared with the cost of running that 
department last year. These tables should 
be so made up that we could tell at a 
glance just what was the aggregate cost 
last year of the departments that have 
been consolidated; then we could know how 
to regard the total estimates and the esti- 
mates for the boroughs.” 

It is contended that, based on the esti- 
mates thus far presented, the total budget 
for the greater city will be not far from 
$100,000,000. President Feitner was asked 
with regard to this, and he said: 

“There is no way at present of even ap- 
proximating the total budget, and it is abso- 
lutely impossible to say now what it will be. 
It had been estimated that the cost of run- 
ning the greater city would be between 
$75,000,000 and $80,000,000. Of the budgets 
thus far considered the item of salary is a 
considerable part. We shall know more 
about the cost of the Government when we 
begin to consider the budgets from the De- 
partment of Public Improvements. In them 
we shall be dealing with contract appropria- 
tions, and that is where the figures will be- 
gin to amount to something. Of course, 
though, the Departments of Police, Schools, 
and Fire will ask for large sums for sal- 
aries. 

‘“‘As for comparisons with the expenses 
of the departments as they existed last 
year, such, in many instances, cannot be 
accurately made, because new duties have 
devolved upon the departments of the new 
Government, and it is hard accurately to 
apply the figures of last year to the esti- 
er of the departments of the greater 
city.”’ 

Secretary Joseph T. Hennessy of Presi- 
dent Haffen’s office in the Borough of the 
Bronx has suggested in a pamphlet, entitled 
“Does the Charter Need Amendment?” 
that an engineering corps should be appoint- 
ed to make estimates on the improvements 
that will be demanded by the residents of 
the borough. President Haffen asked the 
Board of Bstimate and Apportionment on 
Monday to appropriate $36,820 for his de- 
partment. He then said that he would have 
to have somebody to make estimates for 
the Bronx Borough. The charter makes no 
provision to this end, and it must be amend- 
ed before the estimates can be made. 

The Board of Estimate will consider the 
matter.

BILL TO REFORM THE JURY LAW. 


Committee Representing Many Busi- 
ness Organizations Drafting a 
Measure to Remedy Ex- 
isting Grievances, 


The draft of a bill for the general amend- 
ment of the jury laws, so far as they af- 
fect the large cities of this State, and in- 
tended to remedy defects and hardships 
which, in the opinion of business men, now 
exist, is being prepared, and will be sub- 
mitted to the New York Legislature dur- 
ing the present session. 

A committee representing several organ- 
izations directly, and others indirectly, met 
yesterday afternoon in the rooms of the 
Credit Men’s Association, at 320 Broadway, 
to put in shape the movement for reform 
of the jury laws which began late in No- 
vember. A number of business men who 
were drawn on the panel for the November 
term of the Supreme Court, Criminal 
Branch, and who were required to attend 
court day after day, doing no service and 
receiving no pay, met after the expiration 


of the term and invited all the business 
organizations to join them in securing such 
changes in the jury laws as will prevent 
repetition of such conditions and meet other 
grievances, 

The meeting yesterday was attended by 
J. A. Heckman, Vice President of the Mer- 
chants and Manufacturers’ Board of Trade; 
L. P. Lyon, Secretary of the Wholesale 
Grocers’ Association; ugo Kanzler of the 
New York Credit Men’s Association; Hiland 
Flowers, Chairman of the Citizen Jurors’ 
Committee, which is the original organ!7a- 
tion; Henry F. Dablestein, Treasurer of the 
same body; H. Christian Borstel, George 
Keisler of the American Institute of Ar- 
chitects and the Architectural League, and 
William Gray, member of the Brooklyn Re- 
tail Grocers’ Association. Replies favora- 
ble to the movement had been received from 
other organizations, which were not repre- 
sented, including the Building Materials Ex- 
change, the, Reform Club, the Board of 
Trade and Transportation, and the Retail 
Grocers’ Exchange, the Wholesale Grocers’ 
Association, the Retail Dry Goods Club, and 
the New York State Hotel Associations A 
letter from Dr. Fuller Walker of the Law 
School of Georgetown University, George- 
town, D. C., discussed the present jury 
laws, especially as they affect business men, 
suggested several changes, and generally in- 
dorsed the movernent. 

J. A. Heckman was made Chairman of 
the meeting, with Hugo Kanzler Secretary. 
A sub-committee was appointed to prepare 
the draft of a bill to be known as “a bill 
to reconstruct the jury laws in the interest 
of business men.”’ This committee consists 
of Hiland Flowers, Hugo Kanzler, L. P. 
Lyon, George Keisler, and William Gray, 
with Chairman Heckman, ex officio, a mem- 
ber. It has already begun to work and 
expects to report its draft to another meet- 
ing of the full committee the last of this 


week. 
RAINES LAW RESULTS. 


Facts and Figures from the Annual 
Report of State Commis- 
sioner Lyman, 


In his annual report, just’ submitted to the 
State Legislature,.H. H. Lyman, the Com- 
missioner of Excise, says the existing liquor 
tax law, commonly known as the Raines 
law, has been observed better and enforced 
better than any former excise law of the 
State, “except, perhaps, in certain locali- 
ties where police and presecuting officers, 
relying upon the imperfect knowledge of 
the public concerning the same, were at 
first disposed to repudiate all responsibility 
for its enforcement.”’ 

Commissioner Lyman says the present 
law has corrected widespread illegal prac- 
tices. In certain localities in this State for 
several years past no attention was paid to 
any excise law. Liquors were sold with- 
out license as openlv as other merchandise,- 


the offenders having a care only to secure 
a United States certificate. No such con- 
dition exists to-day. 

The financial statements appended to this 
report show that for the year ending Sept. 
30, 1897, there was collected, under the 
liquor tax law in this State $12,267,012.59, 
The number of drinking places has been 
materially reduced and the number of ar- 
rests for drunkenn2ssg lessened. 

After deducting from the whole amount 
collected $61,488.31 for County Treasurers’ 
fees, one-third of the balance was paid over 
to the State and the remaining two-thirds 
was divided between the towns and cities, 
The whole number of liquor tax certificates 
in force in the State Oct. 1, 1897, was 
27,953, a decrease of 5,484 as compared with 
the previous year. 

In New York City the net revenue from 
liquor tax certificates last year was $5,392,- 
275.20. Two thirds of this ($3,594,850.13) was 
applied to the benefit of the city, the other 
third going to the State. 

A recapitulation of the excise receipts in 
the State for the year ending Sept. 30, 1897, 
shows: Total net excise revenue, $11,687,- 
553.19; total amount paid into State Treas- 
ury, $3,914,906.76; amount paid to cities, 
$6,938,180.13; amount paid to towns, $834,- 
466.30, and rebates paid on surrendered cer- 
tificates, $517,971.09. The amount received 
for all-night permits was $9,370; amount re- 
ceived for fines, $5,729, and the amount re- 
ceived for transfers, $26,270. 

The net excise revenue in this State dur- 
ing the last year of the old law, 1 
was $2,921,269, which was less by $8,766, 
than the net revenue of last year, e in- 
crease is about 300 per cent. Commissioner 
Lyman computes, in a table of cities in this 
State, that the average number of saloons 
to each 1,000 inhabitants is four and a half. 

In closing hig report the Commissioner 
says: ‘‘I have no amendments to suggest 
at this time, believing that what is now 
most needed for the benefit of the law and

ORGANIZED CHARITY WORK 


Objects of the National Confer- 
ence, to Meet Here in May; 
Discussed. 


BURGLARY AS A PROFESSION 


Charles Dudley Warner Suggests a 
Reformatory for Criminals — Soli- 
tary Confinement Is a Failure, 
as a Bad Man Is Bad Com- 
pany for Himself. 


The Charity Organization Society, at its 
regular monthly conference yesterday morn- 
ing, in the Fourth Presbyterian Church, 
corner Fourth Avenue and East Twenty- 
second Street, discussed the work that will 
be taken up by the National Conference of 
Charities and Corrections, to be held in this 
city May 18. Miss Kate Bond, as Chairman 
of the Central Auxiliary Committee, pre- 
sided over the meeting. There was a larger 
audience than usual, composed for the most 
part of representatives of various charity 
organizations. 

Robert W. De Forest, the first speaker on 
the programme, spoke on ‘“‘ The National 
Conference of Charities and Corrections.” 
He is President of the Charity Organization 
Society of this city. The chief work of the 
conference, he said, would be an exchange 
of views gathered in different fields of ob- 
servation. 

Mrs. E. E. Williamson, 2 member of the 
Commission of Charities of New Jersey, 
spoke on ‘The Treatment of Dependent 
Children.’”” She said she regarded institution 
life as the most possible form of charity. 

““It is home life that makes the best men 
and women Whatever charity we extend 
should be given?” she’said, “in the form of 
home life. I think we’.could improve the 


condition of dependent girls if we broke 
down the barriers that-now separate them 
and ourselves,”’ 

Charles Dudley Warner spoke on “ Pris- 
ons and Prisoners.”’ He said, in part: 

“ Burglary is a profession. It is not, of 
course, as respectable as some other pro- 
fessions, but it is permitted. I am not sure 
but that a good deal of expense would be 
saved by the State if it licensed burglary as 
it does the saloons. I read occasionally of 
some man who has grown gray in the prac- 
tice of this nefarious calling. 

“The men who practice petty larceny and 
the sneak thieves also have a place in mod- 
ern society. You can see their pictures in 
any of our large cities. They are well 
known, but are not molested. They are in- 
terfered with only when they are caught in 
some crime. Then they go through a cer- 
tain process. You know what that process 
is. It requires the State to maintain at a 
great expense a police force, iarge build- 
ings for courts and jails. But the process 
often results favorably to the professional 
gentleman. He rarely neglects to employ 
good counsel; and when he leaves court he 
again mingles with respectable persons, in 
order to continue practicing his profession. 

‘Society has a right to protect itself. 
Solitary confinement, the way by which so- 
clety seeks to keep the criminal from prey- 
ing. upon it, is not always remedial. A bad 
man is bad company for himself. And then 
you can’t extract the bad out of a man 
without substituting something else for it. 
We know that nature abhors a vacuum. 
You must replace the bad with the good. 

** We have long since learned to take care 
of persons who have smallpox or who are 
insane. Should we not be able to take care 
of the professional criminal also? 

** We ought to have an institution in which 
professional criminals are kept. They ought 
to be made to understand that there is no 

lace for them among respectable persons 
nthe city or in the State. During certain 
years 80 per cent., and again 81 per cent., 
and again 82 per cent. of the inmates of the 
Elmira Reformatory have been turned out, 
if not highly respectable, at least, law-abid- 
ing citizens. 

“We are either indifferent or uncharitable 
not to take care of professional criminals. 
They should be treated scientifically. Every 
one who has had anything to do with crimi- 
nals knows how important to them is’ the 
character of the man over them, and the 
head of such an institution should be a 
man of the highest possible intelligence and 
character. I am sure that such an experi- 
ment is worth the trying.” 

Dr, Stephen Smith spoke on the “ Uses of 
Medical Charities.’’ Dr. Smith will have 
charge of the section of the National Con- 
ference on the Abuses of Medical Chari- 
ties, and spoke yesterday of the proper use 
of the medical profession and-of hospitals 
in the treatment of the sick poor. 

William Rhinelander Stewart will be 
President of the National Charities Confer- 
ence, which will meet here for the first 
time since it was organized in this city, a 
quarter of a century ago. 


GOODWIN DIVORCE SUIT. 


Motion to Confirm the Referee’s Re- 
port in Favor of Mrs. Goodwin, 


_A motion was made before Judge Pryor 
in the Supreme Court yesterday to 
confirm the report of ex-Judge Dono- 
hue, as referee, recommending that an 
absolute divorce be granted to Nellie R. 
Goodwin from Nat C. Goodwin, the actor. 
The proceeding is brought on statutory 
grounds. The report of the referee recom- 
mends that $75 a week be allowed to Mrs. 
Goodwin as alimony. 

In 1890 Mrs. Goodwin brought another 
suit for separation on the grounds of cruel 
and inhuman treatment. A decree was 
granted, and a settlement was made by 
which Mrs. Goodwin accepted $25,000 in 
lieu of alimony, and her dower right in 
Mr, Goodwin’s property. 


HORSE KILLED BY A RUNAWAY. 


Wagon Shaft Pierced One of a Team 
Attached to a Belt Line Car. 


A horse attached to a delivery wagon ran 
away at Fifth Avenue and Fifty-seventh 
Street yesterday and killed a car horse of 
the Belt Line road at Fifty-ninth Street. 
The wagon and horse were owned by Otto 
Finder of 631 Park Avenue. The driver was 
away when the horse became frightened and 
ran up the street. At Fifty-ninth Street a 
Belt Tine car was going east with a few 
passengers. 

The runaway crossed the track and the 
shaft of the wagon pierced one of the horses 
drawing the car and killed it almost in- 
stantly. The shock stopped the frightened 
anl and Bicycle Policeman Scott held it 
fast. The driver of the car was thrown off 
but escaped with little injury. None of the 
Passengers was hurt. 


Roof Garden for Brooklyn, 


The recreation pier at the foot of North 
Second Street, WillHamsburg, upon which

SIX PERSONS RESCUED 


Fireman Silk Discovers the Villani 
Family Stupefied by Smoke and 
Passes Them to Safety. 


Six people were rescued from a burning 
building at 250 Adams Street, Brooklyn, 
early yesterday morning, by Fireman John 
Silk of Truck No. 3, who has rescued or as- 
sisted in the rescue of fifteen other per- 
sons since he became a fireman. The build- 
ing is two stories high, and the lower part 
is occupied by Vincent Villani, a papier- 
mache manufacturer. He lives on the top 
floor with his wife and three children, and 
Aristide La Marra, a workman, is a boarder. 
Policeman Michael Quinane of the Adams 
Street Station discovered the fire at 1:30 
A. M. and turned in an alarm. He ran 
into the building, but failed to find any oc- 
cupants. In a few minutes the fire en- 
gines had arrived and ladders were raised. 
Fireman Silk entered the building and found 
that the fire was in the back, but the front 
was filled with smoke. Groping around he 
found that the six occupants were still 
there, half stupefied by the smoke and so 
frightened that they did not move. Assist- 


ant Foreman Collins and Fireman Cullen 
of Truck No. 3, Foreman Quigley of Engine 
No. 7, and Officer Quinane mounted the lad- 
ders, and Silk passec the terrified occu- 
pants out to them one by one. They were 
taken to a saloon on the corner and quickly 
restored. 

The rescued persons are Villani and his 
wife, Lamori; Mary Villani, a baby eleven 
months old; Gaston Villani, six, and Sal- 
vida Villani, seven. The damage is about 
$1,000. The owner of the building is Joseph 
Pulitzer. 


YACHT CLUBHOUSE BURNED. 


The Jersey City Organization Suffers 
a Loss of $6,000. 


The home of the Jersey City Yacht Club, 
at the foot of Jersey Avenue, was destroyed 
by fire at 3 o’clock yesterday morning. The 
building was a frame structure, 25 by 60, 
two stories high, and was built forty years 
ago. The only occupants were Frederick 
and John Gardner, the janitors, who es- 
caped. 

Of the property destroyed were the sails 
and spars of all the yachts of the fleet. The 


loss {s $6,000. Commodore Alexander Roe 
lost in addition to the sails of two yachts 
a set of racing sails which he had recently 
bought for the Forsythe II., the crack yacht 
of the fleet. The origin of the fire could 
not be learned. 


MAY EFFECT CONSOLIDATION. 


Three Biscuit Companies with $%55,- 
000,000 Capital Now Negotiating. 


The consolidation of the New York, 
American, and United States Biscuit Com- 
panies with a capitalization of $55,000,000, 
of which $25,000,000 is to be in 7 per cent. 
cumulative preferred, may be considered an 
accomplished fact. 

The new company will be known as the 
United States Biscuit Company. Judge W. 
A. H. Moore of Chicago has been here to 
widen the interest in the scheme, and Nor- 
man B. Ream, an executor of the will of 
George M. Pullman, is attending to the af- 
fairs of the consolidation at the Pullman 
offices, in the Mills Building. Subscriptions 
to the stock must be returned to the com- 
mittee in Chicago before next Saturday. 
About 140 biscuit manufacturers have as- 
sented to the plan of fusion, and enough 
capital has been secured to float it. 

Mr. Ream subscribed $500,000 and sgse- 
cured $700,000 additional. A syndicate is 
to furnish $4,600,0000 to settle floating ob- 
ligations, and the Treasury will have $2,- 
000,000 in preferred and $100,000 in common 
stock as working capital. '
